wards  the  neceffary  expence s,  in  order  to^lffcn 
the  number  of  thofe  calamitous  accidents  ;  we 
fall  no  longer  content  ourfilves  with  the  fu~ 
perficial  attention,  we  fijould  pay  to  a  favorite 
tat  or  dog  in  the  like  circumfiances .  In  this 
pamphlet  I  have  confined  my f elf  to  the  Memoirs  of 
use  Society  at  Amfierdam,  intending ,  if  it  fimdd

PREFACE 

BY  THE 

TRANSLATOR* 


SUDDEN  deaths  affedf  the  mind  much  more  forcibly 
than  fuch  as  are  preceded  by  difeafe.  There  is  fame- 
thing  horrid  in  the  idea  of  palling  in  an  inftant  from 
high  health,  and  vigorous  action,  down  to  the  lileht  grave. 
Relatives  and  friends,  not  being  forewarned  of  the  change^ 
feel  the  broke  with  double  force.  Previous  difeafes  were 
wifely  intended  by  Providence  to  gradually  wean  the  fuf- 
ferer  from  this  world,  by  giving  him  a  diftafte  for  life,  and 
all  its  purfuits  ;  and  alfo  to  afford  an  interval  for  thofe  who 
are  mob  nearly  interefted,  to  wait  and  prepare  for  their  lols. 
When  at  length,  wearied  with  long  and  anxious  fufpence, 
or  forgetting  their  own  fufferings  ill  thofe  of  the  patient, 
they  learn  to  acquiefce  with  a  degree  of  calmnefs,  in  an 
event  which  they  at  ftrft  dreaded  as  the  moft  formidable* 

Nor  can  there  be  a  cafe  in  which  the  companion  of flrang« 
ers  is  more  ftrongly  excited,  than  in  thofe  fudden  and  fa  ceil 
difafters.  They  ftamp  a  melancholy  upon  the  minds  of  fuch 
,for  years  ;  and  all  the  parties  interested  are  ever  after  men¬ 
tioned  by  them  with  fome  mournful  epithet. 

Every  inftahee  therefore  of  thofe  vi&iins  being  refeued 
from  the  hands  of  Death,  who  feemed  already  in  his  pof- 
feffion,  muff  infufe  a  fenfible  pleafure  into  any  mind,  that 
makes  but  the  frhalleft  pretenfions  to  benevolence  ;  and  every 
rational  and  probable  fcheme  propofed,  to  leffen  the  num¬ 
ber  of  thefe  fatal  difafters,  and  reltore  to  the  joyful  arms  of 
relatives  and  friends,  a  parent,  a  child,  a  brother,  or  an  in¬ 
timate,  whom  they  had  the  immediate  profpeft  of  following 
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to  the  mournful  grave,  muft  furely  be  received  with  the 
higheft  fatisfa&ion,  and  patronized  with  the  greateft  warmth 
and  fpirit. 

It  is  therefore  with  a  degree  of  confidence  that  I  under¬ 
take  in  the  following  pages  to  inform  our  part  of  the  world 
of  fuch  a  fcheme,  which  has  been  formed,  and  is  now  upon 
a  very  refpedtable  footing,  in  a  neighbouring  nation,  and 
that  it  has  been  attended  with  the  moft  remarkable  fuccefs  ; 
hoping  the  one  may  in  fome  refpedt  ferve  as  a  model  for  a 
fimilar  plan,  and  the  other  encourage  us  to  put  it  into  exe¬ 
cution. 

I  need  not  inform  the  reader,  that  the  United  Provinces 
abound  with  water  :  that  they  have  not  only  extenfive  lakes 
and  meres,  but  that  canals  are  cut  from  one  town  to  an¬ 
other,  throughout  the  Low  Countries  ;  that  they  run  through 
every  town,  and  alrnoft  every  ftreet  in  the  towns  and  vil¬ 
lages  ;  that  in  fadt  they  are  the  grand  channels  of  traffic, 
being  fimilar  to  our  high  roads,  both  for  the  number  and 
frequency  of  paffengers  ;  and  that  in  a  frofty  feafon,  the 
rivers,  lakes,  and  canals,  are  frequented  by  thoufands  of 
people,  either  for  the  purpofes  of  bufinefs  or  recreation. 

This  fituation  neceffiarily  expofes  the  inhabitants  to  acci¬ 
dents,  and  fatal  difafters,  from  falling  into  the  water.  Nor 
is  it  eafy  to  conceive  the  numbers  who  are  drowned  annu¬ 
ally  in  thefe  Low  Countries  (exclufive  of  the  terrible  inun¬ 
dations,  which  frequently  fweep  away  whole  villages).  I 
am  a  fluxed  that  in  the  city  of  Amsterdam  alone,  upwards 
of  two  hundred  perfons  have  been  loft  in  thecourfe  of  a  year, 
by  falling  into  the  canals. 

The  frequency  of  thefe  mournful  accidents  induced  fom« 
gentlemen  of  influence  and  fortune,  to  take  the  fubjedt  into 
cpn'fi deration.  And  as  there  was  too  much  reafon  to  appre¬ 
hend  that  numbers  of  thefe  unfortunate  perfons  might  have 
been  reftored  to  their  families,  and  to  the  community,  had 
they  not  been  hastily  given  up  for  dead,  or  had  not  impro¬ 
per  methods  been  employed  to  recover  them,  they  published 
proper  directions,  and  promifed  an  ample  reward  to  every 
perfon  who  fhould  be  fuccefsful  in  his  attempts  to  recover 
the  Drowned  to  life.  This  humane  defio-n  met  with  the 

O 

greamft  encouragement  from  every  quarter.  Magistrates  and 
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individuals  feemed  to  vie  with  each  other  in  the  zeal  with 
which  they  promoted  the  fcheme.  But  in  order  not  to 
weary  the  pubiick  too  much*  or  leave  their  plan  upon  a  pre¬ 
carious  foundation,  by  depending  totally  upon  voluntary 
contributions,  they  propofed  to  raife  a  fund  to  be  appropri* 
ated  entirely  to  the  ufe  of  the  inftitution,  which  was  loon 
accomplifhed  by  means  of  annuities. 

The  following  Memoirs,  which  were  publifhed  by  the 
Society  at  different  times,  will  evince  with  what  remarkable 
fuccefs  this  projedt  in  favour  of  the  Drowned  has  been  at¬ 
tended.  By  virtue  of  it  upwards  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  per- 
fions,  may,  with  the  ftri&eft  propriety,  be  faid  to  have  been 
vaijed  from  the  dead'  for  without  its  timely  interpofition, 
they  muff  have  infallibly  peri  filed.  Nor  is  it  improbable, 
fince  the  plan  is  extensively  known,  and  the  oioft  effectual, 
methods  of  treating  drowned  perfons  become  familiar  to  the 
people  in  general,  but  that  the  number  of  thofe  refcued  from 
death  will  annually  increafe. 

The  cafes  in  the  two  firft  Memoirs  are  tranflated  fully,  as 
fpecimens  of  the  care  taken  by  the  diredlors  of  the  Society 
not  to  be  impofed  upon  themfelv.es,  or  palm  upon  the  com¬ 
munity  a  collection  of  fadls,  upon  flight,  or  merely  bear- 
fay  evidence.  Some  other  parts  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to 
abridge  very  confiderably.  As  thefe  Memoirs  were  written 
at  different  periods,  repetitions  were  in  fome  places  proper, 
in  others  unavoidable.  And  as  they  were  publifhed  in  the 
country,  and  upon  the  fpot  where  the  fcenes  were  tranf- 
a£ted,  the  more  minute  and  circumffantial  the  narration  of 
them  was,  the  more  fatisfadlory  would  the  proofs  of  their 
truth  appear — and  alfo  the  more  interefting  :  the  people 
were  excited  to  lend  their  afiiftance  with  double  fpirit,  when 
they  read  that  a  townfinan  or  neighbour  was  either  recovered 
to  life,  or  had  been  inftrumental  in  recovering  another.  But 
in  the  tranfiation,  though  care  is  taken  to  omit  nothing 
which  feemed  of  moment,  yet  thofe  repetitions  or  minute 
circumftances  are  erafed,  which  would  have  increafed  the 
fiize  of  the  book,  and  only  have  been  tedious  to  the  Eng- 
lifh  reader. 

I  cannot  imagine  any  one  will  be  fo  obftinate  as  to  doubt 
the  truth  of  thefe  facts,  which  have  been  fo  carefully  col¬ 
lated,  and  well  attefted.  The  public  may  reft  afiu red,  that 
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the  gentlemen  who  have  hitherto  direCied  the  Society,  ate 
all  of  them  perfons  of  confiderable  influence  for  their  good 
fenfe  and  probity,  as  well  as  fortune,  i  have  had  the  ho¬ 
nour  of  being  perfonally  acquainted  with  fevera],  and  know 
that  the  characters  of  them  all  {land  high  in  the  eftimatioa 
Of  their  countrymen. 

It  muff  undoubtedly  be  the  ardent  wifh  of  every  benevo¬ 
lent  heart,  that  am  id  ft  the  many  charitable  inftitutions 
which  do  honour  to  this  kingdom,  and  this  metropolis  in  par¬ 
ticular,  that  one  could  be  formed  with  a  fimilar  intention.  It 
is  true,  accidents  of  this  kind  may  not  be  fo  frequent  amongft 
us  as  in  Holland ,  vet  they  are  much  too  numerous  to  be 
treated  as  of  trivial  concern.  Should  we  laugh  at  precau¬ 
tions  again#  epidemic  difeafes,  merely  becaufe  Providence 
exempts  us  from  the  plague  ?  Befides,  the  numbers  annually 
loft  among#  us,  mu#  appear  to  every  attentive  perfon,  by  no 
means  inconfiderable.  The  reflection  of  a  moment  mu# 
convince  us,  that  in  an  ifland,  and  a  maritime  ftate  like  ours, 
where  fuch  multitudes  live  as  it  were  upon  the  water,  di  fal¬ 
ters  of  this  kind  mu#  frequently  happen  ;  and  the  public 
papers  are  giving  us  daily  proofs  of  it.  France,  Germany, 
Ruffla,  where  fuch  accidents  cannot  be  more  numerous  than 
with  us,  have  deemed  them  w7orthy  their  interpofition. 

But  fhould  this  objeCt  of  itfelf  feem  of  too  fmail  import, 
the  plan  might  eafily  be  enlarged.  Rewards  might  be  con¬ 
ferred,  as  in  Boisleduc,  Maeftricht,  Hamburgh,  and  Vi¬ 
enna,  upon  thofe  who  have  been  inftrumenta!  in  having  any 
perfons  apparently  #ruck  with  fudden  death.  This  would 
not  only  include  the  drowned,  but  thole  fuffocated  bv  nox¬ 
ious  vapours,  to  which  miners  are  particularly  expofed,  and 
thofe  unhappy  wretches  who  have  attempted  to  be  their  own 
executioners  by  the  rope.  T  he  methods  of  treatment  indi¬ 
cated  in  thefe  Memoirs  are  equally  applicable  to  all  thefe 
pafes,  and  they  prefent  us  with  inllances  of  fuccefs  in  each, 
indeed,  the  phyfical ’ caufe  of  death  is  obvioufly  the  fame  : 
they  are  but  different  fpecies  of  ftrangulation.  With  refpeCt 
to  the  latter  clafs,  it  feems  highly  probable,  that  numbers  of 
them  might  eafily  be  reffored.  Thofe  who  are  executed  by 
public  juftlce  may,  by  leaping  from  the  cart,  or  by  the 
Weight  of  their  own ’bodies,  fuffer  a  diflocation  of  the  neck, 
an  injury  in  the  medulla  oblongata ,  or  a  rupture  in  the  vefleis 
of  the  brain,  rendering  their  icftoration  impoftible  ;  but  fuch 
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as  are  their  own  executioners,  fufpending  themfelves  fiom 
bed-poRs, beams  in  the  chamber,  or  hooks  in  the  wall,  where 
they  have  fcarcely  height  or  room  enough  to  execute  theirhor- 
rid  purpofe,  they  may  be  confidered  in  a  fimilar  fituation  with 
the  drowned,  and  might,  doubtlefs,  be  reRored  by  fimilar  mea- 
fures.  What  pleafure  muff  it  afford  to  every  compafiionate 
bofom,  to  be  inflrumental  in  recalling  a  miferable  creature, 
precipitating  itfelf  into  eternity  by  its  own  guilt,  which  guilt 
has  never thelefs  this  alleviation,  that  it  was  occasioned  by  its 
wretchednefs  ! 

Were  we,  I  fay,  to  eRimate  the  number  of  lives  loR  by 
thefe  three  caufes  united,  we  fhould  find,  perhaps,  that  they 
equalled,  if  they  did  not  greatly  exceed,  that  of  drowned 
perrons  in  Holland. 

I  believe  it  would  be  unneceffary  to  attempt  to  convince 
the  public  of  the  utility  of  fuch  a  plan;  yet  I  fear,  that  no 
reafons  which  /  could  urge  would  come  with  force  enough 
to  aroufe  any  body  of  people  to  put  it  into  execution.  How¬ 
ever,  1  cannot  forbear  expreffing  my  warmefi  hopes  that  our 
rnagiftrates,  emulating  the  examples  given  them  by  the  ma¬ 
gi  Rrates  of  moft  ot  the  provinces  and  cities  in  the  Nether¬ 
lands ,  of  Hamburgh ,  Venue ,  and  alfo  the  Emprefs  fhueen, 
tb.Q  hmprefs  of  Rujjia ,  and  the  King  of  France ,  would  direct 
their  attention  into  this  channel  ;  and  that  they  would  con- 
defcend  to  reward  with  honours,  or  pecuniary  advantages, 
fuch  as  have  been  fuccefsfully  arduous  in  refioring  fuhje&s 
to  the  Rate.  Surely,  the  fame  policy  which  watches  over  the 
pi  efervation  ofahare,  or  a  partridge,  and  fets  a  value  upon  a. 
dog,  cannot  be  negledhul  of  the  life  of  a  man,  as  if  it  was  not 
equal  in  value  to  either  ;  or  that,  in  imitation  of  the  city  of 
Hamburgh ,  fome  of  our  learned  focieties,  formed  to  encourage 
thofe  arts,  and  reward  thefe  improvements  in  knowledge 
which  are  iubfervisnt  to  the  conveniences  or  refined  enjoy¬ 
ments  of  life,  will  confider  the  moR  aRonifhing  and  ufeful 
art,  that  of  fanning  up  the  fame  of  life  as  it  is  extinguijhing , 
to  be  within  the  limits  of  their  infiitution.  WhilR  the  nu¬ 
merous  cafes  before  us  afford  an  agreeable  amufement  to  the 
curious  and  philofophic  mind,  they  muff  finely  infpire  a  more 
exalted  pleafure  into  the  benevolent,  when  they  prdent  us 
with  frefh  inRances  how  much  an  mvefiigation  of  the  Jaws 
pf  nature  are  conducive  to  general  utility:  or  Rial]  I  wifb, 
that  thofe  individuals^  whom  Providence  has  bleffed  with 
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wealth,  and  with  a  {till  greater  bkffing,  a  heart  to  ufe  it 
well,  would  place  this  alfo  amidfi  the  many  charitable  infii- 
tutions  that  rear  their  heads  as  monuments  of  their  benefi¬ 
cence.  The  overflowings  of  their  cups  are  daily  affording  a 
variety  of  ftreams  to  refrefh  the  hearts  of  the  indigent  poor. 
’Their  infiitutions  are  curing  the  Tick,  healing  the  maimed, 
relieving  the  widow  and  the  orphan,  rendering  vagabond 
children  ufeful  to  the  ftate,  alleviating  pangs  in  the  hour  of 
labour,  opening  the  doors  of  the  prifon,  removing  the  mife- 
ties  which  vice  itfelf  introduces  ;  fhall  they  not  alfo  go  a  fiep 
further,  and  raife  the  dead  to  life  f  I  mean  not  this  as  a  rhe¬ 
torical  figure,  but  as  a  literal  truth  ;  for  the  appearances  of 
death  muff  be  infallibly  followed  by  the  reality  without  fuch 
timely  interpofitions.  The  infiances  before  us  prove  this  to 
be  far  from  a  romantic  fcheme  ;  the  happieft  confequences 
have  already  been  derived  from  ir,  far  exceeding  the  expecta¬ 
tions  of  the  projectors,  and  fuch  as  will  reproach  our  want 
of  confiflency  in  the  exercife  of  our  benevolence,  if  we  fu- 
pinely  neglect  to  imitate  their  example. 

I  cannot  forbear  enumerating  fome  peculiar  advantages  at¬ 
tending  an  infiitution  of  this  nature.  For  inftance,  the  ex- 
pences,  would  be  proportionate  not  fo  much  to  the  number  of 
obje&s,  as  to  the  number  of  objects  rejlored.  Every  guinea 
expended  would  be  towards  the  aSlual  redemption  of  a  life . 
Surely,  if  a  charitable  fpirit  contributes  with  chearfulnefs  to¬ 
wards  the  building,  furniture,  and  fupport  o f  hofpitals,  where 
st  princely  fortune  is  funk  previous  to  the  expected  good,  and 
where  the  hopes  of  relief  are  yet  uncertain  to  each  individual, 
it  will  not  refufe  a  moiety  in  recompence  for  certain  benefits 
obtained. 

Such  an  infiitution  would  alfo  be  more  extenfivelv  ufeful 
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than  mofi  others.  They  are  neceffarily  circumferibed  ;  and 
thofe  only  can  partake  of  their  bounty  who  refide  within  cer¬ 
tain  difiridls,  or  can  be  removed  to  a  particular  fpot  ;  where¬ 
as  this  might  afford  ailiftance,  with  equal  convenience,  to 
perfons  relid i ng  in  the  mofi  remote  parts  of  the  land,  certifi¬ 
cates  being  produced,  properly  attefted,  proving  that  the 
aid  has  been  given,  and  fuccefs  obtained.  I  may  alfo 
add,  that  was  any  refpedlable  fociety  to  encourage  attempts 
to  refiore  life,  under  the  above-mentioned  circumfiances,  the 
attention  of  the  public  would  naturally  be  turned  towards 
this  clafs  of  objects,  and,  together  with  the  knowledge  of  the 
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means,  a  general  fpirit  of  trying  thefe  falutary  experiments 
would  be  difFu fed 5  productive  of  the  molt  happy  conlequences 
to  thoufands. 

I  may  alfo  add,  that  motives  of  an  intsrefted  nature  ought 
not  to  be  forgotten.  Our  ftation  in  life  may,  in  fome  cafes* 
be  fo  remote  from  the  objedts  we  aOift,  that  we  may  think  it 
fcarcely  poffible  we  fhould  ever  partake  of  the  benefits  of  our 
own  charity  :  but  every  living  foul  is  expofed  to  difalters  of 
this  nature,  without  any  exemption  from  age,  fex,  or  fortune  ; 
and  an  individual  may  owe  his  own  prefervation  to  fuch  a 
plan,  the  moment  after  he  has  fubferibed  to  it.  So  that  it  can 
fcarcely  be conildered  fo  much  as  an  affair  of  charity ,  as  a  gene¬ 
ral  infurance  of  lives.  It  would  be  an  affociation  again!!  thofe 
accidents  which  are  common  to  us  all  j  and  fhould  it  become 
extenfive,  numbers  would  doubtlefs  have  caufe  to  rejoice, 
that  while  they  have  been  inftrumental  in  faving  others,  their 
own  lives,  or  the  lives  of  their  neareft  relations,  perhaps  of 
their  children,  whofe  heedledhefs  and  inexperience  place 
them  in  perpetual  danger,  have  by  thefe  means  been  pro¬ 
tracted  for  years. 

Whether  thefe  hints,  fuggefted  by  an  obfeure  individual,  will 
have  any  influence  towards  inducing  fome  refpectahle  fociety 
to  imitate  the  example  of  the  nations  upon  the  continent,  or 
fome  gentlemen  of  humanity  and  fortune  to  patronize  fuch  a 
fcheme,  I  know  not.  Should  thefe  expectations  be  too 
great,  I  muft  reft  fatisfied  with  fome  other,  advantages, 
which,  I  flatter  rnyfeif,  will  naturally  follow  the  translation 
of  thefe  Memoirs.  The  public  will  be  taught  by  them  not 
to  defpair  of  the  life  of  a  perfon  in  the  like  circumftances,  or 
form  a  rafli  and  precipitate  conclufion  that  all  attempts  to  re- 
ffore  them  will  be  in  vain.  A  difpofitiosi  this,  to  which  fpec- 
tators  are  particularly  expofed,  not  fo  much  from  a  principle 
of  indolence,  I  believe,  as  from  the  apprehenfioa  of  being  ri¬ 
diculed  for  their  credulity,  if  their  labour  fhould  prove  fruit- 
lefs  ;  and  it  is  not  to  be  doubted,  but  that  many  lives  have 
fallen  a  facrihce  to  it.  The  life  of  man  is  of  the  utmoft  con- 
fequence  ;  the  precife  time  in  which  the  vital  fpark  entirely 
quits  the  body  is  utterly  unknown  ;  the  facts  before  us  indi¬ 
cate  that,  in  fome  cafes,  it  has  remained  with  an  apparently 
inanimate  corpfe  for  feveral  hours.  Thefe  confiderations 
united  ihould  induce  us  never  to  leave  off  the  trial  of  every 
promifing  method,  but  with  the  utmoft  reluctance,  and  not 

until 
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until  we  are  morally  certain  that  all  attempts  are  in  vain  s 
which  can  only  he  known  by  a  vigorous  and  continued  trial 
of  them.  Thefe  Memoirs  will  aifo  diffufe  the  knowledge 
of  the  methods  proper  to  be  ufed  upon  fuch  an  occafion. 
Moft  of  them,  and  thofe  of  chief  efficacy,  are  happily  fuch  as 
it  is  in  the  power  of  any  fpe£iator  immediately  to  apply;  fo 
that  every  man  may1  be  his  neighbour’s  phyfician,  and  may 
have  it  in  his  power  to  adminifter  effectual  relief  upon  the 
jnoft  alarming  and  urgent  occafions. 
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LIFE  is  certainly  the  firft,  and  the  foundation  of  every  t/tlief 
blefling  to  man.  It  is  aifo  the  feafon  of  probation  allots 
ted  to  him,  that  he  may  be  rendered  capable  of  enjoy* 
ing  eternal  felicity.  Nor  does  life  intereft  the  pofTefTor  alone  ; 
but  if  that  be  cut  off*  a  family  is  often  deprived  of  a  father  of 
a  mother,  to  the  well-being  of  which  their  aids  were  fo  often 
effential  ,  or,  perhaps,  a  parent  bewails  the  lofs  of  a  beloved 
child,  who  was  their  joy,  their  hope,  and,  it  maybe,  their 
only  confolation  and  fupport.  It  is  a  lofs  fenfibly  felt  b y$ 
or  highly  prejudicial  to  friends  ;  civil  and  religious  focieties 
likewife  are  deprived  of  a  member,  who  may  have  been  ufefui 
In  his  flation,  whatever  it  was.  Every  attempt,  therefore,  to 
prolong  the  days  of  mortals  ought  to  be  conildered  as  of  the 
utmoft  importance,  and  to  be  warmly  patronized  by  each 
friend  to  mankind. 

Although  it  is  generally  known  that  a  great  number  of 
perfons  are  annually  drowned  in  this  country,  yet  'he  num¬ 
ber  unqueftionabiy  and  veFy  confiderably  exceeds  the  com¬ 
mon  eftirnation :  in  this  city  (of  Arnfterdam),  in  attempting 
to  take  a  more  accurate  eftimate,  we  were  much  furprifed  at 
the  multitudes,  as  alfo  at  the  accounts  tranftmtted  to  us  from 
other  places.  It  is  equally  certain,  that  all  the  authors  who 
have  treated  the  fubjedb  are  unanimous  in  this,  that  many  of 
the  drowned  were  loft,  becaufe  no  attempts  were  made  to 
recover  them,  or  becaufe  improper  and  pernicious  methods 
were  employed,  or  the  attempt  was  not  made  in  time.  It  is 
requifite,  therefore,  in  accidents  of  this  nature,  to  incite  the 
fpedtators,  to  take  the  neceffary  pains  to  prevent  their  being 
fatal,  and  to  inftruct  them  in  what  manner  to  proceed. 

B  Thefe 
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Thefe  considerations  have  induced  our  Society  to  proffer  2 
premium  tothofe  who  (hail  have  recalled  to  life  any  drowned 
perfons  in  the  Seven  Provinces,  or  in  the  countries  under 
their  jurisdiction  ;  to  indicate  the  meafures  to  be  purfued  for 
this  purpofe  ;  and  to  engage  thernfelves  to  defray  all  the  ne- 
ceffary  expences  contracted  upon  fuch  an  occafion. 

But  we  foon  found  this  not  to  be  Sufficient  to  make  the 
Scheme  as  extensively  known  as  itdeferved.  We  alfo  knew, 
and  the  event  confirmed  it,  that  there  is  a  prejudice  prevail¬ 
ing  in  this  country,  to  which  numbers  have  probably  fallen 
victims,  which  is,  that  when  a  drowned  perfon  is  taken  out 
of  the  water,  without  any  Signs  of  life,  no  one  is  permitted 
to  take  him  into  his  houfe,  or  even  to  touch  him,  excepting 
it  be  to  fufpend  him  by  the  fide  of  the  canal,  with  his  head 
above  the  water;  and  that  when  any  one  is  fufpended  in  this 
manner,  none  but  the  governors  of  the  hofpital  mayloofen 
bim  ;  a  prejudice  this  which  has  proved  a  great  obftacle  to 
the  fuccefs  of  our  enterprize. 

Therefore,  we  thought  it  advifeable  to  publifh  an  adver¬ 
tisement,  containing  an  epitome  of  our  plan,  engagements, 
and  directions  ;  in  which  we  might  remove  thofe  ill-ground¬ 
ed  apprehenfions  of  violating  the  laws  by  rendering  fo  Signal 
a  Service  to  individuals  and  to  the  community. 

The  following  is  a  copy. 

ADVERTISEMENT. 

THE  Society  lately  formed  in  Amfterdam  in  favour  of 
drowned  perfons,  being  defirous  of  informing  all  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  United  Provinces  of  their  charitable  defigns, 
have  judged  it  proper  to  pubhfh  in  this  manner  a  brief  Sum¬ 
mary  of  them,  having  been  more  circumflantial  in  a  periodi¬ 
cal  paper,  i n titled  The  Philofopher,  which  appeared  at  Am- 
fterdam,  in  the  months  of  Auguft,  September,  and  October, 
of  this  year. 

I.  Whoever  fhall  produce  a  regular  certificate,  proving 
that  by  the  ufe  of  the  proper  methods,  he  has  recovered  a 
grown  perfon  or  child,  that  has  been  taken  out  of  the  water 
without  any  Signs  of  life,  fhall  receive  for  recommence  fix  du¬ 
cats,  or  a  golden  medal  of  the  fame  value,  on  which  his  name 
fhall  be  engraved,  according  to  his  option. 

II.  As  it  may  happen,  that  Several  perfons  may  have  affi  fl¬ 
ed,  the  medal,  or  the  fix  ducats,  Shall  be  bellowed  according 
as  the  parties  can  agree  it  amongft  thernfelves. 
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III.  In  order  to  be  entitled  to  the  reward,  they  are  only 
to  produce  a  written  declaration,  figned  by  two  creditable 
perfons,  notifying  that  they  were  witneffes  of  its  being  cue 

to  the  claimants.  n/r 

IV.  This  declaration  is  to  be  tranfmitted  to  Mr.  1 .  Meyer, 
and  upon  its  being  proved  authentic,  the  reward  is  to  be  con¬ 
ferred  within  a  month  after  the  laid  declaration  has  been  given 

V.  Where  any  neceflary  expences  have  been  made  at  inns 
or  other  plaees,  thefe  (hall  be  repaid  (independent  of  the  pre¬ 
mium)  provided  they  exceed  not  the  fum  of  four  ducats ;  and 
that  whether  the  drowned  perfon  has  been  recovered  or  not, 
if  it  {hall  appear  that  the  money  has  been  expended  in  making

VI  If  any  furgeon  or  phyfician  have  ufed  their  utmou 

endeavours  to  recall  the  patient,  and  have  not  been  otherwife 

paid  for  their  trouble,  they  (ball  be  equitably  recompenced 

by  the  fociety,  whether  they  have  fucceeded  or  not,  upon 

fending  in  their  account,  properly  attefted,  to  Mr.  I  eter 

Meyer,  bookfeller. 

We  moreover  afore  the  public,  that  fuch  affiftance  is  no 
infringement  upon  the  laws  ;  for  thefe  laws,  propofing  the 
public  good  for  their  objeft,  not  only  permit  fuch  unfortu¬ 
nate  pet fons  to  be  taken  out  of  the  water,  but  every  fuitable 
method  to  be  tried,  in  order  to  reflore  them  to  life  ;  ana  the 
edifts  relating  to  this  fubje£t  will  be  fufficiently  obeyed  by 
acquainting  the  magiftrate  with  the  cafe,  when  the  attempt 

has  been  made  in  vain.  , 

The  moft  fuitable  methods  to  be  purfued  refpetfing  the 
drowned,  as  experiments  made  both  before  and  hnce  the 
eftablifhment  of  our  fociety  teftify,  are  as  follows. 

1.  To  blow  into  the  inteftines  through  a  tobacco-pipe,  a 
pair  of  bellows,  or  the  {heath  of  a  knife,  cutting  off  the  lower 
point.  The  fooner  this  operation  is  performed  with  force 
and  afUduity,  the  more  ufeful  it  will  prove.  II  a  lighted  pipe 
of  tobacco,  or  fumigator  conftrutfted  for  that  purpofe,  be 
made  ufe  of,  the  operation  will  be  more  eftedrual  ;  for  thus, 
inftead  of  fimple  air  or  wind,  the  warm  irritating  fumes  ot 
tobacco  are  introduced  into  the  inteftines.  In  whaffoever 
manner  this  be  done,  it  is  in  general  tne  fil'd  thing  that  can 
be  tried,  and  can  be  executed  without  lofs  of  time,  eithe:,  in 
a  boat  or  upon  land,  in  fliort,  wherever  the  drowned  perfon 
was  immediately  placed. 

2.  It  will  be  necedary  as  foon  as  [  O.iible  to  dry  and  warm 
she  body  with  care,  which  will  often  be  quite  fodden,  fonie- 
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limes  abfolutely  co^d,  benumneJ,  and  even  ftifF.  Tins  can 
generally  be  done  with  eafe,  and  that  feveral  ways:  for  ex¬ 
ample,  by  a  warm  fhirt,  and  the  under  clothes  of  one  of  thq 
affiftants  5  by  one  or  more  woollen  blankets  previoufly  warm¬ 
ed,  by  hot  embers  from  a  brewery,  bakehoufe,  faltern,  foap- 
boilers,  or  other  fabrics  ;  by  the  (kins  of  animals,  efpecial'y 
of  fhcep  ;  by  a  moderate  fire,  or  by  the  gentle  and  natural 
warmth  of  healthy  perfons  placing  tbemfelves  in  bed  with 
the  drowned.  Whtlft  the  twro  preceding  methods  are  em¬ 
ployed  with  circumfpection  and  afftduity,  it  may  be  very  fer*?. 
yiceable  to  make  ufe  of  ftrong  fridtions  ail  over  the  body,  parti¬ 
cularly  down  the  fpine  of  the  back  from  the  neck  to  the  rump, 
with  warm  flannels,  or  cloths,  deeped  in  brandy  ;  or  fprinkled 
with  finedrv  fait,  or  with  linen  wetted  with  brandy,  or  fome 
ftrong  volatile  fait,  as  the  fpirits  of  arpmoniacal  falts,  fhould 
alfo  be  applied  to  the  noftrils  or  rubbed  upon  the  temples. 
Tickling  of  the  noftrils  and  throat  may  alfo  prove  beneficial  ; 
but  not  any  wine,  or  brandy,  or  any  ftrong  liquor,  mixed 
with  falts  or  other  ftimulants,  fhould  be  poured  down  the 
throat  until  fome  figns  of  life  are  perceived.  The  following 
experiment  has  proved  fuccefsful :  let  one  of  the  afiiftants^ 
applying  his  mouth  to  that  of  the  drowned,  clofing  the  nof- 
trils  with  one  hand,  and  pr effing  the  left  breaft  with  the 
other,  blow  with  force,  and  endeavour  to  inflate  the  lungs. 
We  believe,  that,  from  the  beginning,  this  might  be  as  effica¬ 
cious  as  blowing  up  the  fundament  f.  In  a  word,  to  draw 
blood,  if  it  be  poffible,  or  as  foon  as  it  is  poffible,  from  a 
larger  vein  of  the  arm,  cr  the  jugular  itfelf,  fhould  by  no. 
pieans  be  ncgledted. 

Tfiefe  are  the  mo  ft  proper  and  approved  methods  in  fuch 
pales.  It  were  much  to  be  wiihed,  that  for  the  future,  none 
were  employed  as  can  only  be  prejudicial;  fuch  as  rolling 
them  upon  a  barrel,  fufpending  them  by  ropes  under  the  arms 
and  legs,  &c.  Moreover,  fince  no  body  can  affirm  with 
certainty  that  the  drowned  be  really  dead,  unlefs  there  be 
fome  figns  of  putrefadtion  on  the  body,  we  hope  that  till  then 
gll  poffible  efforts  may  be  made  ;  and  that  thofe  who  know 

f  I  have  great  reafon  to  believe  that  blowing  with  force  into 
the  lungs  is  the  moft  efficacious  method.  I  have  frequently  obferved 
in  children  jlill-born>  the  heart  and  carotid  arteries  to  beat  ftrong, 
when  it  yvas  applied  ;  but  that  all  pulfation  hasceafed  upon  difeon- 
finuing  this  in  order  to  try  other  experiments,  which  has  returned 
upon  repeating  the  operation.  I  have  frequently  been  detained  up¬ 
wards  of  an  hour  by  this  alternate  life  and  death,  fometimes  with, 
fometimes  without  a  happy  iffuf.

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any  other  means  of  affiflance  will  communicate  them  to  m° 
Should  any  perfons,  who  have  been  fuccefsful  in  their  at* 
tempts,  not  think  proper  to  claim  the  reward,  we  defire 
them  notwithftanding  to  inform  us  of  all  the  circumffances 
of  the  fad,  that  we  may  make  ufe  of  this  information 
whenever  our  Society  fhall  publifh  any  thing  upon  the  fubr 

ject. 

Upwards  of  fix  thoufand  copies  of  the  above  advertife- 
ment  have  been  affixed  in  different  parts  of  Amfterdam,  and 
feveral  other  cities,  diftributed  amongft  all  the  hofpitals  and 
public  charities,  coffee- houfes,  taverns,  &c.  to  the  fmalleff 
ale-houfes,  and  alfo  to  furgeons  and  phyficians. 

Having;  thus  given  a  detail  of  the  meafures  taken  to  make 
our  deftgn  ufeful,  we  fhall  now  proceed  to  narrate  the  cafes 
where  we  have  diftributed  the  premiums.  But  we  muft  ob- 
ferve  here,  to  avoid  frecjuent  repetitions,  that  the  drowned 
perfons  we  are  about  to  mention  were  all  01  them  taken  out 
of  the  water,  without  any  figns  cj  life ,  and  many  of  them 
were  confide! ed  by  the  affiftants  as  abfolutely  dead.  We 
have  been  aflured  of  this  by  the  certificates  themfelves,  and 
by  the  information  afterwards  taken.  And  thefe  were  the 
more  exa£i,  as  we  foon  found  the  abfolute  neceffity  of  guard¬ 
ing  ao-ainft  all  fraud,  even  upon  fuch  folemn  occafions. 

I. 

Amfterdam,  Auguft  24?  1767*  A icolas  ,  a  workman, 

at  Mr.  Matthes  lead  mills,  fell  from  his  boat  near  the  plan¬ 
tation  ;  his  pole  Aiding  from  under  hnn.  He  funk  imme¬ 
diately  to  the  bottom,  and  fome  time  elapfed  before  they 
could  take  him  out  of  the  water.  John  Terfteeg>  junior 
having  blown  into  his  inteftines,  through  the  (heath  of  his 
knife  (cutting  off  the  lower  end)  applied  to  the  anus,  the 
patient  threw  up  fome  water  ;  and  heaving  a  few  ftghs,  at 
length  he  gave  a  feream.  He  was  perfectly  reaiored  by  the 
help  of  bleeding. 

II. 

Amfterdam ,  Sept.  17,  1767.  An  aged  woman  living  in 
the  Elant  Straat  fell  into  the  Rokin  Graght ,  whence  fhe  was 
taken,  after  having  laid  a  confiderable  time  under  water  ;  fo 
that  it  was  propofed  to  carry  her  to  the  hofpital.  However 
Sy brant  Yferman ,  a  Tergau  boatman,  introduced  per  anum 
the  fmalf  end  of  a  lighted  pipe  of  tobacco.  Taking  the 
head  of  the  pipe  in  his  mouth,  he  blew  the  entire  fmoke  of 

it  intp  the  inteftines  without  any  viftble  effed.  But  upon 

repeat- 
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repeating  the  operation  the  woman  began  to  ftir,  and  Toon 
became  capable  of  being  conduced  to  her  dwelling. 

m. 

Amfterdam,  Nov.  ^o,  1767.  Abraham  Stark,  a  (hip  car¬ 
penter,  fell  from  a  corn-barge  near  a  place  called  the  Teer- 
ittymn ,  and  funk  to  the  bottom  of  the  water.  It  was  more 
than  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  they  could  fifh  him 
up.  He  was  recovered  in  the  fame  manner,  as  in  the  fir  ft 
cafe,  by  the  care  of  four  fervants,  belonging  to  Mr.  Bou* 
many  a  dealer  in  pitch. 

IV.  ^ 

Groningen  y  Feb.  29,  1768.  The  daughter  of  Henry  Pe~ 
tery  upwards  of  two  years  old,  fell  head  foremoft  into  a  tub 
full  of  foap  fudds,  where  fhe  remained  fome  time,  being  too 
feeble  to  get  out  of  herfelf.  Her  father  diftradted  at  the  ac- 
cident  attempted  various  methods  to  recover  her,  for  more 
than  half  an  hour  :  at  length  file  gave  fome  feint  figns  of 
life.  Soon  after  fhe  was  ftrongly  eonvulfed,  and  her  pulfe 
almoft  ceafed  to  beat,  which  induced  them  to  fear,  left  im¬ 
mediate  death  would  deftroy  the  hopes  they  had  indulged. 
The  fumigation  was  however  repeated  ;  and  a  balfam  called 
Maume  de  Vie  was  applied  to  the  temples,  the  noftrils  and 
the  pulfe.  After  the  attention  of  two  hours  file  was  per¬ 
fectly  recovered. 

V. 

Amjierdam ,  March  2,  1768.  The  wife  of  Abraham  Van 
Emden ,  a  Jew,  and  change-broker,  fell  into  the  water  in 
she  Plantations.  She  was  taken  out,  and  recalled  to  life  by 
John  Stor7?iy  commander  of  a  veflel,  and  four  of  his  crew* 
They  employed  the  means  indicated  in  the  fecond  cafe. 

VI. 

Breda ,  March  6,  1768.  A  male  child  of  William  ViJJer 
fell  into  the  water,  where  it  remained  more  than  a  Quarter 
of  an  hour,  with  its  head  under  the  furface.  It  was  reco¬ 
vered  by  the  affiduity  of  a  furgeon  in  that  city,  who  em¬ 
ployed  the  fame  methods  as  in  cafes  II.  and  V. 

VIF. 

Amflerdanty  April  2r,  1768.  The  maid  fervant  of  the 
widow  oi  James  Roeper  drawing  water  from  the  canal,  and 
falling  in,  was  recalled  to  life  in  the  fame  manner. 
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VIII. 

May  2,5,  1768.  About  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Leydm9 
the  rope  of  a  pailage  boat  com  ng  from  Deljt ,  threw,  as  ic 
broke,  four  perfons  into  the  water  *,  of  whom  three  were 
immediately  aflifted,  but  the  fourth,  John  Spyker ,  of  Amjhr- 
dam ,  was  taken  up  for  dead,  and  recovered  to  life  by  four 
lads,  belonging  to  the  Deacon's  Orphan  houfe  in  Amjierdam . 
They  employed  the  methods  mentioned  in  the  firft  cafe. 

IX. 

Rotterdam  About  the  tenth  of  February,  1768,  the  wife 
of  Amoux  Fan  Dyl ,  a  journeyman  dyer,  arofe  filently  at 
midnight,  and  threw  herfelf  no  lefs  than  three  times  into 
the  canal.  The  two  fir  ft  times  (he  was  taken  out  Rill  re¬ 
taining  her  fenfes,  but  the  third  fhe  continued  three  quar¬ 
ters  of  an  hour  in  the  water.  After  the  labour  of  an  hour 
fire  was  reftored  to  life  by  Mr.  Gerard  van  Maaswinkel ,  fur- 
geon  ;  chiefly  by  the  fumigation,  and  by  putting  her  to  bed 
with  her  hufband. 

We  have  fince  learned  that  fne  attempted  to  drown  her¬ 
felf  through  defpair,  becaufe  the  man  who  pafifed  for  her 
hufband,  and  by  whom  fhe  had  two  children,  refufed  to 
marry  her  :  but  that  this  event,  and  the  ftrong  exhortations 
employed  upon  the  occaflon,  prevailed  upon  him,  and  they 
were  married  the  fourth  of  laft  June.  It  is  needlefs  for  us, 
to  make  any  reflexions  upon  fo  lingular  a  cafe,  where  the 
danger  was  fo  great,  and  the  event  was  fo  happy.  The 
above  furgeon  received  the  medal  from  us,  and  the  additional 
premium  of  fix  ducats  from  the  city  of  Rotterdam . 

X. 

Amjierdam ,  June  25,  1768.  A  fmall  boat,  in  which 
were  three  boys,  overfet  in  the  Binnen  Am  ft  el.  I  woof  them 
were  immediately  faved.  But  the  third,  Thierry  Goeyaart ,  re¬ 
mained  more  than  eight  minutes  under  the  water.  He  was 
taken  out,  and  brought  to  life  by  the  afliduity  of  feveral 
perfons,  who  employed  the  methods  fpecified  in  cafes  I. 

III.  VIII. 

XI. 

Amjierdam ,  July  18,  1768.  A  younger  fon  of  Lewis 
Bogaardt  fell  into  the  Rapenburg.  He  was  taken  out,  and 
recovered  by  John  Sch  alien  ^  and  Cornelius  S chalkwyk .  The 
methods  as  above. 
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XII. 

Groningen ,  July  31,  1768,  A  young  lad  named  MelU 
Martens ,  bathing  in  one  of  the  moats  of  the  city,  unfortu¬ 
nately  fell  into  a  hole,  and  funk  to  the  bottom  :  where  he 
remained  fome  minutes.  He  was  taken  out  by  Gerard  Cre~ 
mer>  who  fwam,  and  drew  him  on  fhore.  Then  Hildogonde 
Alberts^  a  midwife,  having  introduced  a  pipe,  blew  up  the 
anus  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  without  any  vifible  effedf. 
They  then  conveyed  him  to  the  city  guard-room,  upon 
which  he  moved,  vomited  a  quantity  of  water,  and  began 
to  fpeak.  A  little  time  after  he  was  let  blood  in  the  arm, 
by  order  of  his  phyfician,  and  evacuating  the  contents  of  his 
flomach,  he  was  entirely  re-eftablifhed. 

XIII. 

A mjlerdam,  Augufl  2,  1768.  Gafpard  Hommeri  going  to 
fwim  out  of  the  Leyden  port  with  two  others,  he  was  at¬ 
tacked  with  the  cramp  in  his  limbs.  He  funk  to  tbe  bottom, 
and  remained  a  long  time  under  water.  He  was  taken  out, 
and  recovered  by  the  methods  indicated  in  Cafe  I.  III.  VIII* 
But  he  died  of  a  pleurify  two  days  afterwards. 

XIV. 

Amjlerdam ,  Auguft  10,  1768.  Lambert  Tuckbes,  native  of 
Balk  in  Friejland ,  threw  himfelf  into  the  city  moat,  near  to 
the  Haarlem  Port ,  where  he  remained  upwards  of  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  under  the  water.  He  was  taken  out  with  great 
difficulty.  Mr.  Frederick  Pleterfon ,  furgeon,  employed  for 
three  hours  every  proper  method  to  reffore  him,  and  princi¬ 
pally  the  fumigation,  with  the  defired  fuccefs.  He  was  the 
next  day  carried  to  the  hofpital,  and  configned  to  the  care 
of  Dr.  Hage ,  the  apothecary,  and  the  diredtor  of  the  hof¬ 
pital.  But  notwithftanding  all  the  pains  that  were  taken  to 
reftore  his  health,  he  died  two  days  afterwards  ;  probably  of 
the  inward  bruifes  he  received  when  he  was  taken  out  of  the 
water.  They  learned  from  his  own  mouth,  that  the  difor- 
dered  ftate  of  his  affairs  in  Friejland  had  reduced  him  to 
feek  Amjlerdam  ;  and  that  at  length  defpair,  caufed  by  re- 
morfe  of  confcience,  had  driven  him  to  feek  to  terminate 
his  days.  In  the  hofpital  he  recovered  a  tranquil  ftate  of 
mind,  and  appeared  fincerely  penitent. 

XV. 

Amjlerdam ,  Auguft  *o,  1760*  The  fon  of  the  widow  of 

Charles 
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Charles  Keyfer ,  aged  ten  or  twelve  years,  fell  into  the  Prince- 
Graght ,  facing  the  Labyrinth  ;  he  was  taken  out  and  reco¬ 
vered  by  the  methods  indicated  above. 

XVI. 

The  following  narrative  is  fo  remarkable,  and  written  in 
fo  circumftaniial  a  manner,  that  we  judge  it  improper  to  omit 
aimoft  any  peculiarity. 

At  Flejjingue ,  October  14,  1768,  at  half  an  hour  paft  one 
in  the  afternoon,  John  Hafel ,  by  birth  a  German,  aged 
twenty-five  years,  and  having  ferved  as  foldier  on  board  the 
frigate  of  war,  the  Young  Prince  of  Orange^  fell,  being  much, 
intoxicated  with  liquor,  from  the  bridge  of  the  Exchange 
into  the  water,  where  he  remained  half  an  hour.  When  he 
was  hauled  out,  his  eyes  were  clofed,  his  mouth  open,  coun¬ 
tenance  livid  ;  he  was  perfectly  cold,  without  motion  or  fen- 
fation,  breath,  or  pulfation  of  heart  or  arteries.  They  con¬ 
veyed  him  to  an  inn,  but  the  hoftefs  would  not  admit  him* 
having  embibed  the  common  prejudice,  that  it  was  illegal. 
They  were,  therefore,  obliged  to  lay  him  on  the  {loop  of  the 
fteps  of  the  houfe  adjoining,  until  one  of  the  aftiftants  allur¬ 
ed  thewoman  that  it  was  permitted  to  take  in  the  corpfe,  and 
that  he  would  be  anfwerable  for  the  confequences ;  file  them 
contented.  But  upwards  of  half  an  hour  was  expired  after 
he  was  taken  out  of  the  water,  without  any  figns  of  life  ap*» 
pearing.  They  lighted  a  fire,  and  placed  him  before  it:  hav¬ 
ing  undrefTed  him,  they  rubbed  all  his  limbs  fmartly  with 
warm  cloths  fteeped  in  brandy  ;  which  being  continued  for 
three  quarters  of  an  hour,  a  foam  iflued  from  his  mouth. 
They  continued  thete  operations  till  four  o’clock ;  then  took 
nine  ounces  of  blood  from  the  jugular  veim  and  fome  minutes 
afterwards  he  vomited  up  a  little  water.  Tney  applied  fome 
fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac  to  his  noftrils,  and  afterwards  made 
ufe  of  the  fumigation,  which  could  not  be  procured  before. 
A  quantity  of  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  bieng  blown  up  his  body^ 
there  was  a  grumbling  in  his  bowels,  and  he  gave  up  a  little 
more  water  ;  he  opened  his  eyes,  and  recovered  his  fentes. 
They  made  him  (wallow  half  a  glafs  of  brandy,  in  which 
they  had  put  fome  drops  of  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac,  which 
they  again  applied  to  his  noftrils  ;  and  they  renewed  the 
fri&ions.  The  circulation  being  ftronger,  they  bled  him 
again  in  the  arm,  upon  which  he  began  to  fpeak,  and  defir- 
ed  they  would  let  him  fleep.  They  placed  him  for  this  pur- 
pofe  on  fome  ftraw  mattraftes,  till  they  had  obtained  permif- 
hQp,  to  convey  him  to  the  hofpital,  where  he  lay  that  night,

and  departed  the  next  day  for  Middleburgb,  almoft  re-efta^ 
blifhed,  excepting  that  he  appeared  to  have  fomething  of  the 
fever,  and  felt  a  pain  in  his  limbs,  which  was  not  in  the  leaf!: 
furprizmg,  confidering  the  fatigues  he  had  endured,  and  the 
fridiions  he  had  undergone.  The  furgeon  who  fuperintend- 
ed  at  this  remarkable  cure,  was  Mr.  Jofepb  Raymondon ,  firft: 
furgeon  of  a  veflel. 

XVII. 

Harlingucn ,  Oflober  iB,  1768.  The  daughter  of  Henry 
Beerndz ,  a  child  of  four  years  old,  fell  into  the  water  without 
the  city.  She  was  taken  out  by  a  paftenger,  without  any  one 
knowing  how  long  (he  might  have  lain  there.  Her  head  was 
downwards,  and  feemed  to  have  been  'plunged  in  the  mud. 
This  man  thinking  her  dead,  took  her  under  his  arm  and 
carried  her  into  the  city.  He  met  Mr.  John  Scboonebeck,  a 
furgeon,  juft  as  he  entered.  This  gentleman  placed  the 
child  witn  the  belly  do*vnward,s,  with  her  feet  upon  the 
fhoulders  of  the  man,  and  holding  the  head  himfelf.  They 
carried  her  in  this  pofition  to  her  parents,  (baking  her  vio¬ 
lently.  He  ordered  this  agitation  to  be  continued  for  half  an 
hour,  by  four  men,  who  relieved  each  other  ;  after  which  the 
girl  fighed,  difcharged  fome  mucus  and  water,  recovered  her 
fenfes,  and  began  to  cry.  They  put  her  into  bed  without 
ufing  any  other  means,  and  (he  was  perfectly  reftored.

In  the  beginning  of  Tune  1768,  in  the  county  of  Guelder - 
land ,  Henry  Brog?nan ,  and  his  man  Thierry  JanJfen ,  having 
wafhed  their  fheep  in  the  New  JVeteringe ,  the  fhepherd  of 
the  faid  Borgman ,  named  IBilliam  Gerrits ,  aged  about  twenty 
years,  who  wasalfo  in  the  water,  being  advanced  to  a  deeper 
place  funk  in  without  returning.  By  the  affiftance  of  a  hook 
they  drew  him  up  for  dead.  His  face  was  livid  and  much 
fwollen,  his  lips  and  nails  of  a  lead  colour,  and  his  eyes  clof- 
ed.  At  fir  ft  they  extended  him  on  the  ground,  the  head 
lower  than  the  body  ;  afterwards  having  turned  his  head  up¬ 
wards,  they  heard  a  rattling  in  his  throat,  and  his  mafter 
blew  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up  his  noftrils,  which  fomewhat 
recovered  him.  7" hey  put  a  pipe  into  his  mouth,  defiring 
him  to  draw  a  whiff  himfelf,  which  he  did,  and  he  was  foon 
capable  of  putting  on  dry  clothes,  and  of  walking  home, 
which  was  at  the  diftance  of  half  an  hour.  It  is  imagined 
that  about  ten  minutes  were  elapfed,  from  the  time  he  funk  to 
the  bottom,  to  his  giving  any  figns  of  life.

TVeJl-Xaendam,  in  North- Holland,  Auguft  3,  1768.  Ja¬ 
cob  Vet,  aged  twelve  years,  was  taken  out  of  the  water  for 
dead,  his  head  having  been  funk  in  the  mud.  In  the  fpace 
of  fourteen  or  fifteen  minutes  he  was  refiored  to  life  by  the 
aid  o {JojJeVeU  burgeon  of  the  fa:d  place,  who  made  ufe  of 
the  fumigatory,  fridlions,  and  tobacco-dufi,  which  he  blew 
up  his  nofe. 

'Thus  we  fee,  that  in  the  fpace  of  fourteen  months,  and 
in  our  country  alone,  nineteen  inftances,  befides  thole  we  are 
ignorant  of,  where  drowned  perfons  reputed  dead,  have  been 
obliged  to  thefe  attempts  made  to  reftore  them  for  their  lives. 

We  acknowledge,  that  although  in  the  cafes  related  we 
have  fucceeded  to  our  wifhes,  yet  there  have  been  others  in 
which  all  endeavours  have  been  in  vain  ;  neverthelefs,  we 
have  not  omitted  to  reward  the  pains  taken,  and  to  defray  the 
expences  contracted  \  and  experience  teaches  us,  that  tfcofe 
expences  in  all  the  cafes  happy  or  unhappy,  amount  to  a 
much  greater  bum  than  the  piemium  given.  But  not  to  ob- 
berve,  that  notwithftanding  our  advertibement.  beveral  impro- 
per  methods  have  ftill  been  employed,  it  is  not  furpriiing, 
that  the  meabures  recommended,  although  made  in  time, 
bhould  not  always  be  efficacious,  conhdering  the  number  of 
caufes  that  may  contribute  to  the  death  of  me  fubjedt ;  fuch 
as  their  advanced  age.,  weaknefs  of  conftitution,  the  effedts 
of  fear,  the  cold,  an  apoplexy  preceding  the  fall,  the 
wounds  occafioned  by  the  fall,  or  in  dragging  them  out.  So 
that  thefe  fruitlefs  attempts  ought  not  to  difcourage  us. 
Moreover,  was  there  but  one  fuccefsful  event  againft  fifty 
fruitlefs,  we  fhould  be  more  than  fufficiemly  recom- 
penced  ;  for  who  can  properly  eftimate  the  life  of  a  man? 
yet  as  far  as  we  are  able  to  determine,  the  proportion  is  in¬ 
comparably  greater  on  the  fide  of  fuccefs. 

Fadfs  having  already  proved  the  great  utility  of  our  efta- 
blifhment,  and  the  public  being  fo  well  difpofed  in  its  favour, 
we  fhould  be  inexcufable  did  we  not  contribute  all  in  our 
power  to  prevent  its  decline,  or  if  we  omitted  embracing 
the  prefent  favourable  opportunity  of  rendering  it  per-

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PART  II. 


OFTEN  has  the  fupreme  Being,  whofe  wifdom  and 
power  difplay  themfdves  inoji  when  he  employs  mea- 
fures  apparently  the  weakeft ,  in  the  execution  of  his  adorable 
decrees;  often  has  he  poured  down  his  bleffings  upon  cha¬ 
ritable  defigns,  fo  that  the  fuccefs  has  greatly  furpafled  the 
mo  ft  fanguine  hopes  of  thofe  who  formed  them. — The  flou- 
rifhing  ftate  of  our  fociety  has  infpired  us  with  this  reflexion, 
which  we  utter  with  the  greateft  fatisfa&ion  and  warmeft 
gratitude.  The  firft  ideas  which  gave  rife  to  its  eftablifhment, 
were  confufed  and  imperfectly  digefted;  our  forefight  was 
jcircumfcribed,  refpe&ing  both  the  difficulties  we  had  to 
overcome,  and  the  affiftances  we  fhould  receive.  We  were 
far  from  flattering  ourfelves  with  being  able  to  form  an  efta- 
blifhment  folid  and  durable,  yet  we  fet  our  hands  to  the  tafk, 
trufting  in  the  protection  of  heaven  ;  and  the  abundant  fruits 
we  have  gathered  have  been  the  inconteftible  fignals  of  his 
approbation.  Fourteen  months  were  fcarcely  elapfed  fince 
we  firft  publifhed  our  defign,  but  we  were  able  to  lay  before 
the  world  the  firft  part  of  our  Memoirs,  and  now  lefs  than  a 
year  has  furnifhed  us  with  matter  for  a  fecond.  We  {hall  ob¬ 
serve  the  fame  order  as  before  ;  firft  give  an  account  of  the 
encouragement  we  have  received,  and  then  cite  the  cafes  of 
the  drowned  who  have  been  recovered  to  life. 

We  ought  doubtlefs  to  place  at  the  head  of  our  encourage¬ 
ment,  the  mandates  *  that  have  been  iflfued  in  favour  of

drowned 
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drowned  perfons  by  the  governors  of  fome  of  our  provinces, 
and  the  magiftrates  of  many  of  our  cities.  Such  as 

The  magiftrates  of  the  cities  of  Deventer ,  Utrecht ,  Hcier- 
lem ,  Dort ,  Rotter  dam>  the  regency  of  Water  land)  and  the 
iiates  of  Guelderland ,  in  the  year  1768.  The  ftates,  and  de¬ 
puties  of  the  States  of  Holland ,  Eajl  and  Weft  Friejland ,  the 
Prince  of  Orange  and  NaJJciu ,  the  States  Genera!,  and  the 
magiftrates  of  the  cities  of  Amfterdarn ,  Schiedam ,  Alkmaar , 
/<?  D&r,  Horn ,  Maeftricht ,  Camper^  the  Brille ,  the  Hague , 
and  the  regency  of  Zype. 

At  Rotterdam  fome  generous  perfons  have  added  to  the 
premium  we  allow,  a  fecond  of  fix  ducats,  alfo  for  every  life 
that  (hall  be  reftored. 

What  is  ftrongly  recommended  to  individuals  in  thefe 
mandates,  is  absolutely  enjoined  upon  all  publicans  and  keepers 
of  taverns,  viz.  that  they  fhould  receive  the  drowned  per¬ 
fons  into  their  houfes,  and  give  all  necellary  aftiftance,  un¬ 
der  a  penalty  in  cafe  of  refufal.  This  in  general  is  twenty- 
five  guilders  f  for  each  offence.  At  Alkmaar  and  Zype,  the 
magiftrates,  befides  a  heavier  fine,  order  the  recufanfs  to  fliut 
up  their  houfes,  the  one  for  the  fpace  of  a  year,  the  other  for 
fix  months  5  and,  at  Rotterdam ,  a  pecuniary  muldt  is  irn- 
pofed  upon  thofe  furgeons  who  fhall  refute  to  aftift  in  fuch 
circum  fiances. 

At  Alkmaar  and  Zype,  certain  houfes  are  fpecified  where 
fumig&tories  maybe  found  in  cafes  of  necefiity. 

Tne  States  Genera!,  the  States  of  Holland ,  and  Weft 
Friejland ,  the  Prince  of  Orange  in  behalf  of  his  own  domi¬ 
nions  in  this  country,  and  feveral  of  the  cities,  have  gene- 
joufiy  relieved  us  by  taking  upon  themfelves  to  defray  the 
necefFary  expences,  where  the  event  has  proved  favourable 
or  not.  Confiderable  gratuities  have  been  promifed  at  De¬ 
venter ,  the  fame  are  alfo  at  Dampen  ;  and  in  Friejland  there  is 
a  gift  of  ten  ducatons  J,  for  every  inhabitant  of  that  province 
who  fhall  prove  that  he  has  recovered  a  drowned  perlon  to 
life. 

The  edi&s  of  Bois  le  Due  and  Maeftricht  permit  and  exhort 
alfo  thofe  who  fhall  find  any  perfons  hanging ,  to  cut  the  cord 
immediately,  and  to  fend  for  a  phyfician  or  burgeon,  that  they 
may  attempt  to  fave  their  lives  $  defraying  the  expences  alfo 
in  this  cafe,  and  recompencing  their  labour. 

At  Amfterdarn ,  the  magiftrates  have  taken  care  that  a  long 
cord  fhouid  be  given  to  the  night  watch,  in  every  quarter  of 
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the  city  ;  at  one  end  of  it  are  fixed  three  large  pieces  of  cork 
drung  at  a  little  diftance  from  one  another,  and  confined  be¬ 
twixt  two  knots;  at  the  other  extremity  is  fattened  a  grap¬ 
pling  iron,  about  five  inches  long,  divided  into  three 
branches,  which  terminate  in  fmail  hooks.  The  fird  of  thefe 
ends  is  defigned  to  be  thrown  out  to  thofe  who  have  fallen 
into,  but  as  yet  have  kept  themfelves  above  water,  that  they 
may  eafily  lay  hold  of  it  ;  and  the  fecond  to  hook  and  draw 
out  of  the  water  thofe  who  are  funk  to  the  bottom,  without 
making  any  deep  wounds;  and  a  reward  is  promifed  to  thofe 
watchmen  who  employ  this  inftrument  with  fucccfs. 

Our  future  profpedts  are  equally  flattering.  We  have  the 
pleafure  to  find,  that  the  fcheme  we  have  projected  to  render 
this  eftablifhment  perpetual,  is  generally  approved  ;  and,  by 
the  generous  attiftance  of  our  friends,  our  hopes  are  accorn- 
plifhed  ;  our  fubfeription  is  filled  up,  fo  that  we  were  able  to 
conclude  the  contract,  April  24,  1769.  We  have  alfo  ex¬ 
perienced  other  aids,  Some  individuals,  though  fewer  than 
'we  could  have  expected,  have  made  prefents  to  our  fociety. 
His  Serene  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Orange  has  not  only  dif- 
charged  the  expences  in  thofe  parts  of  his  dominions  which 
are  inclofed  in  our  provinces,  but  made  us  a  prefent  of  a  hun¬ 
dred  ducats ;  and  the  margrave  of  Bade-Dourlach  has  given  us 
thirty. 

T  he  capital,  confiding  of  100,059  florins  18  divers,  is 
placed  out  in  fuch  a  manner,  that  after  deducting  a  quarter 
of  the  intered  in  favour  of  the  foundation,  the  annuitants 
will  divide  about  three  per  cent. 

We  cannot  pafs  over  in  fiience  the  honours  we  have  receiv¬ 
ed  from  a  fociety  of  young  furgeons  at  Utretcht ,  who  have 
taken  the  date  of  drowned  perfons  into  consideration,  and 
have  addreded  to  us  aTreatife  concerning  the  mod  effectual 
methods  of  recalling  fuch  to  life:  in  which  they  exnofe  the 
practice  of  lolling  the  patients  upon  a  barrel,  or  hanging 
them  up  by  the  legs  and  fhaking  them  violently.  They  re¬ 
commend,  together  with  the  methods  we  have  indicated, 
brcnchotomy ,  or  opening  the  windpipe. 

Foreign  countries  alfo  animate  us  to  purfue  our  phn. 
Reading  in  the  public  papers  that  the  magidrate  of  health  at 
Venice  having  ifiued  orders  concerning  drowned  perfons,  De¬ 
cember  24,  1768,  in  confequence  of  a  memorial  prefemed 
to  them  by  Francois  Vicentini ,  M.  D.  wrote  to  that  gentle¬ 
man,  who  has  fent  us  both  of  thofe  pieces. 

This  elegant  and  well  written  memorial  proves  in  the  fir  ft 
part,  that  it  is  impoflible  to  determine  how  long  a  perfori 
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may  lie  under  the  water;  or  how  long  they  may  remain  with¬ 
out  figns  of  life  after  they  are  taken  out,  and  yet  not  be  paft 
all  hopes  of  recovery  ;  and  that,  as  an  incipient  putridity  is 
the  only  abfolute  fign  of  death,  every  poflible  method  fhould 
be  purfued  in  the  interim  to  prolong  their  days.  In  the  fecond 
part,  he  infers  from  the  nature  of  the  evil  itfelf  the  proper 
method  of  treatment.  As  for  example, 

1.  Since  the  paflage  of  blood  through  the  lungs  is  {topped 
from  the  want  of  refpiration,  it  is  neceflary  to  blow  frefh  air 
into  the  lungs. 

2.  Both  the  lungs  and  the  brain  are  loaded  with  blood, 
they  fhould  therefore  be  relieved  by  bleeding. 

3.  The  action  of  the  parts  which  promote  the  circula¬ 
tion  is  fufpended,  they  fhould,  therefore,  be  routed  by  ftrong- 
ly  irritating  the  nerves  which  belong  to  thefe  parts. 

4.  The  humours  by  the  ftoppage  of  circulation,  and  the 
coldnefs  of  the  furrounding  water,  coagulate ;  it  is  neceflary  to 
render  them  fluid  by  aconflant  and  moderate  warmth. 

The  magiftrate  of  health  alfo  has  pubiifhed  an  edidh,  fimi- 
lar  to  thofe  we  have  mentioned,  commanding  the  fubjedts  of 
the  republic  to  purfue  the  methods  indicated,  rewarding 
thofe  who  have  been  fuccefsful,and  punifhing  thofe  who  fhall 
obftinately  refufe  to  lend  their  afliftance. 

The  North  likewife  furnifhes  us  with  another  inftance. 
The  fenate  of  the  city  of  Hamburgh  pubiifhed,  July  23d,  and 
ordered  to  be  read  in  all  their  churches,  an  ordinance  of  ex¬ 
actly  the  fame  nature  ;  and  the  fociety  of  arts  and  fciences  in 
that  city  have  printed  diredfions  concerning  the  methods  to 
be  employed.  Thefe  directions,  drawn  up  by  Dr.  Rimarius , 
are  nearly  the  fame  as  ours,  excepting  that  they  recommend 
a  piece  of  linen,  or  a  flice  of  rye  bread  toafted,  and  fteeped 
in  brandy,  to  be  applied  to  the  heart  and  ftomach  of  the 
drowned  ;  to  place  them  from  time  to  time  upon  their  breech, 
-gently  (baking  them,  and  tapping  their  backs;  to  place 
them  upon  one  fide,  rather  than  upon  the  back.  They  ap¬ 
ply  thefe  methods  not  only  to  the  drowned,  but  to  the 
ifrangled,  to  thofe  fufFocated  by  noxious  vapours,  and  to  the 
frozen. 

Dr.  SchloJJer  having  fent  the  firft  part  of  our  Memoirs  to  the 
fecretary  of  the  Imperial  academy  at  Peterjburgh ,  this  gentle¬ 
man  has  informed  us,  that  it  was  read  to  the  academy  with 
approbation  ;  that  it  was  afterwards  prefented  to  the  emprefs, 
who  ordered  it  to  be  tranflated  into  the  Ruffian  language. 

Although  thefe  encouragements  have  inlpired  us  with  new* 
ardour,  yet  that  has  been  excited  {till  more  by  the  great  luc- 
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of  our  attempts*  which  we  fhall  now  lay  before  otit* 
readers,  begging  leave  to  remind  them  of  the  aflurinces 
given  in  the  firif  Part,  that  the  drowned  perfons  here  men¬ 
tioned  were  ta*cen  out  of  the  water  without  giving  any  figns 
of  life  j  and  many  of  them  were  confidered  by  the  affiftants 
as  abfolutely  dead.  Of  this  we  are  convinced  by  the  authen¬ 
tic  certificates  put  into  our  hands  ;  and  we  have  never  given 
the  premium  till  we  have  been  well  affined  that  it  was  jujih 
claimed.  It  may  be  proper  alfo  to  add,  that  if  fome  of  thefe 
cafes  are  not  citcumflantial  enough,  there  is  no  reafon  to 
conclude  that  they  are  the  lefs  true,  or  well  attefted.  Some 
of  them  are  fo  fimple  that  it  would  have  been  impoffibie  to 
have  enlarged,  without  deviating  from  truth.  *  And  in 
others,  the  relation  could  only  be  given  us  by  aclors,  or 
witneffes,  fo  totally  ignorant,  though  authentic*"  that  what¬ 
ever  queftions  we  afked  them,  it  was  not  poffibie  to  Hin  a 
more  explicit  account.  &

*SSi  Hat  reader  can  remain  infenfible  to  the  affedling  inflancC 
with  which  we  (hall  commence  our  narrative?  But  fliould 
We  not  be  in  danger  of  weakening  the  imprefHon  it  might 
make,  were  we  to  tell  it  in  any  other  words  than  thofe  de- 
clarec  at  hrft  by  lo  much  .grief,  afterwards  by  as  great  an 

^  ,e  Ivlr.  Conrad  J-Valdringh ,  minifter 

of  M efter  and  Hilliger  Lee,  in  the  province  of  Groningen . 

September  6,  1768.  “  My  fon,  Harm  Heffe  Woldringh^ 

aged  two  years  and  five  months,  being  fond  of  playing  with 
dogs,  ran  out  of  toe  houfe  after  a  flrange  one.  Some  time 
after,  his  mother,  uneafy  that  he  did  not  return,  fent  a  wo¬ 
man  who  works  with  us  to  fetch  him.  Having  fought  and 
called  him  in  vain  for  a  confiderable  time,  and  irf  feveral 
places,  llie  was  conducted  as  it  were  by  a  fpecial  Providence 
to  an  outward  hedge,  about  fixty  paces'diftant  from  the  door 
he  went  out  of.  'There  were  fome  gaps  or  openings  at  the 
bottom.  °*  th:s  hedge  ;  file  accidently  looked  through  one 
of  thefe,  and  found  the  child  in  a  deep  ditch,  behind  the 
hedge.  Only  one  foot  and  the  border  of  his  veft  was  ap- 
parent.  She  immediately  jumped  in,  at  the  hazard  of  her 
life,  leized  the  foot,  and  brought  the  child  out  under  her 
arm,  with  its  head  hanging  downwards,  and  carried  it 
home.  It  had  been  abfenr  rarher  more  than  a  quarter  of  an 
hour.  The  woman  doubted  whether  the  child  did  not  feebly 
flir  when  (he  ftrft  faw  it  ;  but  this  is  certain,  that  when  it 
was  brought  to  us.  there  were  no  Tigris  of  life;  for  being 
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defcended  from  my  ftudy,  and  having  joined  them  in  exa¬ 
mining  the  body  with  all  poffible  attention,  we  found  that 
it  was  cold  as  ice,  that  the  limbs  were  flaccid,  the  face  pale 
as  that  of  a  corpfe,  the  eyes  and  mouth  ciofed,  with  a  blue 
circle  round  the  lips.  I  directly  ordered  a  fire  to  be  lighted, 
and  the  child  to  be  undreffed.  I  placed  myfelf  before  the 
fire,  and  held  the  child  naked,  or  only  wrapt  round  by 
my  ni^ht-gown,  with  his  belly  on  my  left  knee,  his  limbs 
upon  my  left  hand,  and  his  head  fupported  by  my  right. 
Thus  in  lifting  my  knee  up  and  down  1  gave  a  fufficient 
degree  of  motion  to  the  body.  During  this  procefs,  I  per¬ 
ceived  that  the  affilfants,  and  particularly  my  wife,  who  was 
advanced  in  her  pregnancy,  were  greatly  agitated,  and  re¬ 
quired  immediate  aid.  I  committed  the  child  to  the  care 
of  the  workwoman  and  fervant,  recommending  it  to  them 
to  lay  it  upon  a  cufhion  before  the  fire,  which  burned  brifkly, 
and  to  fhake  it  as  much  as  poflib’e.  Whilft  I  went  into 
another  room  to  take  fome  refrefhment  for  my  own  fpirits, 
and  adminifter  it  to  the  others,  my  orders  were  but  too 
ftridtly  obeyed.  Shall  I  fay  imprudently  or  fortunately  ?  They 
had  placed  the  child  fo  near  the  fire,  that  its  left  leg  parti¬ 
cularly  was  burned  ;  fo  that  not  only  blifters  arofe,  but  a 
deep  ulceration  was  the  ccmfequence.  Ten  minutes  palled 
before  my  efforts  feemed  to  produce  any  effect.  The  chair¬ 
woman  and  maid  fervant  had  taken  the  child  upon  their 
arms,  and  moved  him  about  in  different  ways.  When  I 
defired  them  to  give  him  over  to  me,  in  order  to  employ 
other  methods,  one  of  them  told  me  {he  thought  fhe  per¬ 
ceived  it  contract  one  of  its  arms  a  little.  She  had  fcarcely 
fpoken,  but  the  infant  uttered  a  faint  cry,  refembling  that 
of  a  new-born  ch  Id,  and  fome  drops  of  blood  proceeded 
from  its  nofe.  Full  of  hopes  we  placed  him  upon  his  belly 
upon  a  large  pillow  before  the  fire,  and  agitated  him  in  dif¬ 
ferent  manners.  During  this  motion  it  fighed  and  groaned 
federal  times,  as  if  its  bread  was  oppreffed.  The  appear¬ 
ance  of  life  gradually  increaiing,  I  ordered  that  he  ihould 
be  drefled  in  his  night-clothes,  and  placed  in  a  warm  cradle 
by  the  fire  fide.  It  was  more  than  half  an  hour  before  the 
body  had  entirely  recovered  its  natural  heat.  At  length  a 
profufe  fweat  broke  out,  and  our  drowned  child  was  per¬ 
fectly  reftored.  If  God  (adds  the  grateful  parent)  has  con- 
defeended  to  reftore  to  us  this  infant,  by  breaking  the  cords 
of  death,  which  had  already  lurrounded  him,  it  is  to  his  in¬ 
finite  good  nets  alone  that  we  are  indebted.  ** 
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II. 

Amjlerdam,  Oddoher  8,  1768.  Antony  V an  ole  n  Anker ,  and 
Martin  Fuller,  drew  a  woman  out  of  the  water  before  the 
Three  Curry-Comb  brewhoufe.  Her  name  was  Ann  V/ed- 
deng,  a  native  of  Zutphen,  whofe  hufband  was  gone  to  the 
Eajl  Indies.  She  was  laid  immediately  on  one  of  the  brew¬ 
ers  boats,  after  which  they  rolled  her  for  fome  time  on  a 
barrel,  although  this  method  is  very  improper,  and  iome- 
times  highly  pernicious.  She  gave  manifeft  ligns  of  life, 
and  was  conveyed  to  the  hoi  pi  t  a  1 ,  where  file  died  the  next 
day  ;  which  probably  would  not  have  happened,  if  better 
means  had  been  employed. 

III. 

Middlebourg ,  near  Tergau,  Gddober  12,  1768.  The  fon 
cf  John  Blanket  aged  three  years  and  four  months,  fell  into 
the'Vater,  and  havingbeen  in  about  an  hour  was  recovered  to 
life  by  Mr.  John  Fan  Gun ,  iurgeon,  at  BoJJeoop ,  who  employed 
the  external  means  during  an  hour,  and  the  moll  fuitable 
fnpdies  inwardly,  his  received  the  medal. 

IV. 

Amjlerdam ,  October  2.9,  1768.  Antony  Frees,  a  very 
aged  man,  having  fallen  into  the  Agter-burg  wal ,  near  Ruf- 
land ,  about  ten  o’clock  at  night,  was  ta;ken  out  by  John  and 
Livienus  de  Mill.  Thefe  having  conveyed  him  to  a  houfe  in 
the  neighbourhood,  warmed  him  near  a  fire,  and  blew  by 
turns  the  lmoke  of  tobacco  into  his  inieftines.  He  reco¬ 
vered  his  fenfes,  and  was  well  enough  to  becondudded  home 
the  fame  night. 

V. 

Rotterdam ,  Nov.  9,  1768.  Doddor  John  Evans  being  on 
the  Swan  Ijland ,  d  1  It  an  t  about  a  mile  and  half  from  towns, 
he  was  informed  that  a  labourer,  name.d  Hmry  Stroiberg,  had 
drowned  himfelf  in  the  Rotte ,  and  that  he  was  extended  on 
A  boat.  They  learned  afterwards  that  be  had  drank  too 
much  old  beer,  and  that  he  had  been  more  than  half  an 
hour  in  the  water.  T;he  doddor  pafled  oyer  to  the  boat, 
and  could  not  difeover  the  lead:  hgns  of  life  in  the  man. 
He  had  him  conveyed  to  the  Swan  Ijland ,  but  notwith¬ 
standing  the  offers  he  made,  nobody  would  receive  the 
corpfe  into  their  houfe,  fo  that  he  was  obliged  to  have  the 
man  again  conveyed  to  Rotterdam ,  to  Stroiberg's  own  houfe. 
Before  they  left  the  ifland  he  had  given  fome  figns  of  life, 
but  thefe  were  diminiihed  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  when  they' 
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came  to  undrefs  him,  they  could  not  difcover  any  pulfe,  and 
he  was  To  much  fwelled  that  his  cloaths  were  taken  oft  with 
d  fticulty.  After  he  was  laid  in  a  warm  bed,  the  doctor  ap¬ 
plied  the  frictions,  and  feme  other  means,  with  fo  much 
fuccefs,  that  he  again  difeerned  the  pulfe  diflindtly,  before 
Mr.  Maasw'inkel ,  the  furgeon,  whom  they  had  fent  for,  could 
arrive.  A  vein  was  opened,  from  whence  a  fmall  quantity 
of  blood  ift’ued  They  afterwards  blew  the  fmoke  of  to¬ 
bacco  into  his  bowels,  which  recovered  him  entirely,  fo  that 
after  the  attention  of  an  hour  and  half,  Dr.  Evans  was  able 
to  leave  him.  The  dodfor  returned  the  fame  evening.  The 
man  complained  of  oppreffion  at  his  heart,  as  he  exprefl'ed 
it  ;  for  which,  amongft  other  things,  an  emetic  was  admi- 
niftered,  which,  though  it  did  not  produce  its  defired  efre6Is 
procured  him  three  {fools  the  following  night.  The  next 
day  he  complained  of  a  ftitch  in  the  fame  place,  the  pain  in¬ 
creasing  when  he  drew  his  breath.  Upon  his  being  blooded 
a  feccnd  time,  and  taking  fome  other  remedies,  the  pain 
moved  to  his  right  fide',  and  by  degrees  the  man  was  perfedlly 
recovered.  Dr.  Evans  received  the  medal. 

VI. 

Arnjrerdam ,  Nov.  30,  1768.  Lambert  PIogs^  an  old  man 
living  at  S 'Graveland,  as  he  was  paflin£  the  laft  bridge  of  the 
LVeejop  ffreet,  near  to  the  Prince  Graght ,  fell  out  of  his  boat, 
and  cried  for  help.  But  as  he  went  immediately  to  the  bot¬ 
tom,  and  as  it  was  dark,  they  could  not  at  firft  difcover 
where  he  had  fallen.  However  Baftin  Hogerwoert  jumped 
into  a  fmall  boat,  and  made  towards  the  middle  arch,  where 
he  thought  he  perceived  fome  motion.  Imagining  he  had 
feized  the  drowned  he  brought  up  his  wig.  Upon  which 
plunging  his  arm  deeper  he  took  hold  of  the  coat,  and  drew 
the  body  to  the  fide  of  his  boat.  He  calleJ  out  tor  help,  as 
a  greater  effort  would  have  overfet  his  veffel.  Another  boat 
approached,  upon  which  they  placed  the  drowned  perfon, 
abfolutely  cold,  and  already  ilifF.  After  having  rolled  him 
on  a  barrel,  and  poured  fome  brandy  into  his  mouth,  they 
conveyed  him  to  a  neighbouring  kitchen,  placed  him  before 
a  large  fire,  and  put  on  him  dry  clothes  and  (lockings ;  upon 
which  he  began  to  groan.  They  boiled  fome  bread  and 
beer  with  flour  of  muftard-feed,  and  a  little  brandy  in  it, 
which  he  fwallowed  by  degrees.  He  gradually  came  to  him- 
felf,  fo  that  at  half  an  hour  paft  eleven  o’clock  they  were 
able  to  carry  him  to  a  boat,  which  conveyed  him  to  s'G rave- 
land,  where  he-  perfectly  recovered. 
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VIL 

Rotterdam ,  Nov.  30,  1768.  Dr.  Evans  being  not  far 
from  the  canal  called  the  Glafs-baven ,  heard  that  a  man  had 
fallen  into  it.  Running  to  the  place,  where  there  was  a  large 
concourfe  of  people,  he  affifted  in  drawing  him  out.  Some 
of  the  attendants  ran  immediately  and  fetched  a  barrel,  upon 
which  they  rolled  him,  in  fpite  of  the  dodtor’s  attempts  to 
diffuade  them  from  it.  He  refcued  him  at  length  out  of  their 
hands,  and  as  the  man  was  unknown,  and  "nobody  would 
receive  him  into  their  houfe,  they  laid  him  upon  the  bank, 
and  Dr.  Evans  rubbed  his  neck  fir  ft  with  his  hand,  and  af¬ 
terwards  with  fome  brandy,  fome  of  which  he  alfo  applied 
to  his  noftrils.  He  then  gave  fome  figns  of  life,  and  when 
they  had  poured  brandy  into  his  mouth,  he  opened  his  eyes, 
and  attempted  to  ftand  up.  But  as  he  was  ftill  drunk,  they 
were  obliged  to  carry  him  home.  There  they  undrefled  him, 
put  him  to  bed,  and  renewed  the  fri&ion.  A  furgeon  was 
fent  for,  it  being  judged  abfoluteiy  neceflary  to  open  a  vein  : 
but  he  obftinately  refufed,  faying  it  was  fuperfluous,  and  that 
he  was  well.  The  phyfician, .whom  he  thanked  for  his  care, 
de fired  the  attendants,  upon  taking  leave,  to  fend  for  him, 
fliould  any  thing  happen  in  the  night.  But  going  to  vifit 
him  next  morning,  he  was  told  that  the  man  had  died  at 
two  o’clock.  We  fhould  add,  that  we  afterwards  learned 
this  man  was  named  John  Jafeph  van  Eel ,  that  he  voided 
blood  both  upwards  and  downwards  before  he  died.  This 
feems  to  confirm  to  us  how  extremely  pernicious  is  that  me¬ 
thod  of  rolling  them  upon  a  barrel.  Yet  in  vain  is  it  con¬ 
demned  by  perfons  better  inftrudfed  ;  the  populace  will  not 
eafily  renounce  prejudices  fupported  by  Jong  cuffom.  We 
could  bring  another  jnftance  in  Rotterdam  of  a  boy  taken  for 
dead  out  of  the  water,  whom  the  inconfiderate  populace, 
impelled  by  zeal  without  knowledge,  would,  by  rolling  him 
Violently  upon  a  barrel,  have  become  his  executioner,  had 
not  Mr.  Bezoety  the  apothecary,  refcued  him  by  force  from 
this  punishment,  and  recovered  him  by  a  different  treat¬ 
ment.  Dr.  Evans  chofe  the  medal  for  a  fecond  time. 

VIII, 

Alkmaar,  Jan.  6.  1769.  About  half  an  hour  paft  eight 
in  the  evening,  the  wind  having  blown  off  the  hat  of  Lewis 
Schoening ,  a  fervant  in  the  brew-houfe  called  the  Crown  of 
Stars  ;  the  motion  that  he  made  to  recover  it,  made  him  fall 
into  the  water,  near  the  And  brew-houfe,  His  fall  threw  him 
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at  a  diffance  from  the  bank,  and  he  remained  in  the  water 
about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  He  was  taken  out  by  Rernard 
Helfrink,  Peter  Ryh ,  Jacob  Cransnburg ,  and  Jacob  Verbrugge . 
As  he  Teemed  abfolutely  dead,  they  were  difpofed  to  leave 
him  for  fueh,  and  to  acquaint  the  magiftrate  with  it.  How¬ 
ever  MefTrs.  Bolt£n  and  Catenius ,  who  came  to  the  place,  en¬ 
gaged  the  abovementioned  to  try  the  means  of  recovering 
him  to  life.  At  fir ib  they  rolled  him  upon  a  barrel,  con¬ 
trary  to  the  advice  of  thefe  gentlemen.  But  this  not  pro¬ 
ducing  any  effect  they  conveyed  him  to  the  brewhoufe,  where 
they  warmed  him,  cut  the  collar  of  his  fhirt,  his  neck  be¬ 
ing  too  much  fwoln  to  be  able  to  loofen  it,  placed  him  upon 
a  bench,  and  took  off  his  coat  and  waiftcoat.  Thinking 
that  they  perceived  fome  motion  in  one  of  his  hands,  they 
poured  with  difficulty  a  glafs  of  geneva  down  his  throat ; 
upon  which  he  vomited  fome  water,  and  gave  other  figns  of 
life.  He  called  for  a  glafs  of  fpirituous  liquor  ;  and  when 
he  had  drank  it  they  carried  him  to  his  own  houfe,  undrefied 
him  entirely,  cutting  his  fhirt,  as  his  body  was  no  lefs  fwoln, 
and  put  on  fome  warm  dry  linen.  He  went  to  bed  almoff 
well,  and  afterwards  perfectly  recovered. 

IX. 

Reward,  Jan.  16,  1769.  John,  the  Ton  of  Henry  Hen¬ 
driks  Gardiner,  aged  three  years  and  fix  weeks,  fell  into  the 
city  moat,  which  was  frozen  over.  It  was  more  than  half 
an  hour  before  they  could  poffibly  draw  him  from  under  the 
ice.  They  carried  him  to  the  houle  of  Tda  Schapelmg ,  the 
wife  of  Cornelius  Fan  den  Bos ,  maker  of  rolls  for  childrens 
heads,  living  in  Ameland  Street ,  but  at  that  time  abfent  from 
home.  Although  the  child  appeared  absolutely  dead,  yet 
this  worthy  woman  did  not  omit  trying  every  effort  to  reco¬ 
ver  it ;  and  the  happieft  fuccefs  crowned  her  charitable  en¬ 
deavours.  She  took  off  its  wet  clothes,  being  obliged  to 
cut  part  of  them.  She  wrapped  it  in  a  white  linen  apron 
warmed,  which  fhe  covered  with  a  woollen  one.  She  warmed 
hnn  by  a. good  fire,  put  on  him  a  warm  fhirt,  rubbed  his 
body,  limbs,  and  head  with  warm  brandy/  After  employ¬ 
ing  thefe  methods  for  more  than  half  an  hour,  fhe  opened  his 
mouth,  and  having  introduced  her  finger  betwixt  its  teeth, 
the  infant  bit  it,  which  was  the  firff  fign  of  life  that  it  gave. 
Then  taking  a  final!  quantity  of  brandy  with  fait  into  her  own 
mouth,  (lie  injcdled  it  into  the  child’s,  who  fighed  a  little. 
She  then  put  it  into  a  warm  bed,  and  placed  a  bottle  full  of 
hot  water  at  its  feeu  Its  fenfes  gradually  returned,  and  it 

began 
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began  to  cry.  Rather  more  than  an  hour  palled  from  the 
time  that  he  was  carried  into  this  houfe,  to  his  being  con¬ 
veyed  home  by  his  parents,  wrapped  up  in  a  blanket.  The 
next  morning  the  child  came  in  good  health,  accompanied 
by  its  parents,  to  return  thanks  to  his  benefacdrefs. 

The  magiftrates  of  the  city  having  fummoned  the  wit- 
neffes  to  appear  before  them,  were  convinced  of  the  fa<ff.  Of 
this  we  have  been  affined  by  authentic  declarations,  as  may 
be  feen  by  the  Lewarde  Gazette  of  March  4,  1769. 

X. 

Amfterdam ,  Jan.  28  or  29,  1769.  John  Stamy  a  native 
of  Montfort t  a  boatman’s  fervant,  having  fallen  into  the  Am - 
fiel ,  near  the  Hoag  Sfysy  without  its  being  known  how  long 
he  had  laid  there,  was  taken  out  at  midnight  by  Antony  Ger- 
rit'z ,  and  Gerard  Van  Tilly  both  watchmen  of  the  city.  They 
carried  him  into  the  watch-houfe,  placed  him  before  the 
fire,  took  off  his  wet  clothes,  and  gave  him  their  own,  and 
poured  fome  brandy  down  his  throat.  After  about  half  an. 
hour’s  attention  they  perceived  fome  motion  in  his  fingers, 
and  in  the  fpace  of  an  hour  he  perfebtly  recovered.  At 
nine  in  the  morning  he  was  able,  with  a  little  help,  to  go 
about  his  proper  bufinefs. 

XL  • 

Amjlerdamy  Feb.  25,  1769.  Agnes  de  Witty  maid  fer¬ 
vant  to  Armand  Beugel ,  living  upon  the  Bifcuit  Adarket,  had 
the  misfortune  to  fail  into  the  water,  and  after  ffruggiing  a 
little  fell  to  the  bottom.  About  a  quarter  of  an  hour  after¬ 
wards  Peter  IVitmondy  aflifted  by  fome  others,  drew  her  out 
of  the  canal.  Her  eyes  Were  clofed  ;  her  face  and  her 
whole  body  livid  and  fwoln,  without  any  figns  of  life.  They 
carried  her  to  her  mafter’s  houfe  they  placed  her  upon  a 
chair,  with  her  head  inclining  towards  the  ground.  They 
blew  into  her  inteffines,  by  the  help  of  a  pair  of  bellows, 
and  a  lighted  pipe  of  tobacco.  During  tbefe  operations  they 
had  taken  off  her  wet  clothes,  and  placed  her  before  the 
fire,  wrapt  in  a  woollen  blanket.  They  made  ufe  of  fric¬ 
tions,  with  liquor,  ffeeped  in  brandy,  chiefly  along  the  fpine 
of  her  back,  and  upon  the  belly.  Upon  which  her  mouth 
frothed,  and  they  perceived  fome  feeble  motion.  Then  Ste¬ 
phen  Huifmariy  native  of  Arnheniy  affiflant  lurgeon  to  the  wi¬ 
dow  of  Albert  Maajlandy  who  was  amongft  thole  that  had 
already  aided  her  under  the  direction  of  Peter  Witmond,  opened 
a  vein  in  the  left  arm,  but  no  more  than  twenty  or  thirty 
drops  iffued  from  the  orifice.  This  not  aafwering  the  pur- 
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pofe,  he  opened  the  left  jugular,  and  drew  out  eight  or  nine 
ounces  of  blood.  As  fhe  gave  more  figns  of  life,  he  gave 
her  twice  about  fifteen  drops  of  fpirir.  fal.  ammon.  in  a 
little  wine  and  water.  She  began  to  groan  ;  they  continued 
the  friction,  and  repeated  the  fumigation.  Having  put  her 
into  a  warmed  bed,  and  repeated  a  bleeding  from  the  right 
arm,  fhe  recovered  her  fenfes,  opened  her  eyes,  and  com¬ 
plained  of  an  oppreffion  upon  her  bread.  In  the  afternoon 
they  thought  it  advifeable  to  take  away  feven  or  eight  ounces 
of  blood  more.  At  four  o’clock  fhe  was  tolerably  well,  ex¬ 
cepting  this  opprelhon,  to  which  they  learned  fhe  was  fub- 
je£F  Afterwards,  by  the  care  of  Dr.  Eilents ,  file  perfectly  re¬ 
covered.  The  golden  medal  was  given  to  Peter  Witmond ; 
and  another  fimilar  to  it  in  filver  was  given  by  the  Society 
to  the  faid  Stephen  Huifman>  in  confideration  of  the  fervices 
he  had  done  upon  this  occafion. 

XII._ 

Alkmaar ,  March  27,  1769.  The  Ton  of  Henry  Van  DoU 
den ,  about  eleven  years  of  age,  fell  into  the  water,  where 
he  remained  about  half  an  hour.  He  was  taken  out  cold, 
ffifF,  without  pulfe,  refpiration,  or  motion,  and  having  his 
mouth  covered  with  a  bloody  froth.  They  at  fir  ft  fhook 
him  even  in  the  ftreet,  to  make  him  give  up  the  water  he 
might  have  fwallowed.  They  then  carried  him  into  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  houfe,  where  they  laid  him  before  the  fire,  and  he 
foon  gave  fome  figns  of  life.  Finding  the  commencement 
fo  happy,  the  attendants  fent  to  fetch  Matthias  Hofkens 
de  CourcelleSy  dodtor  of  phyfic,  and  formerly  fheriff  of 
the  city.  He  found  him  alive,  but  in  a  languid  ftate  $ 
his  eyes  were  open,  but  dead  and  cold  ;  the  countenance 
pale,  and  no  pulfe  could  be  felt.  He  made  ufe  of  vo¬ 
latile  fait,  tickling  the  nofe  with  a  feather,  and  fridlions. 
And  after  he  was  put  into  a  warm  bed  he  employed  the  fu- 
migatory ;  by  which  means,  after  the  attention  of  about  an 
hour  and  half,  the  pulfe  and  fenfes  returned  to  the  lad.  He 
had  a  fever  in  the  evening,  but  he  was  in  perfedt  health  the 
next  day. 

The  next  cafe,  which  happened  at  Rotterdam ,  deferves  a 
circumftantial  narrative,  which  we  (hall  give  in  the  words  of 
Mr.  Hoogkaa j,  the  furgeon,  who  performed  the  cure. 

XIII* 

April  8,  1769.  I  was  called  about  five  o’clock  in  the 
evening  to  the  daughter  of  Meyndert  den  Broeder ,  living  in 

the 
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the  'Pannihek-Jlreet.  T  his  girl,  aged  ten  years,  fell,  as  (he 
was  eating  her  bread  and  butter,  with  her  head  fotemoft  into 
a  canal,  or  rather  a  dirty  ditch,  where  two  feet  of  filthy  and 
(linking  water  covered  three  or  four  feet  of  mud.  About  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  had  elapfed  from  the  time  of  her  fall,  to  her 
being  taken  out  of  this  quagmire,  and  nearly  the  fame  time 
alfo  to  my  arrival  at  her  father’s  houfe,  where  file  was  con¬ 
veyed.  She  did  not  give  the  leaft  figns  of  life;  her  com¬ 
plexion  was  fo  changed,  that  fee  appeared  rather  like  a  per- 
fon  ftrangled  than  drowned.  Her  face  was  blue,  inclining  to 
black,  and  greatly  fwo'ln  ;  there  was  about  its  mouth  and 
under  its  noie  to  the  thicknefs  of  a  finger  in  depth  of  froth  and 
chewed  bread.  Thofe  who  were  prefent  having  affifted  me 
in  taking  oil  her  wet  clothes,  I  , placed  her  quite  naked  be¬ 
twixt  the  blankets,  and  after  having  dried  her  with  warm 
linen,  i  began  to  employ  the  known  and  common  metbods3 
friH. ions  and  thefmoke  of  tobacco.  I  attempted  to  biped  her, 
but  without  any  great  fervice,  as  the  blood  only  dropped 
from  the  orifice  to  about  three  or  four  ounces  in  quantity  ;  it 
was  impofiible  upon  account  of  the  i welling  to  find  the  jugu¬ 
lar  vein,  the  opening  of  which  is  fo  ufeful  in  thefe  cafes  : 
therefore,  aflifted  by  my  attendants,  I  renewed  the  frictions 
and  fumigations  with  frefh  vigour.  After  having  employed 
an  hour,  to  all  appearance  in  vain,  the  fymptoms  moft  com¬ 
monly  obfeivable  in  dying  perfons,  vis.  feeble  and  indolent 
gafpings  were  the  firft  tokens  of  returning  life.  Thefe  were 
repeated  every  two  or  three  minutes,  during  which  I  held  un¬ 
der,  and  within  the  noftrils,  a  linen  moiftened  with  fpirits  of 
dal  ammoniac,  withou  t  obferving  that  this  ftrong  volatile  in  the 
leaft  affected  her.  Having  continued  in  the  fame  manner  about 
an  hour  and  a  half,  I  began  to  feel  feme  few  pulfations  in  the 
arteries  ;  fee  threw  up  from  her  ftomach  what  (he  had 
been  eating;  had  a  difeharge  by  ftool  ;  amotion  was  foon. 
perceived  in  her  arms  and  legs  ;  at  fev-en  o’clock  fee  uttered 
a  found  for  the  firft  time;  and  foon  after  file  began  to  cry  out 
in  great  agonies,  /  am  in  the  water.  She  immediately  com¬ 
plained  of  the  pain  fhe  felt  from  the  fridlions.  I  had  endea¬ 
voured  to  make  her  fwallow  home  cordials,  which  did  not 
fuCceed  to  my  wifees  ;  but  gaining  moie  by  the  repeated  ufe 
of  the  fal  ammoniac,  I  made  her  fmeil  of  it  continually, 
which  ref  refeed  her,  and  by  degrees  reftored  her.  Yet  about 
half  an  hour  paft  fix,  as  fee  complained  of  a  pain  in  the  by- 
pocondraic  region  and  oppreffion,  I  fent  for  Dr.  De  Loos,  my 
brother-in-law  ;  we  agreed  to  order  a  glyfter  or  a  decodlion 
of  tobacco,  which  was  fcarcely  admmiftered  before  fee  had 
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a  moft  copious  alvine  difcbarge,  which  relieved  her  grea t'y. 
At  eleven  o'clock  I  found  her  more  opprefied,  and  flight ly 
delirious  ;  I  attempted,  but  in  vain,  to  take  fome  blood  from 
her.  I  applied  to  the  neck  a  bliSer  plaSer,  which  did  her 
much  good.  We  preferibed  a  laxative  medicine  to  be  ad- 
miniftered  in  the  night,  which  produced  the  effiedd.  The 
next  morning  at  feven  o’clock  fho  complained  of  a  great  pain 
in  her  fide,  and  of  a  difficulty  in  breathing;  we  thought  it 
advifeable  to  open  a  vien  if  it  was  pra61icable2  which  I  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  hand  after  much  difficulty;  the  pain  di¬ 
minished  even  during  the  bleeding.  We  purfued  the  fame 
methods  as  of  the  preceding  day,  and  She  difeharged  black., 
hard,  and  adhefive  faeces.  The  ioth  (he  complained  of  a 
pain  in  the  bread,  particularly  about  the  heart  ;  an  ill  which 
after  particular  examination,  we  found  to  proceed  from  a 
Sight  excoriation  occafioned  by  the  fricliohs ;  it  was  foon 
healed  by  an  emolient  ointment.'  As,  notwithstanding  the 
preceding  purgative  her  tongue  remained  foul,  I  continued 
the  laxative  medicine  till  the  13th,  when  She  was  tolerably 
well  ;  from  that  time  fhe  gradually  gained  Srength,  and  is 
ijow  perfedly  reftored.' 

XIV. 

Amjlerdam ,  April  9,  1769.  Elizabeth  Harmets^  a  widow, 
Sged  fixty-two  years,  fell  at  nine  o’clock  in  the  evening  into 
the  Keyzers  Graght ,  near  the  Lelie  Graght,  It  was  a  full' 
quarter  of  an  hour  before  fhe  could  be  taken  out.  C.  d*  Beef 
and  y.  A.  Beverly ,  two  pupils  of  Mr.  P.  ‘has,  a  furgeon  in 
the  city,  ordered  her  to  be  carried  to  a  neighbouring  cellar,' 
opened  a  vein  in  the  arm,  warmed  her  before  a  fire,  and  put 
on  her  dry  clothes.  They  rubbed  the  body  fmartly  with 
linen  dipped  in  brandy,  particularly  along  the  fpine  of  the 
back;  and  blew'  the  fmoke  cf  the  tobacco  into  her  mouth, 
which  made  her  throw  up  a  little  water.  Thefe  operations 
bad  fuch  fuccefs,  that  at  midnight  Sie  was  ?ble  to  be  con¬ 
veyed  home  in  a  carriage.  Twice  the  hopes  they  had  formed 
began  to  fail  them  ;  for  after  fhe  had  recovered  her  fenfes, 
and  could  move  and  fpeak,  Sie  was  feized  with  fuch  ftrong 
convulfions,  thr>:  they  thought  Sie  would  expire.  It  was 
imagined  this  might  be  occaiioned  by  a  bad  rupture  fhe  was 
troubled  with,  againft  the  ill  eSedfs  of  which  they  took  the 
beceflary  precautions  as  foon  as  it  was  dilcovered.  Thefe 
gentlemen  claimed  a  medal,  on  which  both  t heir  names  were 
fcflgrayed;,  which  was  moft  willingly  granted  them. 
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f  Amjierdam ,  April  17,  1769.  AnneWortman ,  aged  twenty 
(even  years,  living  in  the  Plantation,  in  a  garden  called  Edaml 
Was  taken,  at  half  an  hour  pa  ft  nine  in  the  morning,  from  a 
canal  in  the  fame  plantation,  near  the  Prlnce-Graght.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  declarations  fhe  afterwards  made,  fhe  did  not 
know  herfelf  how  the  accident  happened.  Andrew  de  Read 
and  Jacob  Toonbergen ,  who  came  to  her  affiftance,  laid  her 
upon  fome  timber  that  was  near  the  place,  and  rolled  her 
about  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  which  made  her  give  up 
a  great  deal  of  water.  They  afterwards  conveyed  her  to  the 
City  inn,  at  a  fmall  diftancep  and  as  they  were  carrying  her 
file  gave  feme  faint  fi^ns  of  life,  and  uttered  fome  groans, 
yet  fhe  was  by  no  means  out  of  danger  ;  for  when  Mr.  Ber¬ 
nard  Donfdlaar  the  apothecary  was  called  to  her  he  found  her 
cold  and  ftiff,  without  either  refpiration  or  pulfe;  and  having 
yellow,  green,  and  blue  fpots  over  her  whole  body.  She  be¬ 
ing  und refled,  he,  placed  her  before  (he  fire  betwixt  two 
blankets  ;  and  wbilft  the  other  afiiftants,  by  the  help  of  si 
knife-fheath  with  the  point  cut  off,  blew  continually  the; 
fmoke  of  tobacco  up  the  fundament,  the  apothecary  rubbed 
With  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac  and  fpiiit  of  fofemary  flowers 
the  fpine  of  the  backp  mufcles  of  the  neck,  the  whole  head 
and  temples,  and  particularly  the  loins,  which  he  alfborder-, 
ed  to  be  covered  with  warm  pillows;  he  put  alfo  a  bottle  of 
boiling  water  to  her  feet.  The  patient  again  gave  up  a 
confiderable  quantity  of  water;  figns  of  life,  appeared  ;  fhd 
opened  ohe  of  her  eyes,  which  till  now  had  been  clofed  ;  fhe 
was  feized  with  a  great  trembling,  like  a  fit  Of  an  ague  ;  the 
pulfe  was  plainly  felt,  and  (he  began  to  fpeak.  Mr.  Donze 
iaar  made  her  fw  allow  a  fpoonful  or  two  of  Geneva,  and 
opened  a  vein  :  the  blood  Was  black,  impure,  and  muddy, 
but  not  inflated.  As  (he  complained  of  thirit,  they  gave 
her  fome  tea  with  milk.  <  She  had  feveral  fainting  fits,'  dome 
of  which  threatened  a  relapfe,  but  a  cordial  which  they  ad» 
rniniftered  reftored  her.  About  two  O’clock  in  the  afternoon 
flae  was  able  to  be  carried  home,  where  they  had  prepared  and 
Warmed  a  bed,  and  her  After  hy  with  her.  This  produced  a 
natural  fweao  which  was  of  fervice.  At  feven  o’clock  in  the 
evening  Mr.  Donzelaar  found/her  very  much  opprefted,  and 
complaining  of  pain  through  her  whole-body.  He  ordered 
her  a  laxative  draught,  which  had  its  effedd  ;  yet  as  the  pain 
increa  fed,  particularly  in  the  fide  and  breaft,  he  ordered  her 
to  be  Jet  blood  .twice,  when  the  blood  appeared  much  in- 
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flamed,  yet  he  did  not  dare  to  repeat  it  on  account  of  her 
trerne  weaknef’s,  but  he  applied  a  biilier  to  her  tide.  By 
thefe  prudent  methods  he  had  the  fat  is  fact  ion  to  fee  her  en¬ 
tirely  recovered  in  lefs  than  a  fortnight.  We  fhould  obferve 
that  this  girl  was  of  a  delicate  conftitution  ;  that  file  had  had 
the  fever  for  more  than  fix  months  ;  and  that  her  filiation 
fubjedted  her  to  melancholy. 

XVI. 

.  Ajnfterdam^  April  24,  1769.  The  fon  o $  Peter  Van  Or,  a-- 
gpldimith,  living  upon  (he  Prince-Graaghi ,  being  taken  out 
of  the  Baan-Gr aght,  where  he  remained  more  than  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  under  the  water,  was  carried  at  nine  o’clock  in  the 
evening  without  his  fenfvs,  fpeeeb.  motion,  pul fe,  or  warmth, 
to  Mr.  John  Frederic  Beckman ,  a  furgean,  who  was  fo  happy 
as  to  recover  him.  The  principle  methods  he  employed  were 
fridtions,  and  {baking  the  body,  the  ufe  of  fpirit  fal  ammo¬ 
niac,  bleeding  in  the  arm,  and  breathing  into  his  mouthy 
clofrng  at  the  fame, time  ills  noilrils, 

XVII. 

Horn ,  April  24,  1769.  At  four  o’clock  in  the  afternoon 
Peter  Van  Vuttren ,  little  more  than  feven  years  of  age,  fell 
into  the  water.  He  was  taken  out  with  great  difficulty  by 
jcbn  Tern-mat ,  Armand  Hermann /%,  and  William  Van  A4erkenT 
inhabitants  of  the  fame  city  y  thefe,  having  wiped  away  ar 
thick,  ropy  froth  from  his  mouth,  opened  it  by  force,  but 
without  efFedi.  His  neck  being  much  fwoln,  they  cut  his 
fhirt  collar;  but  not  difeovering  any  fig  ns  of  life,  they  car¬ 
ried  him  to  his  parents,-  extended  him  upon  a  table,  2nd 
taking  a  pair  of  bellows  they  blew  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
up  the  fundament,  upon  which  they  difcovered  a  pulfation 
in  the  bark  and  loins.  Pouring  lome  beer  with  a  little  but¬ 
ter  and  gin  down  his  throat,  he  moved  himfelf  with  more 
force,  and  loon  began  to  cry,  but  gave  up  no  water.  His 
mother  lent  for  the  phyfician  of  the  city,  who  ordered  him  a 
potion,  which  occafioned  him  to  vomit  about  nine  o’clock 
in  the  evening  ;  however  he  palled  the  evening  in  great  ago¬ 
nies.  The  next  day  at  noon  he. eife barged  a  great  quantity 
of  urine,  which  relieved  him  greatly;  he  afterwards  perfect¬ 
ly  recovered  his  health. 

XVIII., 

/lmf.erdam ,  May  1,  1769.  Henry  Bertels  having  fallen 
into  the  Binnen-Anjhl ,  oppoflte  the  Three  Star  brewhoufe, 

was 
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Wa's  taken  out,  after  remaining  about  fix  minutes  at  the  bot¬ 
tom,  and  carried  into  a  neighbouring  houfe.  Theodore  Ar - 
fraud  GaJlelyn ,  furgeon,  having  placed  him  before  the  fire^ 
made  ufe  of  the  fumigatory,.  in  the  mean  time  rubbing  the 
back-bone  with  fait  and  brandy*  which  was  followed  by 
fome  figns  of  life.  He  then  poured  a  few  drops  of  fpirit  of 
fa!  ammoniac  into  his  throat,  and  took  from  his  arm  teii 
ounces  of  blood  ;  upon  which  changing  his  clothes  before 
S'ne  ftove  of  the  laid  brewhoufe*  he  returned  home,  en¬ 
tirely  recovered,  excepting  a  flight  fwimming  in  his  head* 
Mr.  Cafielyns  claimed  the  medal. 

XIX. 

Amjlerdam ,  May  26,  1769,  Rachel  Ooms  was  taken  out 
of  the  Dam  rack  at  halfan  hour  pafl  eleven  at  night,  and  laid 
upon  the  bank.  Having  rolled  her  in  vain  upon  a  barrel* 
they  carried  her  into  a  bran dy-fliop  In  the  Frouwe-Steeg ,  and 
they  immediately  lent  for  Bernard  Boerreztcr ,  furgeon.  Fie 
attempted  to  bleed  her  in  the  right  arm,  hut  there  came  oul 
no  more  than  half  an  ounce  of  blood.  Fie  then,  with  the 
affiftanee  of  H.  G.  Fan  Eydenherg ,  apothecary,  applied  the 
fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac  under  her  nofe,  rubbing  with  it  alio 
her  neck  and  temples.  He  fy ringed  her  noftrils  with  brandy* 
and  tickled  them  with  a  feather,  but  all  was  in  vain.  After 
this  he  ordered  her  to  be  carried  into  an  upper  room,  and 
placed  before  the  Are,  and  continued  the  ufe  of  the  fame 
means,  pouring  alfo  a  little  brandy  into  her  mouth.  In  fhorr* 
three  quarters  of  an  hour  at  halt  after  her  being  taken  out 
of  the  water,,  he  perceived  a  feeble  puliation  in  the  left  arm  ; 
he  accordingly  ordered  her  to  be  bled  in  that  arm,  and  they 
took  about  twelve  ounces  :  her  fenfes  returned,  and-  fhe  be¬ 
gan  to  fpeak  ;  fo  that  Dr.  Fan  Diepen ,  who  came  in  at  that 
inftant,  being  aiked  by  the  furgeon,  declared  no  farther  ope¬ 
rations  were  neceflary.  She  changed  her  linen  before  a  good- 
fire,  and  walked  home  about  half  pafl;  four  in  the  morning. 
Mr.  Boerre'Zter  received  the  medal. 


XX. 

Dcffzil ,  May  28,  1769.  The  fon  of  S like  yaws,  about 
four  years  of  age,  playing  probably  by  the  fide  of  a  large  and 
deep  bafon,  for  the  ufe  of  the  military  lodged  in  the  State’s 
houfes,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  in,  where  he  remained  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  at  leaf},  before  the  fold -ers  who  were  in  the 
environs  were  acquainted  with  it.  They  ail  ran  upon  hear¬ 
ing  of,  the  accident,  the  father  was  anrongtl  them,  vt  ho  drew 
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the  child  out  of  the  water  ;  another  foldier,  to  whom  he 'Had 
ehtrufted  hiih,  carried  him,  with  his  head  hanging  down¬ 
wards,  to  Mr.  J.  Koning ,  phyfician  and  major  furgeon  to  the 
iirft  battalion  of  Orange  Stad  en  Lande. 

We  will  relate  the  remainder  of  this  cafe  in  the  Doctor’s 
own  words. 

“  I  faw,  fays  he,  that  the  limbs  of  the  child  were  flaccid, 
the  face  of  the  colour  of  lead,  and  fwoln,  refembling  that  of 
a  perfon  ftrangled  ;  his  eyes  clofed,  mouth  and  nofe  covered 
with  froth,  the  cheftraifed,  and  the  abdomen  tetife.  I  nei¬ 
ther  could  difcern  a  pulfe  or  a  beating  of  the  heart  $  I  ordered 
that  he  fhould  be  undrefled  and  extended  before  the  fire.  I 
blew  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  into  the  inteftines  with  force  for 
the  fpace  of  ten  minutes,  upon  which  a  quantity  of  water 
iffued  from  his  mouth  and  noftrils,  mixed  with  a  little  froth; 
they  perceived  at  the  fame  time  fome  efforts  to  breath,  firrii- 
lar  to  what  is  obferved  in  children  juft  born  ;  foorl  after  he 
began  to  draw  breath  ;  he  vomited  up  water,'  and  difcharged 
a  ftooh  His  pulfe  beat  at  intervals,  and  his  countenance 
began  to  be  lefs  livid.  I  again  blew  air  up  his  inteftines; 
the  refpiration  became  freer,  and  the  pulfe  more  regular.  I 
then  had  recourfe  to  fridlions,  particularly  upon  the  fpine  of 
the  back ;  the  child  immediately  vomited  at  twice  (with  a  de¬ 
gree  of  force,  and  not  as  before)  about  feven  pints  of  water 
mixed  with  aliments.  After  I  had  operated  in  this  manner 
more  than  half  an  hour,  he  recovered  his  fenfes  entirely,  and 
uttered  fome  words  ;  the  pulfe  became  more  regular,  and  I 
ordered  him  to  be  put  into  a  warm  bed,  where  he  fweated  a 
great  deal,  and  fell  afieep.  When  I  felt  his  pulfe  for  the 
daft  time  that  day,  I  could  fcarcely  obferve  a  fingle  intermix 
iion  in  fifteen  ftrokes:  and  when  I  vifited  him  the  next  day 
1  found  him  eating  his  food  with  an  appetite.” 

XXL  .  . 

The  following  cafe  prefents  us  with'  another  affedling  in- 
ifanc.e  of  a  parent,  who  boldly  and  fuccefsfully  oppofed  the 
cruel  attempts  of  death,  to  carry  off  a  beloved  child. 
Ahieuweveen,  May  31,  1769.  Johanna  Alouiton,  aged  fourteen 
years,  fell,  it  is  unknown  by  what  accident,  into  a  deep 
ditch  which  terminated  her  father’s  garden.  How  long  fhe 
had  remained  in  it  cannot  be  precifely  determined,  but  there 
is  reafcn  to  believe  that  it  was  at  leaf!  half  an  hour.  Her  fa¬ 
ther,  Zachary  Alcutton ?,  furgeon  in  that  place,  wondering  at 
her  long  able  pee,  and  going  in  fearch  of  her,  faw  her  in  the 
middle  jof  the  .ditch,  with. her  head  under  the  .water,  Alfifth 
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by  the  neighbours,  he  drew  her  out,  and  by  her  livid  co~ 
f0ur>  as  well  as  the  foam  that  was  about  her  mouth,  he 
judged  her  dead.  Anxious,  however,  to  rdtore  her,  ifpof- 
dible,  he  carried  her  into  the  houfe,  cutoff  her  clothes,  dry- 
ed  her,  and  put  on  her  warm  linen. J  Opening  her  mouth  by 
force,  he  poured  in  a  little  wine.  He  blew  at  different  times 
the  (moke  of  tobacco  into  her  inteftines,  till  he  had  the  fa- 
tisfad}ion  to  perceive  motion  in  her.  He  then  put  her  into 
a  warm  bed,  placing  a  bottle  of  hot  water  at  her  feet,  a  cho- 
hc  Hone  to  her  ftomach,  and  another  perfon  lay  by  her 
fide  ;  he  held  fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac  under  her  nofe,  and 
made  her  fwallow  a  little  more  wine.  After  fhe  had  been 
nearly  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in  the  bed  Hie  began  to  fweat 
confiderably,  and  exprefs  great  uneafinefs.  Some  hours  af¬ 
terwards  fhe  entirely  came  to  herfelf,  and  in  about  three  days 
was  perfectly  effabllfhed.  The  joyful  father  himfelf  com¬ 
municated  to  us  this  cafe,  with  all  its  circumftances.  He  did 
not  demand  the  premium,  but  the  fociety  prefented  him  with 
the  medal,  defirous  of  perpetuating  in  his  family  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  fo  happy  an  event. 

XXIT. 

Warmer-jeer,  in  North  Holland,  June  20,.  1769.  Martin 
Swart ,  the  fon  of  the  widow  o f  Henry  Swart,  about  three  years 
61  age,  was  taken  taken  out  of  the  water,  where  he  might 
have  remained  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  They  at¬ 
tempted  to  recall  him  by  rolling  and  {baking  him,  but  it  was 
at  fir  ft  in  vain.  Afterwards  he  gradually  recovered  hisfenfes, 
motion,  and  Ipeech,  and  was  perfectly  reftored  by  the  care 
of  Mr.  John  Bloemendaal ,  furgeon  of  that  place.  The  prin¬ 
cipal  methods  employed  were,  warmth,  fumigation,  fric¬ 
tions,  and  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac. 

XXIII. 

^  Amjlerdam,  June  24,  1769.  At  half  an  hour  pafl  one 
o  clock,  Joanna,  the  wife  of  John  Lowrens ,  was  taken  out  of 
the  canal  at  the  end  of  Cadyk.  She  was,  humanely  fpeakin^, 
beholden  to  the  care  of  the  following  perfons  for  her  prefer- 
vation,  Jacob  Ryts,  Bernard  Po/l ,  William  ViJJer ,  Peter  Peere - 
boom,  Mary  Pander  Mylen ,  and  Mary  Haanevelt.  The  me¬ 
thods  were  the  fame  as  in  the  preceding  cafe,  only  they  did 
not  employ  thefmoke  of  tobacco;  and  Mr.  Henry  Spranger , 
furgeon,  being  called  to  the  patient,  bled  her,  and  gave  her 
fome  volatile  drops  mixbd  with  warm  white  wine.  At 
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eleven  in  the  evening  the  was  able  to  be  conducted  home  in  2 
carnage. 

XXIV. 

D'ort ,  July  14,  1769* .  John  JVymans^  aged  about  twelve 
years,  playing  upon  a  float  of  timber  in  the  Langehoutebrug 
canal,  fell  into  the  water  and  funk  to  the  bottom.  He  con¬ 
tinued  there  a  confiderable  time.  He  was  drawn  out  by 
means  of  a  crook,  and  carried  to  a  houfe,  where  he  was  well 
fhaken,  and  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  was  blown  into  his  intef- 
tines  through  the  (heath  of  a  knife,  Mr.  John  van  Hcfpel , 
lurgeon  in  the  above  city,  being  fent  for,  found  that  the  face 
of  the  boy  was  fwolen,  livid,  and  of  a  violet  colour.  No  puife 
could  be  difeerned,  though  feeble  and  convulfive  motions  in¬ 
dicated  feme  remains  of  life.  Heordered  him  to  be  undreffed, 
and  put  to  bed  naked  betwixt  two  woollen  blankets  :  the 
motion  made  him  give  up  a  little  water.  Vene  feet  ion  was 
deemed  neccflary  to  reftore  the  circulation,  but  the  veins 
were  fo  retired  that  it  was  difficult  to  recover  them.  One, 
however.,  was  obferved  by  the  furgeon’s  afliftant,  in  which 
he  made  a  large  orifice,  from  whence  a  few  drops  were  forc¬ 
ed  by  the  help  of  frictions.  The  frictions  being  continued, 
&  larger  veffe!  was  perceived  in  the  fame  part,  which  being 
opened,  the  blood  began  to  drop  from  it,  and  afterwards  ran 
gently  down  the -arm.  Mr.  Vanden  Hefpel  then  poured  a  little 
eau  de  vie  into  the  mouth,  and  the  lad  moved  himfelf  with 
more  force,  lb  that  the  blood  fprung  out  by  intervals.  Fhey 
.put  on  him  warm  linen.,  and  wrapt  him  again  in  the  blan¬ 
kets  till  he  recovered  his  natural  warmth,  and  a  roly  colour. 
A  phyfician  ordered  him  home  medicines  the  tame  day,  and 
he  was  reftored. 

XXV. . 

The  Hague-,  July  21,  1769.  Mr.  John  B ragman,  a  fur- 
geon  of  that  place,  vifiting  his  patients  in  the  Blcykers  Laantie , 
near  the  Prince- Graght^  heard  a  woman  crying  out,  4t  My 
child  is  drowned ,  my  child  is  deadP  He  ran  immediately, 
and  arriving  at  the  Whitjler  s- fields  he  faw  a  man  carrying  a 
little  girl  about  three  or  four  years  of  age,  as  dead,  and 
whom  he  affirmed  to  be  dead.  She  had  been  about  a  charter 
of  an  hour  in  the  water,  its  head  downwards.  The  father, 
Jacob  Ploolyn ,  is  a  foldier.  The  lurgeon  carried  her  into  the 
kVhijler  s  houfe,  placed  her  at  a  proper  di  fiance  from  the 
fire,  began  to  uie  gentle  friction  upon  her  back  and  belly, 
.and  the  Invoke  of  tobacco  blown  by  a  pipe  up  the  anus,  or¬ 
dered  the  affiltanl  to  fhakc  her  about  upon  his  knee,  and 
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poured  brandy  Into  her  face.  After  Tome  time  fhe  difcharged 
a  confiderable  quantity  of  water  by  the  mouth,  and  fighed 
feebly.  He  continued  thefe  operations,  and  heard  the  wind 
rumbling  in  thelnteftines,  which  was  followed  by  an  evacua¬ 
tion.  They  undreffed  her,  and  put  her  to  bed,  her  mothef 
lying  with  her.  This  moderate  warmth  encreafed  the  cir¬ 
culation.  After  the  attention  of  about  art  hoiir  and  a  half* 
fhe  began  to  fpeak,  and  fwallow  whatever  liquids  they  put 
into  her  mouth.  Mr.  Brugman  attended  her  for  fome  days* 
and  (he  was  perfectly  recovered.  He  demanded  the  medal, 

XXVI. 

Amflerdam ,  July  29,  1769.  Three  young  lads  took,  in 
order  to  divert  themfelves,  a  boat  in  the  city  moa%  near  the 
Raamport.  At  five  in  the  afternoon,  as  they  were  at  a  con- 
fiderabie  diftance  from  fhore,  one  of  them,  Jacob  Voorn ,  four¬ 
teen  years  old,  fon  of  Nicolas  Voorn ,  had  the  misfortune 
to  fall  into  the  water,  and  funk  immediately  to  the  bottom* 
After  they  had  made  fome  fruitlefs  attempts  to  get  him  out, 
Didier  Stoops  journeyman  carpenter,  jumped  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  raifed  him  from  the  bottom,  and  placing  him  in  the 
boar,  conduced  him  on  fhore  with  much  danger  and  difficul¬ 
ty,  More  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  had  elapfed  from  his 
fall.  He  configned  the  drowned  perfon  into  the  hands  of 
Adrian  Outmeyer ,  Theodore  Kluit ,  and  Henry  de  Gerf.  They 
carried  him  to  neighbouring  public  houfe,  where  thefe  four 
recovered  the  lad  by  following  the  diredfions  of  Mr.  Flsris 
Lcosjes ,  an  apothecary,  who  generoufly  gave  his  advice  and 
affiftance  without  any  other  reward  than  the  pleafure  of  fuc- 
cefs.  The  manner  of  treating  the  patient  was  as  follows  s 
They  took  01T  his  wet  clothes,  put  on  him  the  (hirt  of  one  of 
his  comrades,  and  wrapped  him  up  in  a  blanket.  They' 
blew  through  the  {heath  of  a  knife  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up 
the  anus  ;  they  rubbed  him  all  over  with  warm  linen;  they 
blew  into  his  mouth,  compreffing  his  noftrils,  which  they  re¬ 
peated  upon  perceiving  fome  motion  in  his  tongue,  Mr„ 
Herman  Reetbergh ,  the  furgeon  whom  they  fent  for,  took: 
away  about  nine  ounces  of  blood  from  the  arm.  Shewing 
morefigns  of  life,  they  opened  his  mouth,  and  poured  into  it5 
fome  drops  of  brandy.  The  chamber  being  too  much  heat¬ 
ed  from  the  number  of  people,  they  carried  him  into  another, 
where  they  fpirted  fome  brandy  down  his  throat ;  upon 
which  he  made  a  fudden  effort  to  extricate  himfelf,  crying 
out,  What  are  you  doing ,  what  are  you  doing  ?  Recovering 
more  and  m ore,  they  gave  him  milk  and  water  to  drink* 
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They  put  him  to  bed,  covering  him  with  pillows,  and  wrap¬ 
ping  him  in  warm  linen,  as  his  body  was  yet  cold.  He  gra¬ 
dually  grew  warmer.  He  entirely  recovered  his  fpeech,  but 
feemed  to  ramble  at  times,  for  which  they  left  him  to  take 
fome  reft.  At  eight  in  the  evening  he  was  quite  compofed, 
and  had  recovered  his  natural  warmth,  excepting  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  his  feet.  They  drefled  him  warmly,  and  wrapping 
him  up,  they  conveyed  him  home  in  a  carriage.  As  he  com¬ 
plained  of  a  pain  in  his  throat  and  right  fide,  and  his  pulfe 
beat  ftrong,  his  father  applied  to  a  phyfirian,  by  whofe  aid 
it  was  perfe£fly  re-eftablifhed  in  a  little  time.  The  above  af- 
fiftants  were  prefented  each  with  the  ill ver  medal,  and  fhared 
the  remainder  in  money, 

XXVII. 

Rotterdam ,  Auguft  i,  1769.  They  were  clearing  the 
dock  which  lies  betwixt  the  end  of  the  Haringvliet  and  ma¬ 
gazines  of  the  Eaft  India  Company,  in  order  to  launch  a  vef- 
fel  of  war.  Covert  Schrauwen ,  boatman  of  Mr.  Steven  Hoog- 
endyk's.  his  yatch,  attempting  to  remove  the  floating  bridge  of 
the  faid  yatch,  fell  from  his  rafter,  his  pole  having  flipped, 
and  went  to  the  bottom  ;  the  water  being  in  that  place  from 
twenty  to  twenty-eight  feet  deep,  according  to  the  tide.  Pie 
faid,  that  flopping  his  nofe  with  his  right  hand,  he  crept 
along  with  his  left  upon  his  knees,  feeking  the  {bore,  till  he 
had  loft  his  fenfcs.  A  countryman  feeing  the  timber  floating 
without  a  guide,  and  a  hat  upon  the  water,  was  the  fir  ft  who 
fufpe&ed  an  accident.  They  werefoon  convinced  of  it,  and 
ran  to  give  afiiftance.  The  common  houfe-hooks  being  too 
fhort,  they  were  obliged  to  feek  a  longer  at  a  confiderable 
diflance.  After  fome  fruitlefs  attempts,  Arnold  Fynnandt ,  a 
friend  to  the  drowned  perfon,  catched  him,  and  taifed  him 
about  half  way  out  of  the  water,  hut  the  body  fliped  from  the 
hook,  and  fell  again  to  the  bottom.  More  fortunate  in  the 
fecond  attempt,  he  hooked  the  waiftband  of  his  breeches, 
and  drew  him  above  the  water,  his  head  downwards,  about 
fifty  paces  from  the  timber,  and  near  the  quay,  upon  which 
they  laid  him.  His  eyes  were  clofed,  his  countenance  dif- 
figured  and  livid,  his  lips  enormoufly  large  and  black,  his 
teeth  were  foclofely  fet,  that  twice  they  attempted  in  vain  to 
pour  fome  brandy  down  his  throat.  Upwards  of  twenty-five 
minutes  were  elapfed  fince  the  moment  of  his  fall.  The 
above-named  Arnold  Fynnandt ,  Jacob  Velthuzzeri ,  John  Hal- 
lemfevan  Furling ,  who  worked  in  the  city  timber-yard,  and 
John  Henry  Louis  Poll ,  who  formerly  feryed  on  board  the 
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yatch  with  Schrauwen ;  thefe  four  employed  various  me¬ 
thods  to  reftore  him ;  they  fhook  him  fmartly,  rubbed  his 
bread  and  abdomen,  at  different  times  compreffed  his  fto- 
mach,  which  made  him  give  up  water  mixed  with  blood. 
They  afterwards  conveyed  him  to  Scbaardenburg ,  lurgeon, 
living  upon  the  Hoogflraat ,  at  a  confiderabje  ddtance 
from  thence.  They  took  off  his  wet  clothes,  and  put  on 
him  the  fhirt  of  one,  the  breeches  of  another,  the  waiffcoat 
of  a  third,  and  the  ffockings  of  the  hod.  It  was  more  than 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  he  gave  any  figns  of  life,  which 
was  in  pufhing  away  the  furgeon’s  hand  as  he  was  attempt¬ 
ing  to  make  him  fwallow  forne  fpirituous  liquors,  to  which 
he  was  never  accudomed.  He  cried  out,  called  to  his  com¬ 
panion,  and  came  a  little  to  himfclf.  They  conduced  him 
to  his  lodgings,  though  daggering  and  confufed,  and  he  vo¬ 
mited  in  the  road  a  quanity  of  water  mixed  wish  blood.  He 
remained  for  two  or  three  days  filent  and  dejetded,  and  fee  tri¬ 
ed  not  to  poffefs  his  ufual  prefence  of  mind  ;  but  this  gra¬ 
dually  went  off,  and  a  voyage  which  he  made  with  his  mailer 
entirely  recovered  him.  Fie  has  a  wife,  and  an  only  fon  nine 
years  old.  His  prefervation  is  aferibed  bv  the  learned  to  his 
^bftinence  from  fpirituous  liquors,  and  accudomed  fobriety. 

XXVIII. 

Amjlerdam ,  Auguft  6,  1769.  Henry  Vink ,  was  found 

at  three  o’clock  in  the  morning  lying  as  dead  by  the  fide  of 
the  Arnftel  Gragte\  with  all  the  marks  of  his  being  drowned. 
He  afterwards  declared,  that  he  fell  in  the  water,  but  it  was 
not  difeovered  who  had  taken  him  out,  only  it  appeared  that 
he  had  continued  there  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  Jacob 
Vander  "Lee  and  Daniel  Goutman ,  carried  him  into  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  public  houfe ;  there  under  the  direction,  and  with 
the  aid  of  Adren  van  Fatten ,  affiftant  furgeon  to  Mr.  J.  M. 
Martell ,  they  recovered  this  man  to  life  by  warming,  bleed¬ 
ing  him,  and  uftng  fumigation  more  than  an  hour  and  a 
quarter  ;  after  which  they  began  to  feel  a  pul Te  •  then  they 
poured  fome  fpirits  of  wine  down  his  throat,  rubbed  his 
temples  with  fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac,  and  held  it  under  his 
nofe.  He  threw  up  more  than  two  quarts  of  water.  They 
laid  him  betwixt  two  woollen  blankets,  and  gave  him  to 
drink.  At  half  paff  eight  o’clock  he  had  recovered  his  pre- 
fence  of  mind,  and  the  ufe  of  his  fpeech.  At  half  paff  one 
in  the  afternoon  they  conveyed  him  home  in  a  carriage,  and 
advifed.  him  to  fend  for  a  phyffcianj  but  they  learned  that 
-  *  F  2  '  he 
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he  died  the  next  day  betwixt  fix  and  feven  o’clock  in  the 
morning. 

XXIX. 

Amjlefdam ,  Augu.fi  7,  1769.  Cornelius  Elk ,  boatman,  aged 
forty  years,  fell  from  his  boat  near  the  Landhoek ,  and  funk 
to  the  bottom,  where  he  remained  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour.  John  Mo'll  drew  him  out  with  a  crook,  afiiited  by 
Simon  Oly  and  William  Verdouw  \  they  placed  him  over  a  bar¬ 
rel,  his  head  very  low,  and  the  inferior  part  of  his  body  ele¬ 
vated  ;  they  immediately  began  tp  blow  into  his  inteftines 
through  a  knife  fineath,  but  without  any  vifible  effedl.  In 
the  mean  time,  Mr.  G.  van  Raalten  arrived,  who  ordered 
the  body  into  a  public  houfe.  After  they  had  held  the  fpirits 
of  fal  ammoniac  and  rubbed  his  temples  with  it,  and  whilft 
they  were  employed  in  undrefiing  him,  he  made  fome  feeble 
motions.  A  bleeding  at  the  arm,  and  warm  dry  clothes  re- 
covered  him  yet  more.  He  was  foon  able  to  fwallow  a  little 
brandy  ;  he  began  to  fpeak,  and  by  degrees  he  recovered  his 
fenfes  and  ffrength,  fo  that  they  conveyed  him  to  his  houfe 
in  a  carriage.  They  put  him  into  a  warm  bed,  and  com¬ 
mitting  himfelf  to  the  care  of  Dr.  Coelman ,  junior,  he  wag 
perfectly  reffored,  Air.  Van  Raalten  having  claimed  the  me¬ 
dal,  it  was  granted  him  upon  condition  that  he  fhould  fa- 
tisfy  the  people  v/ho  had  co-operated  with  him,  which  he 
performed. 

XXX, 

Oojlzaandam ,  Augufi:  8,  1767.  A  child,  three  years  of 
age,  framed  Gafpard ,  the  fon  of  Albert  Aiaflcer,  a  mafter 
taylor,  was  taken  out  of  the  water,  where  he  had  remained 
a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  was  carried  home  for  dead.  Mr. 
Jacob  Van  Macheren ,  a  furgeon,  feeing  him  pafs  by,  follow¬ 
ed  with  ail  expedition.  He  found  the  child  morionlefs, 
frothy,  and  bloody,  mucus  and  fal i va  ifiued  from  his  mouth 
and  noftrils  ;  his  head  and  face  were  livid,  all  his  limbs  re- 
I  axed,  there  was  no  pulfe.  He  ordered  that  he  fhould  be 
undrefied,  (which  could  not  be  done  without  cutting  off  his 
clothes)  and  to  be  put  into  bed,  wrapped  in  the  blankets, 
with  a  bottle  of  hot  water  at  his  fee t.  He  then  employed  fu¬ 
migations  and  frictions  along  the  fpine,  with  fine  fait  and 
warm  brandy  :  he  opened  the  infant’s  mouth,  and  poured  in¬ 
to  it  warm  beer  with  butter,  of  which  the  greater  part  re¬ 
turned.  He  held  the  fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac  under  the  nofe, 
which  he  alfo  irritated  with  fnuff  and  a  feather  ;  upon  which 
he  difcovered  fome  a&ion  in  the  aorta,  which  encouraged 

him 
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bim  to  repeat  the  fame  operations  until  he  perceived  a  rat¬ 
tling  in  the  throat,  and  a  commotion  in  the  bowels.  The 
child  began  to  fweat  and  to  vomit  a  little,  and  had  a  ftool. 
After  the  attention  of  three  hours,  the  child  came  to  himfelf, 
and  gave  good  hopes  of  a  recovery.  The  furgeon  returned 
about  half  paft  nine  in  the  evening,  and  found  the  child 
heavy  and  feverifh.  He  recommended  it  to  the  parents  to  be 
careful,  and  to  give  him  beer  with  butter,  or  weak  tea  to 
drink  as  much  as  he  could  fwallow  ;  and  as  his  bread:  was 
opprefled,  he  ordered  drawing  cataplafms  to  his  feet.  The 
next  day  the  child  was  well.  IVIr.  V an  Jl'dachei en  received 
the  medal. 

XXXI. 

Amfterdam ,  Auguft  19,  1769.  Difdier  Echkout,  a  cleaner 
of  the  canals,  fell  out  of  his  boat  betwixt  the  Bikkerbarr  and 
the  Granger  Timber  Yard ,  he  went  to  the  bottom,  where  he 
continued  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  the  water  being  in 
that  place  about  fifteen  or  fixteen  feet  deep;  his  companions 
refufing  to  afiift  him,  alledging  that  he  was  loft,  Gilbert  Sell 
r  efolved  to  make  an  attempt,  and  by  the  aid  of  a  long  hook 
drew  him  on  ftiore.  He  was  afterwards  aided  by  James  Van 
Santer.  They  made  ufe  of  a  knife  (heath  to  blow  air  into 
his  inteftines,  and  rubbed  him  brifkly  along  the  fpine  of  his 
back.  Perceiving  fome  motion  in  him,  they  carried  him  to 
a  neighbouring  cellar,  and  made  him  fwallow  fome  brandy. 
Mr.  Van  Raalten ,  the  furgeon  whom  they  fent  for,  bled  him, 
and  after  he  had  been  dried  and  warmed  he  came  entirely  to 
himfelf,  but  we  hear  that  he  died  the  next  day. 


XXXII. 


Amfterdam ,  Auguft  23,  1769.  Samuel  Abrahams ,  the  Jew, 
who  fells  herbs  in  the  ftreet,  being  upon  the  wharf,  near 
the  Paapen-brug ,  fell  into  the  water,  and  was  taken  out  by 
Wolf  Ifaac  and  Jofeph  Ifaac ,  both  Jews.  Francois  Nicolas 
Wickel ,  a  Pruffiqn,  and  a  furgeon  of  a  vefTel,  came  to  his  a f- 
fiftance.  By  his  dire£fions  the  man  was  carried  by  the  firft 
of  the  above  Jews  and  Peter  Megman  into  a  public  houfe. 
They  undreffed  him,  and  placed  him  before  the  fire  wrapped 
in  a  woollen  blanket.  They  rubbed  his  body  all  over  with 
brandy,  and  took  away  twelve  ounces  of  blood.  James 
Kanigal ,  furgeon,  journeyman  to  the  widow  War  nick,  join¬ 
ed  the  others  in  continuing  their  operations.  They  held  the 
fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac  under  his  note,  adminiftered  a  clyfter 
of  the  deco&ion  of  tobacco  with  fait  and  oil,  which  pro¬ 
duced  its  effedls,  and  they  poured  into  his  mouth  fome  of 
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Hoffman's  drops,  upon  which  he  began  to  vomit  a  quantity 
of  water,  and  recovered  fo  far,  that  in  the  fpace  of  half  an 
hour  he  afked  for  drink  of  his  own  accord.  They  gave  him 
milk  and  water,  put  on  him  a  warm  fliirt,  and  as  he  com¬ 
plained  of  oppreffion,  they  put  him  into  a  warm  bed.  He 
talked  fome  time  with  his  mother,  and  they  read  prayers  to 
him  ;  but  about  an  hour  after  he  had  recovered  his  fenfes, 
fitting  up  in  his  bed,  he  fuddenly  fell  down,  and  after  fome 
convullions  expired  ;  all  the  methods  ufed  to  recover  him 
were  ineffectual.  It  was  known  that  he  had  been  fubjedl  to 
epileptic  fits. 

XXXIII. 

Amjlerdam ,  Auguft  23,  i  769.  IVouter  Vandenburg,  fon  of 
a  boatman  living  in  the  Goudberg-Steeg ,  behind  the  Old 
Church,  not  yet  quite  two  years  old,  . was  near  the  door  of  a 
houfe  that  joined  to  its  parents,  the  neighbour  having  drawn 
water  out  of  the  ciftern  before  the  door,  and  carried  it 
within,  the  little  child  came  and  fell  into  it.  The  opening 
was  extremely  narrow.  His  mother  being  informed  of  it, 
in  her  confirmation  would  have  jumped  in  alfo,  but  was 
prevented  by  fome  of  the  neighbours,  who  made  ineffec¬ 
tual  attempts  to  enter  themfelves.  Ten  minutes  were 
elapfed,  when  a  young  lad,  named  Gerard  Vreenegoor ,  was 
preffed  to  go  down,  which  he  did  immediately,  with  courage 
and  fuccefs,  by  the  affiftance  of  Louis  Lemmins.  Feeling 
about  with  his  feet,  he  foon  found  the  infant,  took  him 
up,  and  gave  him  to  Lemmens.  They  placed  the  poor 
child  upon  a  barrel,  with  his  belly  downwards,  and  tried 
other  means  to  recover  him;  amongft  the  reft,  they  blew 
the  fmoke  of  tobacco  through  a  pipe  into  his  inteftines.  Af¬ 
ter  they  had  laboured  about  eight  minutes,  the  child  gave 
fomefigns  of  life,  by  moving  its  head.  Upon  which  they 
gave  him  over  to  his  mother,  who  placed  him  upon  her  knees. 
Dr.  Bernard ,  whom  they  fent  for,  arrived.  We  fhall  re¬ 
late  the  remainder  in  the  words  of  that  celebrated  phyfician. 

“  I  immediately  ordered  them  to  make  a  good  fire  ;  I  de- 
fired  the  mother  to  undrefs  entirely  the  child,  and  enquired 
about  the  methods  already  ufed  :  I  had  him  wrapt  up  in 
a  warmed  covering  ;  I  began  to  rub  his  belly  and  breaft  with 
a  little  Geneva  and  fait;  I  dehred  the  afliftants  to  rub  his 
arms,  thighs,  and  legs,  which  they  did  with  alacrity.  The 
child  foon  began  to  cry  :  mucus  ran  out  of  his  mouth,  and 
he  vomited  up  a  little.  He  tofted  his  head  from  fide  to  fide 
with  more  force  than  before,  which  I  attributed  to  his 
anxious  feelings  ;  foon  after  he  threw  up  fome  more  faliva, 
f  and 
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and  had  a  (look  The  motion  of  his  head,  which  however4 
was  not  convulfive,  continued  :  till  now  I  perceived  not  the 
leaf!:  pulfation  j  but  he  vomited  a  third  time,  and  then  I 
perceived  that  the  pulfe  in  the  left  hand  began  to  beat.  The 
motion  of  his  head  diminifhed,  the  opprefiion  ieemed  Jefs, 
and  the  child  began  to  cry.  I  afked  the  mother  what  liquids 
it  was  fond  of,  anfwering  it  was  beer,  they  warmed  feme, 
adding  a  little  fugar  to  make  it  the  more  agreeable ;  he  feem- 
ed  to  drink  of  it  with  pleafure.  He  did  not  appear  to  have 
entirely  recovered  his  fenfes,  but  as  the  pulfe  beat  regularly,  I 
judged  the  fri&ions  no  longer  neceffary.  I  advifed  the  mo¬ 
ther  to  Jay  it  warm  in  the  cradle  ;  and  thinking  further  eva¬ 
cuation  needful,  I  preferibed  a  mixture  for  this  purpofe,  of 
which  he  was  to  take  a  fpoonful  every  half  hour,  and  1  took 
my  leave.  As  he  had  been  to  ftool  I  did  not  think  it  proper 
to  torment  him  any  more  byglyfters  of  tobacco,  although  I 
had  brought  the  fyringe.  What  furprifed  me  the  moil  in 
this  little  patient  is,  that  the  jugular  veins  on  each  fide  was 
not  fwoln  ;  I  examined  them  with  attention,  and  therefore  it 
was  that  I  omitted  bleeding  the  more  readily,  as  I  could  not 
perceive  any  vein  either  upon  the  hand  or  arms.  At  fix 
o’clock  I  returned,  and  found  the  child  warm  in  bed  j  the 
mother  faid  the  child  Ieemed  to  recover  more  and  more  every 
moment.  I  approached  him,  and  he  looked  at  me  in  inch  a 
manner  that  I  inferred  his  fenfes  were  returned.  I  bid  him 
give  me  his  hand,  which  he  did  ;  his  hand  was  of  a  natural 
warmth,  and  his  pulfe  was  good,  though  a  little  quick, 
which  is  common  in  children  of  that  age.  He  had  not  been 
to  ftool  fince  he  had  taken  the  mixture,  fo  that  I  ordered  it 
to  be  continued.  I  defired  his  mether  to  keep  hirn  very 
warm,  becaufe  I  forefaw  that,  having  fvvallowed  a  great 
deal  of  water,  he  would  fweat  in  the  night;  I  advifed  her 
further  to  place  a  bottle  of  hot  water  at  his  feet  to  facilitate 
perlpiration,  which  was  punctually  obferved. 

The  next  day,  Auguft  24,  I  returned  to  viut  the  child, 
about  nine  o’clock,  lying  in  the  cradle  with  his  clothes  on, 
and  fieeping  calmly  ;  his  pulfe  was  regular  and  his  warmth 
temperate.  I  learned  from  the  mother  that  he  had  fweated 
much  during  the  night  ;  that  he  awoke  fometimes  in  ftart- 
ings,  but  that  after  midnight  he  had  flepc  quietly;  that  to¬ 
wards  the  morning  he  had  two  motions,  and  that  at  fix 
o'clock  he  denied  to  rife  and  be  dreifed  ;  that  he  had  break- 
faded  as  ufual,  and  after  that  went  to  play.  I  fa,w  him  again 
to  day  (26th)  and  found  him  perfectly  well. 

'She 
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The  do&or  adds*  that  this  child  was  of  a  delicate  com¬ 
plexion,  and  feemed  to  be  inclined  to  the  rickets. 

The  following  are  two  cafes  of  a  fimilar  nature,  and  of  th# 
fame  year,  of  which  we  have  received  information. 

A. 

Friejland  in  the  Zuider  dr  agten ,  June  3,  1769.  The  fon 
of  Cornelius  Godfer ,  a  wool-comber,  aged  three  years,  fell,  at 
three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  into  a  ditch,  from  whence  he 
was  taken  out  for  dead.  He  was  recovered  to  life  by  Mr. 
James  Camminga ,  furgeon  of  that  place,  fo  far  at  leaft  as  to 
give  figns  of  life  after  the  care  of  half  an  hour,  although  he 
did  not  begin  to  fpeak  till  midnight.  This  furgeon  employ¬ 
ed  for  his  recovery  almoft  all  the  methods  recommended  ex¬ 
cept  bleeding  ;  fhook  him  for  fometime  with  his  head  down¬ 
ward;  he  blew  up  the  fundament,  firft  with  a  tobacco,  and 
afterwards  through  a  glyfter-pipe  ;  opening  his  mouth  he 
forcibly  blew  air  into  the  lungs  ;  he  dried  and  warmed  him 
by  different  ways  ;  employed  frictions  with  brandy  and  fait 
along  the  fpine  of  his  back  ;  held  volatile  faits  under  the  nof- 
trils;  tickled  them  with  a  feather,  brufhed  the  bottoms  of 
his  feet,  and  adminiflered  two  glyfers.  Thefe  efforts  had 
the  defired  fuccefs,  and  he  received  by  order  of  the  Deputed 
States  of  Friefland ,  the  premium  we  have  mentioned  as  align¬ 
ed  in  that  province  for  the  like  cures. 

B. 

The  fecona  (which  has  been  communicated  to  us  by  Mr. 
J.  Van  den  Hefpel ,  of  whom  mention  was  made  in  Cafe  24) 
happened  at  Dort>  in  July  1769,  and  was  attended  with  very 
lingular  circumftances. 

Some  children  were  playing  together  upon  the  area  of  a 
faw-mill,  near  the  water;  one  of  them,  a  lad  of  fix  years  of 
age,  fell  in  without  the  others  perceiving  it  or  difeontinuing 
their  play  ;  at  length  they  miifed  their  brother,  and  went  to 
the  bank  to  feek  him.  A  child  in  the  neighbourhood,  fo 
young  that  it  could  not  fpeak  plain,  that  was  with  them, 
had  feen  him  fall  in,  and  remained  fome  time  by  the  water- 
fide ;  at  length  he  haftened  towards  his  home,  which  was 
fituated  near  the  mill,  and  met  his  father,  who  was  juft  ar¬ 
rived  from  Zealand ;  the  tumultous  joy  his  arrival  occaftoned 
prevented  the  child  from  relating  the  accident  ;  when  the  fa¬ 
mily  were  a  little  compofed,  he  gave  them  to  underftand,  as 
much  by  figns  as  words,  that  his  play-mate  was  in  the  water, 
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which  we  had  feen  bubble  up  ;  then  took  him  for  a  guide, 
and  he  indicated  the  place.  They  drew  the  little  boy  from 
the  bottom,  to  appearance  dead,  and  fuppofed  to  be  fo.  Af¬ 
ter  they  had  undrefled  him  they  blew  the  fmoke  of  tobacco 
into  his  inteftines,  and  he  was  laid  betwixt  two  woollen 
blankets.  Soon  after  the  furgeon  Van  den  Hafpel  arrived, 
who  perceived  plain  indications  of  life.  The  child  was  vio¬ 
lently  agitated,  and  cried  when  they  tickled  the  foies  of  his 
feet,  yet  he  remained  entirely  fenfelefs.  His  mother  lay  in 
the  bed  with  him,  and  palled  the  whole  night  in  rubbing  and 
warming  him.  It  was  not  till  early  in  the  morning  that  he 
came  entirely  to  himfelf.  Soon  after  he  recovered,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  enjoy  perfect  health.  Before  this  inftitution,  adds 
the  author  of  the  Narrative,  the  child  would  have  been  laid, 
and  left  upon  ftraw  ;  and  who  can  tell  in  how  many  thou¬ 
sands  the  remains  of  the  vital  flame  has  been  extinguiihed, 
which  by  immediate  and  efFe&uai  care  might  have  been  re¬ 
vived. 

Let  the  reader  maturely  contemplate  thefe  thirty-five  cafes 
which  happened  in  our  country  alone,  in  the  fpace  of  nine 
months  ;  let  him  confider  that  they  relate  to  fuch  a  number 
of  perfons  who  for  a  time  were  counted  amongft  the  dead, 
and  who  owe  the  prolongation  of  their  days  (under  the  fa¬ 
vour  of  that  Providence  that  executes  its  deiigns  by  the  in¬ 
tervention  of  fecond  caufes)  to  the  means  employed  to  fave 
the  obfcure  remains  of  life,  which  in  all  probability  in  a  few 
minutes  would  have  been  deftroyed  beyond  recovery  ;  let 
him  confider  that  thefe  perfons  had  all  of  them  parents  and 
friends  interefted  in  their  reftoration,  and  fome  of  them  ten¬ 
derly  interefled  ;  let  him  refledl  upon  the  various  fervices 
they  may  have  rendered,  and  are  yet  in  a  ftate  to  render  unto 
fociety  ;  upon  the  opportunities  they  have  enjoyed,  and  ftill 
enjoy,  of  informing  and  purifying  their  minds,  and  fe curing 
eternal  felicity,  and  he  will  fhare  with  us  the  inexpreflible 
joy  with  which  fo  great  fuccefs  has  infpired  us  ;  he  will  join 
us  in  afcribing  praife  and  thankfgiving  to  the  great  and  only 
author  of  every  good  and  perfe£t  gift  ;  he  will  ardently  wifh 
and  contribute  all  in  his  power,  that  fo  beneficent  a  defign 
may  be  univerfally  encouraged,  and  profecuted  with  zeal. 
For  where  is  the  inhabitant  of  our  provinces  who,  either  in 
his  own,  or  in  the  perfons  of  thofe  who  are  dear  to  him,  is  fe- 
cure  from  an  accident,  in  which  the  prefervation  wrought  may 
be  one  of  the  fruits  of  our  eftablifhment  ?  We  again  ac¬ 
knowledge  that  in  the  fame  fpace  of  time  feveral  fruitlefs  at¬ 
tempts  have  been  made  ;  but  not  to  repeat  the  caufes  of  this 

G  fail- 
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failure  related  above,  there  may  be  others  not  yet  mentioned. 
The  following  example  will  juflify  our  fufpicion  ;  the  more 
fo,  as  a  fecood  inifance  has  lately  happened  firmlar  to  if.  The 
reafon  of  our  concealing  the  circumfcances  of  time,  place, 
or  perfons  concerned,  will  be  evident. 

A  boy,  ten  years  old,  fell  into  the  water,  and  afer  ffrug- 
gling  for  fome  time  he  was  taken  out  by  fome  perfons  who 
went  to  bis  affiflance  in  a  boat  ;  in  which  he  {fill  moved. 
The  man  who  carried  him  to  his  parents,  that  lived  near 
the  fpot,  taking  hold  of  his  feet,  imprudently  threw  the 
lad’s  bread:  upon  his  fhoulders,  his  head  and  arms  hanging 
behind  him.  Some  water  ran  from  his  mouth  in  the  pafl'age  ; 
but  a  quarter  paft  twelve  at  noon  he  gave  no  figns  of  life. 
'They  employed  all  the  ufual  methods,  placed  him  before  a 
large  lire,  ufed  friction  with  brandy  and  fait,  and  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco  ;  opened  the  jugular  vein,  and  took  away  about 
five  ounces  of  black  blood,  which  thenceafed  to  flow  ;  they 
opened  an  orifice  again  in  the  left  arm,  but  no  blood  came 
out.  Two  fat  men  placed  him  betwixt  them  in  bed,  rubbing 
him  continually  during  three  quarters  of  an  hour.  One  of 
them  blew  with  force  into  his  lungs,  but  all  was  in  vain,  ex¬ 
cepting  that  at  intervals  he  gave  up  a  little  mucus  and  froth. 
At  length,  after  the  application  of  two  hours,  he  who  di¬ 
rected,  faid  the  child  was  dead,  and  nothing  more  was  to  be 
done  ;  upon  which  they  put  on  his  fhirt,and  layed  him  upon 
flraw.  This  was  at  fix  o’clock.  At  eight,  fome  one,  to 
whom  the  affair  had  been  related,  was  curious  to  fee  the 
corpfe.  He  found  it  pale,  but  not  livid,  and  that  the  limbs 
were  fupple.  The  bread  was  fwoln  and  dilated,  but  he  felt 
through  the  fhirt  a  decree  of  warmth.  He  ordered  the  child 
to  be  wrapped  up  between  two  blankets,  and  a  warm  brick 
to  be  placed  at  his  feet,  which  was  done.  Soon  after  he 
perceived  that  the  feet  and  the  whole  body  became  warmer, 
and  the  lips  from  a  blue  were  red.  At  ten  o’clock  he  was 
called,  and  informed  that  the  blood  had  run  fluid  and  florid 
from  the  wounds  made  in  his  neck  and  arms,  in  luch  an 
abundance  as  to  have  wetted  his  whole  fhirt,  pierced  through 
the  flraw  to  the  board  of  the  bed.  They  fent  fora  furgeon, 
who  came  immediately,  and  made  feveral  attempts,  but  in 
half  an  hour  the  body  became  quite  ffiff,  and  all  hopes  were 
vanifhed.  Upon  fo  remarkable  a  cafe  we  fhall  obferve  firfl, 
that  the  heart  or  the  lungs  of  the  child  might  very  eafiiy 
have  fufFered  injury  from  his  being  flung  acrofs  the  man’s 
fhoulders  j  and  that  too  great  caution  cannot  be  ufed  con¬ 
cerning  the  manner  in  which  a  drowned  perfon  is  taken  hold 
of?  or  drawn  out  of  the  water,  or  conveyed  to  any  place, 
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2,  This  bleeding  of  the  child  indicates  that  the  blood  be-° 
o-an  to  circulate,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  be  du  d  from 
the  lofs  of  fo  great  a  quantity.  Confequently  the  furgeons 
who  upon  thefe  occafions  have  opened  a  vein,  mould  bind 
up  the  orifice  carefully,  although  it  might  not  bleed  :  and 
on  the  other  hand,  after  every  attempt  has  been  made  in 
vain,  it  is  neverthelefs  prudent  to  lav  the  fubjea  wrapt  up 
warm  ;  and  obferve  from  time  to  time  whether  any  change 

has  taken  place;  .  . 

We  hope  that  by  repeated  experiments,  and  the  judicious 

remarks  of  the  faculty,  it  will  at  length  be  determined  with 
more  precifion  than  at  prefent  what  differences  may  take 
place  in  the  cafes  themfelves,  and  confequently  the  principal 
faults  to  be  avoided,  the  precautions  moft  neceffary  to  be 
taken,  and  the  moft  effectual  methods  to  be  employed,  ac¬ 
cording  to  this  diverfitv.  We  fhall  consider  it  both  as  a 
duty  and  a  pleafure  to  infert  any  information  upon  this  po  nt 
in  our  following  publications,  fhould  Providence  furniih  us 
with  any  more  fubjecb. 
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PART  II. 


IF  the  publication  of  this  third  part  of  our  Memoirs  has 
not  been  fo  expeditious  as  the  preceding,  the  reader  will 
have  the  pleafure  to  find  it  was  not  for  the  want  of  matter. 
The  happy  fruits  of  our  edablithment  have  greatly  exceeded 
our  expectations  ;  and  it  is  now  upon  fuch  a  footing  that  we 
havereafon  to  hope  it  will  be  equally  durable  and  folid.  Nay 
we  have  reafon  to  promife  ourfeives  that  its  falutary  effe&s 
will  be  further  extended  from  the  general  approbation  it  re¬ 
ceives,  and  the  civil  edicts  which  have  been  iflued  upon  this 
occafion.  Tothofe  mentioned  in  our  fecond  part  we  may 
now  add  the  decrees  of  the  magidrature  of  Zeirikzee ,  Mid- 
dleburgy  FleJJingue^  Fere,  Groningen ,  Thole tf,  and  OveryJfeL 
Thefe  are  nearly  of  the  fame  tenor  with  the  others.  Thofe 
of  Flejfings  extend  to  hanged  perjons  the  fame  regulations  as 
are  prefcribed  in  favour  of  the  drowned. 

We  have  alfo  received  fome  frefh  encouragement  from 
abroad. 

The  mod  remarkable  is  an  ediCl  of  the  emprefs  queen,  of 
the  fird  of  July,  1769-  Ic  extends  its  directions  and  encou¬ 
ragements  not  only  to  the  drowned  or  hanged,  but  thofe  fuf- 
located  by  noxious  vapours,  whether  of  coals,  mud  of  fo¬ 
menting  liquors,  or  the  confined  air  of  wells,  citterns,  and 
caves. 

Dr.  Vecentini ,  whom  we  have  mentioned  above,  has  in¬ 
formed  us  that  his  Memoir  has  been  reprinted  at  Milan ,  bv 
order  of  the  magidrate  of  health  :  fo  that  this  charitable  de¬ 
fig  n  is  fpreading  through  Lombardy  ;  that  at  Venice  the  ma- 

gillrate 
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giilrate  has  ordered  a  number  of  fumigating  pipes  to  be  made 
and  depofited  with  the  principal  apothecaries  for  common 
ufe,  and  that  they  are  (hiking  a  filver  medal,  of  about  four 
lequins  value  (four  ducats  of  Holland)  which  is  to  be  the 
premium  of  a  cure.  This  gentleman  has  tranfmitted  to  us 
three  cafes  of  drowned  perfons  reftored. 

It  is  but  juft  alfo  that  we  make  mention  of  a  publication 
communicated  to  us  by  count  du  Bus>  grand  provoft  of  the 
city  of  Lijle.  And  we  cannot  avoid  expreiliog  our  aftonifh- 
ment  that  we  fhould  have  been  entirely  ignorant  of  the  con. 
tents  of  this  piece  when  our  defign  was  forming  This 
publication  contains  an  edia  of  the  magiftrates  in  favour  of 
drowned  perfons,  and  the  rules  to  be  followed  to  recover 
them.  They  are  perfe&ly  fimilar  to  thofe  we  have  recom 

E* cePtinS  tha£  in  f°me  cafes  bronchotomy  is  ad- 
viled.  Mr.  Le  Cat  alfo,  who  believes  that  air  blown  into 
the  lungs  is  one  of  the  moft  efficacious  methods,  express  his 
willies  that  a  fyphon  could  be  invented  to  be  introduced  into 
the  glottis,  after  elevating  the  epiglottis  by  a  proper  inftru- 
ment,  and  that  a  pair  of  fmall  bellows  were  adapted  to  this 
yphon  :  for  he  imagines  that  when  the  lungs  are  fufficient- 
Jy  warmed  by  the  air  communicated  from  the  mouth  of  an 
other  perfon,  the  external  air  moderately  cool  would  be 

much  more  proper  to  reftore  the  circulation  of  the 
fluids.  c

No  claim  is  made  upon  us  from  Friejland  and  OveryJJel  till 
the  magiftrates  have  declared  them  valid. 

In  our  own  city  we  lay  it  down  as  a  rule  to  take  the  moft 
particular  and  rigorous  informations ;  we  always  poftpone 
fatisfying  the  demands  of  the  claimants  till  the  following 
meeting,  in  order  to  gain  time  for  enquiry.  TV  e  do  not  con¬ 
fine  ourfelves  to  written  teilimonials,  but  we  fummon  the 
parties  and  examine  them  feparately.  We  have  alfo,  following 
the  hint  given  us  by  Mr.  De  Haen  of  Vienna ,  refolved  to  ques¬ 
tion  the  perfons  themfelves  who  have  been  reftored,  as  often 
as  this  is  practicable. 

I. 

Middeljhtm ,  in  the  province  of  Groningen,  June  26,  1769, 
Margaret  Harmannus  perceived  in  a  ditch,  the  fon  of  Henry 
Arys ,  aged  four  years.  Some  neighbours  ran,  upon  hearing 
her  cries,  and  took  the  child  out  of  the  water.  By  placing 
it  before  a  fire,  frictions,  and  blowing  of  air  into  the  inteftines 
through  a  tobacco  pipe,  he  began  to  recover  in  the  fpace  of 
half  an  hour,  and  was  perfectly  reftored. 


II. 

Holwyrda ,  in  the  province  of  Friejland,  July  3,  1769.  As 
the  children  of  Henry  Eppes  were  playing  in  a  field,  one  of 
them  fell  into  a  pit.  His  little  fifter  was  the  firft  who  per¬ 
ceived  it,  fhe  cried  out  to  her  brother  who  came  and  took  the 
child  out  for  dead.  Its  parents  tried  feveral  methods  by  which 
they  might  learn  whether  there  was  any  remaining  life. 
Thefe  being  fruitlefs,  they  determined  to  undrefs  and  lay 
him  out  upon  ftraw,  and  fent  a  meflenger  to  the  civil  officer 
that  he  might  examine  the  corpfe.  He  took  the  child  in  his 
arm,  warmed  him  by  the  fire,  and  blew  air  into  his  bowels. 
For  a  long  time  his  attempts  were  fruitlefs,  fo  that  the  pa¬ 
rents  aiked  him.  Why  do  you  take  fo  much  trouble  about  a 
dead  child  ?  His  life  is  gone  beyond  a  pofiibility  of  recovery. 
The  officer  notwithftanding  perfevered  ;  at  length  he  per¬ 
ceived  a  confiderable  change,  and  the  child  having  difcharged 
8  a  large 
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%  large  quantity  of  water  by  vomiting  and  by  ftool,  was  re¬ 
lieved,  and  perfectly  reftored.  It  is  impoffible  to  fay  how 
long  the  infant  had  lam  in  the  water,  but  it  is  certain,  that 
more  than  two  hours  were  elapfed  before  they  could  perceive 
anv  figns  of  life;  and  although  the  officer  began  his  opera¬ 
tions  at  three  o’clock,  the  child  was  not  able  to  fpeak  till 
eleven  in  the  evening.  He  was  pale  and  weakly  for  three 
months,  but  afterwards  recovered  his  health. 

III. 

Lewarden ,  September  3,  1769.  The  fon  of  Cornelius  Van 
Meningen ,  aged  about  four  years  and  a  half,  fell  into  the  Vh£l, 
HI  is  father  was  fo  fortunate  as  to  draw  him  out  with  a  crook, 
after  a  young  lad  had  attempted  in  vain  to  fetch  him,  by 
jumping  into  the  water.  Fie  was  reftored  to  life  by  means  of 
friHion,  warmth,  and  fumigation,  after  having  difcharged 
large  quantities  of  water,  and  other  fubftances,  by  vomiting 
and  ftool.  The  child  returned  to  fchool  in  three  days, 
healthy  and  chearful,  It  was  at  ieaft  half  an  hour  from  the 
time  the  firft  alarm  was  given  to  his  being  taken  out  of  the 
water. 

IV. 

Enkhuifen ,  September  4,  1769.  John ,  the  fon  of  Corne¬ 
lius  Bok ,  aged  about  fixteen  years,  fell  from  a  boat  into  a  wa¬ 
ter  called  Kniperfdyk ,  which  was  about  ten  feet  in  depth.  As 
the  boat  continued  to  advance,  no  one  could  tell,  to  about 
the  fpace  of  five  and  twenty  feet,  the  place  where  it  was  pro¬ 
per  to  fearch  for  him.  A  little  froth,  however,  upon  the  Air¬ 
fare,  feemed  to  indicate  the  fpot,  and  the  fuccefs  confirmed 
the  conjecture.  He  was  taken  out  with  a  hook,  dead  to  ap¬ 
pearance.  He  was  tolled  upon  a  barrel,  and  had  the  fmoke 
of  tobacco  blown  into  his  inteftines.  After  about  eight  mi¬ 
nutes  he  difcharged  a  quantity  of  water.  They  conveyed 
him  to  his  lodgings,  where  they  continued  the  ufual  opera¬ 
tions.  After  fome  time  he  uttered  feme  founds,  and  began  to 
cry.  In  two  days  he  was  perfectly  recovered. 

V. 

AbrahamVidanhe ,  zPortuguefe  Jew  and  change-broker,  aged 
fifty-two  years,  walking  along  the  canal  called  King/loot9 
near  Amjlerdam ,  was  feized,  as  he  afterwards  related,  with  a 
fudden  giddsnefs,  which  made  him  fall  into  the  water.  Two 
canal  fcourers,  who  faw  a  fki:  t  of  his  coat,  and  his  hat  float¬ 
ing  upon  the  furface,  drew  him  up  the  afliftance  of  their 
hooks  into  their  boat.  It  is  uncertain  how  long  he  had  re¬ 
mained 
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mained  in  the  water;  but  when  taken  out,  his  face  was 
fwoilen,  of  a  violet  colour,  and  his  mouth  covered  with  foam. 
The  attendants  blew  into  his  inteftines  by  means  of  a  pipe 
which  they  found  in  his  pocket.  This  being  repeafed  thrice, 
he  feemed  to  move  his  feet.  They  placed  him  before  a  large 
fire,  dreffed  him  in  dry  clothes,  and  bled  him.  He  recover¬ 
ed  gradually,  and  was  perfectly  cured. 

VX. 

Amjierdam ,  Sept.  7.  1769.  Mary ,  the  wife  of  John  Brin - 
kel ,  aged  thirty-feven  years,  fell  into  the  Princegraght ,  about 
half  paft  eight  in  the  evening,  having  miffed  the  quay  through 
the  darknefs  of  the  night.  Two  men  drew  her  out  with 
crochets,  after  fhe  had  remained  nearly  nine  minutes.  She 
was  without  pulfe,  and  breathlefs.  The  furgeon  recovered 
her  by  means  of  bleeding,  brandy  with  fait  and  pepper  pour¬ 
ed  into  her  throat  and  noftrils,  fridtion,  with  fpirit  of  fal 
ammoniac,  and  a  ftimulating  clyfter. 

VII. 

Amjierdam ,  Sept.  8,  1769.  At  half  paft  ten  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  Ann  Polak ,  a  German  Jewefs,  attempting  to  draw  fome 
water  out  of  the  new  Keizer [gr a ff,  near  the  IVefop-port ,  her 
foot  flipped,  and  in  her  fall  her  pail  ftruck  her  head,  fo  as  to 
ft un  her  immediately.  She  was  taken  out  and  laid  in  a  boat, 
where  fhe  was  bled.  Thence  they  conveyed  her  to  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  houfe,  where  they  employed  repeated  clyfters,  blow¬ 
ing  into  the  mouth  and  inteftines,  fridfions  along  the  fpine, 
with  fal  ammoniac,  without  any  favourable  change  being 
produced.  They  placed  her  in  a  chair  wrapped  up  in  a  warm 
blanket,  with  a  ftove  at  her  feet,  as  there  was  no  bed  in  the 
place.  About  half  an  hour  paft  one,  they  began  to  perceive 
a  feeble  pulfe.  By  continuing  the  fame  means  fhe  began  to 
perfpire.  At  four  o’clock  file  recovered  her  fpeech.  She 
had  afterwards  violent  convulfive  motions,  which  fome  me¬ 
dicines  appeafed.  The  bleeding  was  repeated  at  ten  o’clock, 
and  fhe  became  more  compofed.  This  perfon  recovered  her 
former  health. 

VIII. 

Horn ,  Sept.  15,  1769.  Two  young  men  paffmg  a  bridge 
in  a  countryman’s  waggon,  the  horfe  ftarted  at  fome  facks 
of  meal  that  were  ranged  upon  a  bench.  The  carriage  over¬ 
turned  in  a  ditch.  One  of  the  lads  who  was  at  the  fide,  hap¬ 
pily  jumped  upon  the  ground:  the  other,  who  was  in  the 
middle,  fell  into  the  ditch  under  the  carriage.  The  people 
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who  ran  to  his  aid,  were  for  fome  time  uncertain  where  to 
fearch  for  him  ;  at  length  they  perceived  a  leg  juft  above  the 
furface.  They  procured  a  ladder  the  better  to  approach  him, 
and  pulled  his  leg  with  force,  but  were  not  able  to  ftir  it, 
for  he  lay  upon  his  back,  with  his  head  downward  deep  in 
the  mud,  the  waggon  preffing  upon  him  ;  they  were  alfo 
em  bar  rafted  with  the  horfe  at  the  fide  of  it.  They  cut  the 
reins,  the  horfe  plunged  about  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the 
fpedfators  apprehended  he  muft  infallibly  be  deftroyed.  How¬ 
ever,  they  fucceeded  at  laft,  removed  the  horfe,  and  lifted  up 
the  carriage,  they  drew  the  lad  from  under  it  by  the  leg. 
He  was  to  all  appearance  dead,  and  fo  covered  with  mud, 
that  it  was  not  only  impoffible  to  diftinguiih  his  perfon,  but 
he  had  fcarcely  the  figure  of  a  human  being.  They  waflied 
him,  opened  his  ftiirt  collar,  for  his  face  and  neck  were  livid 
and  fwoln,  and  poured  fome  brandy  down  his  throat.  Some 
drawings  of  his  mouth  were  the  fir  ft  indications  of  remain¬ 
ing  life.  By  rolling  and  fhaking,  by  rubbing  him  with 
warm  cloths,  and  placing  him  before  a  large  fire,  the  figns  of 
life  increafed.  They  adminiftered  an  emetic,  which  madehirn 
give  up  a  large  quantity,  and  even  entire  pieces  of  mud„ 
They  put  him  into  a  warm  bed.  He  had  a  little  fever  that 
night,  the  next  day  he  was  well,  without  having  received 
the  leaft  bruife  or  contufion,  and  he  returned  home  in  a  car¬ 
riage. 

IX. 

Amflerdam ,  Sept.  27,  1769.  The  fon  of  Lucas  Venneulen. , 
playing  upon  the  new  quay  of  the  Raapcnburg ,  fell  under  the 
rails  into  the  water.  His  mother,  who  faw  the  accident 
from  a  window,  ran  haftily,  and  although  {he  was  advanced 
in  her  pregnancy,  jumped  over  the  rails,  intending  to  throw 
herfelf  into  a  boat  attached  to  the  quay,  but  miffing  her  aim 
fhe  alfo  was  expofed  to  the  fame  danger  with  her  child.  Her 
hufband  perceiving  a  tumult  in  the  ftreet,  as  he  was  returning 
home,  ran  up  ftairs  in  order  to  affift  his  wife  whom,  upon 
account  of  her  critical  fituation,  he  imagined  to  be  in  danger 
of  fome  emotion.  At  the  top  of  the  fteps  he  met  a  younger 
child,  that  wanted  to  follow  his  mother,  and  who,  had  not 
the  father  arrived,  would  certainly  have  been  expofed  to  dan¬ 
ger  alfo.  Informed  of  his  double  misfortune,  he  haftened  to 
the  fpot,  and  with  other  affiftants  he  faved  his  wife;  but 
more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  had  elapfed  before  they  could 
find  the  child,  and  draw  him  out  of  the  canal  with  a  hook. 
He  appeared  dead,  and  though  they  employed  both  in  the 
ftreets,  and  in  the  houfe,  various  methods,  they  all  feemed 
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unprofitable.  Bat  a  furgeon  arriving,  ordered  them  to  take 
off  his  wet  clothes,  and  wrapping  him  in  a  warm  covering, 
placed  him  before  a  fire.  He  poured  brandy  into  his  mouth, 
blew  down  his  throat  for  twelve  minutes  ;  at  laft  he  perceiv¬ 
ed  a  feeble  refpiration,  which  was  followed  by  a  deep  figh, 
and  afterwards  a  grinding  of  his  teeth,  and  convulfive  mo¬ 
tion  of  his  limbs.  When  he  had  employed  more  than  an 
hour  and  half  in  thefe  operations,  with  bleeding,  and  fric¬ 
tions,  the  child  became  more  calm  ;  there  remained,  how¬ 
ever,  a  great  anxiety  and  difficulty  of  breathing  the  next 
day,  from  which  a  fecond  bleeding  relieved  him,  and  in  a 
fhort  time  he  was  perfectly  cured. 

X. 

Amjlerda?n ,  Odlober,^,  1769.  John  Volkert ,  aged  about 
eighteen  years,  fell  into  the  Amfiel ,  near  the  Halvemoanfburg . 
He  was  taken  out  after  lying  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour. 
They  employed  the  ufual  methods,  viz.  blowing  into  hisin- 
teftines,  placing  him  before  a  fire,  rubbing  him  continually 
with  brandy  and  fait,  bleeding  him  in  the  arm,  and  apply¬ 
ing  clyfters  of  fait  and  water;  and  they  were fo  fuccefiful,  that 
the  next  day  he  was  able  to  depart  iot  Fr  if  eland. 

XI. 

Horn ,  October  7,  1769.  John  Janfz  lay  in  the  water, 
near  the  Turf-port ;  he  was  taken  out,  and  placed  in  a  boat 
to  all  appearance  dead,  a  foamy  fordes  ifiued  out  of  his  nofe 
and  mouth.  They  blew  into  his  inteftines  for  more  than 
half  an  hour,  before  any  figns  of  life  manifefted  themfelves. 
They  poured  Geneva  down  his  throat,  and  gave  him  a  vomit, 
which  had  no  effe£I ;  however,  the  child  began  the  following 
night  to  difcharge  his  urine,  though  with  great  pain.  His 
health  was  perfectly,  though  flowly  reftored. 

XII. 

Leyden ,  November  4,  1769.  Jacob  Clavan ,  journeyman 
tanner,  aged  twenty-three  years,  wanted  to  go  into  a  boat  to 
affift  his  aged  father  in  rowing  ;  but  the  fon  lofing  his  ba¬ 
lance,  fell  bead  foremofl  into  the  water,  and  went  to  the  bot¬ 
tom.  The  motion  which  he  made  with  his  arms  and  legs 
made  him  reafcend.  His  head  was  above  the  furface,  and  he 
exprefied  to  his  father  his  agonies  upon  the  profped!  of  death. 
He  plunged  again  holding,  as  he  afterwards  related,  his  nofe 
and  mouth  with  one  of  his  hands  to  hinder  the  water  from 
entering.  Several  perfons  ran  at  theciies  of  the  old  man  to 
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his  affiftance ;  and  after  they  had  endeavoured  for  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  they  railed  him  from  the  bottom  with  a 
boatman’s  hook.  *  They  left  him  upon  the  quay  feven  or  eight 
minutes  ;  they  then  carried  him  to  a  neighbouring  public 
houfe.  It  was  not  lefs  than  half  an  hour  from  his  being  taken 
out  to  their  attempting  any  means.  They  placed  him  before 
afire,  wrapped  up  warm;  this,  together  with  frictions  and 
bleeding,  (in  which  they  made  two  efiays  before  they  fucceed* 
ed)  the  application  of  cordial,  &c.  gradually  recovered  him, 
fo  that  they  were  able  to  convey  him  home  in  the  afternoon. 
He  was  indifpofed  for  a  few  days,  but  being  properly  treat¬ 
ed  by  his  phyfician,  he  was  perfedtly  cured. 

XIII. 

Arrifterdam ,  Nov.  17,  1769.  Antony  tv  Uneven ,  aged  fifty 
years,  being  upon  the Trippenburgwal^  and  being  in  liquor,  was 
attempting  to  evacuate  his  bladder,  leaning  again!!:  fome  baf- 
ke?s  which  flood  at  the  fide  of  the  canal.  Ihe  balkets  gave 
way,  and  he  fell  into  the  water.  He  was  taken  out  for  dead. 
They  carried  him  to  a  beer  cellar,  fufpended  him  with  his 
head  downwards,  fhook  him  brifkly,  and  poured  fome  olive 
oil  down  his  throat.  He  gave  figns  of  life,  and  afterwards 
feemed  pretty  well  recovered,  hut  he  died  two  days  after¬ 
wards.  If  what  is  alledged  concerning  his  being  drunk  be 
true,  it  may  be  confidered  as  a  probable  caufe  of  his  death,  as 
many  examples  prove  the  extreme  difficulty  of  recovering  per¬ 
sons  who  are  in  that  ftate,  at  the  time  they  fall  into  the  water. 

XIV. 

Groningen ,  Nov.  19,  1769.  Frederick ,  the  fon  of  Gaf- 
pard  Bojchman ,  aged  nine  years,  walking  his  hands  in  an 
opening  they  had  made  in  the  ice,  fell  into  it,  and  his  fall 
carried  him  immediately  under  the  ice.  His  brother,  (about 
eleven  years  old)  who  was  the  only  witnefs  of  the  difafter,  ran 
for  a  pole  into  the  houfe,  which  was  at  ihe  diftance  of 
forty  or  fifty  feet-  His  mother  enquiring  for  what  ufe  he 
wanted  it,  he  anfwered,  to  affift  his  b. other  who  was  fallen 
into  the  hole.  She  ran  to  the  fpot,  and  her  cries  drew  num¬ 
bers  to  her  aid,  but  it  was  in  vain  that  they  learched  for  the 
child  with  the  pole.  In  the  meanwhile,  the  father,  who 
was  talking  with  the  porter  fome  hundred  feet  from  the  place, 
being  informed  of  the  accident,  flies  to  the  place,  throws  off 
his  coat,  and  jumps  into  the  hole,  the  water  rifing  up  to  his 
fhoulders,  and  feels  for  the  child  with  his  feet.  This  being  in 
vain,  he  broke  the  ice,  which  was  two  inches  thick,  'with 
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his  hands,  and  fhoulders,  and  bread  ;  and  at  about  eight  feet 
diftance  from  the  entrance,  he  found  a  hand.  He  carried  the 
child  home,  fhaking  it,  and  walking  about  the  room  ;  they 
held  it  before  a  fire,  and  pulling  oft  his  itockings  beat  the 
bottom  of  his  feet,  rubbing  him  alfo  over  the  breaft  and  back 
with  warm  linen  ;  the  child  began  to  refpire  feebly*  They 
undrefled  him,  put  him  into  a  warm  bed,  placing  hot  water 
in  a  bottle  to  his  hands  and  hot  bricks  to  his  feet  and  back. 
They  made  him  fwallow  brandy  with  butter  melted  in  it, 
which  made  him  vomit  water  mixt  with  blood.  At  length 
he  began  to  weep  and  cry  out,  which  he  repeated  at  intervals 
till  he  recovered  his  fenfes  entirely.  His  health  was  doubt¬ 
ful  for  fome  time,  but  at  laid  he  was  perfectly  recovered. 

A  medal  was  alfo  given  to  the  father  to  perpetuate  the  re¬ 
membrance  of  fo  extraordinary  a  deliverance. 

XV. 

Haarlem,  December  2,  1769.  Adam  Florie,  a  very  aged 
man,  fell  into  the  canal  about  ten  o’clock  at  night ;  the  quay 
was  high,  and  the  place  very  muddy  ;  he  funk,  and  remain¬ 
ed  at  the  bottom.  Thedarknefs  was  fo  great  that  they  had  a 
difficulty  to  find  him  ;  he  remained  there  near  half  an  hour 
before  he  could  be  taken  out.  They  placed  him  before  a 
large  fire,  and  two  men  rubbed  him  inceffiantly  with  warm 
cloths  ;  the  furgeon  gave  him  fome  cordials  and  fpirituous 
liquors,  and  wrapt  him  up  in  warm  blankets.  He  recovered 
his  fenfes,  and  gave  hopes  of  a  perfect  re-eftablifhment,  but 
he  died  five  days  afterwards.  His  phyfician  attributed  his 
death  to  a  pleurify,  for  which  he  was  blooded  three  times, 
but  in  vain. 

XVI. 

Amjierdam ,  December  6,  1769.  Elizabeth  Spermondt ,  an 
aged  woman,  fell,  about  feven  o’clock  in  the  evening,  into 
the  j Egelanteerfgraght  \  (lie  was  taken  out  by  means  of  a  hook, 
and  carried  into  a  public  houfe:  the  methods  which  brought 
her  to  herfelf,  were  fhaking  and  rubbing  her,  blowing  into 
her  inteftines,  and  warmth,  to  which  was  added  bleeding  her 
after  fhe  was  conveyed  home.  She  died  foon  after. 

XVII. 

December  22,  1769.  John  Valk  was  travelling  in  the  night- 
boat  from  Gouda,  betwixt  Ouderkerk  and  Amjierdam\  he  want- 
en  to  difeharge  his  urine,  his  foot  flipt,  and  he  fell  into  the 
Atnjlel *  Ir  required  fome  time  to  inform  the  boifeman,  flop 
the  boat,  and  return  to  the  fpot,  The  feeble  glimmering  of 
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the  moon  enabled  them  to  difcover  his  hair  and  part  of  his 
arm  above  the  water  ;  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  had 
puffed  from  the  time  of  his  falling  to  his  being  brought  on 
board.  Peter  Knuy fling  of  Rotterdam  ftretched  him  out  upon 
the  middle  bench  of  the  boat,  with  his  belly  downwards 
upon  cufhions.  Defiring  the  paflengers  to  light  their  pipes, 
they  prepared,  fourteen  or  fifteen;  of  which  he  blew  the  fmoke 
into  the  inteftmes  ;  at  the  feventh  pipe  he  gave  the  firfi:  faint 
figns  of  life,  and  threw  up  fome  mouthfuls  of  water.  His 
motions  becoming  more  apparent,  Knuyfting  rubbed  more  than 
half  an  hour  his  bread  and  belly,  with  the  handkerchiefs  with 
which  the  afiiftants  furnifhed  him  in  their  turns,  after  having 
warmed  them  by  means  of  the  (loves  in  the  boat.  When 
they  arrived  at  the  Beerynbyt  without  Amjlerdam ?  which  was 
about  an  hour  and  a  half  from  the  fall,  Falk  had  recovered 
flrength  enough  to  fit  upon  his  feat,  though  he  could  neither 
fpeak  nor  move.  They  carried  him  to  an  inn,  and  put  him 
into  a  warm  bed  ;  an  hour  after  Knuyjling  gently  entered  his 
chamber  fufpeding  he  was  afieep,but  hearing  him  complain  of 
excefiive  cold,  he  ordered  a  pewter  bottle  filled  with  boiling 
water  to  his  feet.  A  furgeon,  who  was  fenc  for,  came  and 
opened  a  vein,  which  expedited  his  recovery.  He  fpoke 
concerning  bufinefs  with  the  companions  of  his  voyage,  and 
in  the  evening  he  returned  alone,  and  without  feeling  any  in- 
difpofition  by  the  Gouda  bark. 

XVIII. 

Amjlerdam ,  December  26,  1769.  At  ten  o’clock  at  night 
Ida  Potyery  a  fervant,  emptying  fome  filth  into  the  Cingle , 
fhe  fell  in  ;  feveral  perfons  attempted  to  affifi;  her  in  vain,  till 
Bernard  Aka  arriving,  took  off  his  coat  and  waiftcoat,  fwam 
to  her  and  drew  her  on  fliore.  They  carried  her  to  a  tavern, 
and  poured  fome  brandy  down  her  throat  ;  and  afterwards  to 
her  mailer’s  houfe,  where  Ihe  was  placed  before  a  large  fire, 
d  relied  in  warm  clothes,  and  bled  in  the  arm.  She  recovered 
her  fenfes  by  degrees,  and  her  cure  was  afterwards  com¬ 
pleted. 

XIX. 

Am/lerdam ,  January  2,  1770,  was  taken  out  of  the 
Prince  Gragbt  for  dead  Ann  Kortraadt ,  fempftrefs,  aged  fifty- 
one  years.  It  is  probable  fhe  threw  herfelf  into  it  through 
defpair,  or  from  being  out  of  her  mind,  of  which  fhe  had 
given  fome  other  fymptoms.  It  is  not  known  how  Jong  fhe 
had  remained  there,  but  they  found  her  floating  upon  her 
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back  5  they  carried  her  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  "John  Plaat  fur* 
o;eon,  who  laid  her  by  a  good  fire,  dried  the  body,  and  made 
her  fwallow  fome  tea,  with  a  few  drops  of  fpirits  of  fal  am¬ 
moniac,  with  which  he  alfo  rubbed  her  neck  and  temples  ; 
he  then  gave  her  brandy  with  pepper.  After  fome  hours  fhe 
made  a  confufed  noife,  and  then  fell  into  a  fit,  which  conti¬ 
nued  about  half  an  hour,  in  which  fhe  laughed,  &c.  She 
then  became  more  tranquil,  and  was  fo  far  recovered  at  half 
paft  nine  o'clock  as  to  be  able  to  be  conduced  home  in  a 
carriage. 

XX. 

Rotterdam ,  January  13,  1770.  Johanna  Oubuid ,  aged 
fifty-four  years,  went  to  draw  water  out  of  a  canal  near  to  the 
eaftern  gate;  as  it  was  a  fro  ft,  and  the  ground  fiippery,  fhe 
fell  with  the  hook  in  her  hand  through  the  ice,  having  loft 
at  the  fame  inftant  her  fenfes  by  fear  and  the  cold.  The 
current  near  the  fluice  drew  her  fome  paces  from  the  place  ; 
a  neighbour,  who  came  upon  the  fame  bufinefs  a  quarter  of 
an  hour  afterwards,  perceived  the  fkirt  of  her  petticoat  float¬ 
ing  from  under  the  ice  ;  fire  calied  out  for  help,  and  feven 
or  eight  minutes  were  elapfed  before  they  had  taken  out  the 
drowned  woman,  and  laid  for  dead  upon  the  quay.  They 
carried  her  home,  poured  brandy  down  her  throat,  took  off 
her  wet  clothes,  placed  her  in  bed  betwixt  two  warmed  blan-. 
kets,  with  a  ftove  at  her  feet,  and  a  pitcher  of  hot  water 
againft  her  body  :  thefe,  with  fridlions  and  fumigations,  pro¬ 
duced  in  the  fpace  of  half  an  hour  the  firft  figns  of  life, 
which  were  a  motion  in  the  eyes,  heaving  a  figh,  and  a 
feeble  putfe  ;  fome  time  after  fhe  vomited  water,  coughed, 
fieemed  much  oppreffed,  but  continued  fenfelefs.  She  after¬ 
wards  came  to  herfelf,  and  fiept  in  the  night  at  intervals  with 
tranquillity!  The  next  day  fhe  complained  of  a  ficknefs, 
which  was  appeafed  by  remedies  ;  venefedfion  was  omitted, 
becaufe  of  her  delicate  conftitution  ;  (lie  was  alfo  troubled 
with  a  fhortnefs  of  breath.  We  were  informed  on  the  6th 
of  February,  that  fhe  was  fo  well  that  they  were  in  hopes  of 
a  fpeedy  recovery. 

XXI. 

Nykitk  in  Friejland ,  January  24,  1770.  Eve,  the  wife  of 
John  R Binders' fell  into  the  canal,  and  continued  at  leaft  half 
an  hour  under  the  ice.  She  was  taken  to  a  neighbour’s 
houfe,  undieffed  before  a  hrge  fire,  wrapt  in  a  warm  fhift 
and  blankets,  ana  put  into  a  warm  bed  ;  after  which  the 
application  of  cherry-brandy,  and  continued  fridlion,  re¬ 
covered 
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Covered  in  about  half  an  hour  fir  ft  her  fenfes,  then  her 
ftrengtb,  and  at  laft  her  health. 

XXII. 

Hilverfum ,  February  io,  1770.  The  fon  of  MindertFan 
Goch ,  about  two  years  old,  fell  into  a  pit  or  opening  not 
more  than  a  foot  deep,  but  the  child  remained  there  half  an 
hour,  with  his  head  at  the  bottom,  and  his  feet  in  the  air  ;  a 
man  who  palled  by  took  him  out  and  carried  him  to  his  mo¬ 
ther  ;  he  was  neglected  as  dead  for  another  half  hour  ;  a 
phyfician  however  was  lent  for,  who  purfued  the  ufual  me¬ 
thods,  viz.  fumigation,  warmth,  fridlions,  irritating  gly f- 
ters,  as  alfo  ftimulating  the  epiglottis  and  root  of  the  tongue: 
this  latter  made  him  render  a  ropy  water,  and  utter  a  found. 
The  child  flept  well  in  the  night,  and  the  next  day  had 
a  fmall  degree  of  fever;  they  gave  him  a  purgative,  and  he 
difeharged  a  quantity  of  fordes  and  fandy  clay.  This  child 
perfectly  recovered. 

XXIII. 

Rotterdam ,  February  26,  1770.  John  Ko/c ,  fifteen  years 
old,  who  worked  with  a  brufh-maker,  was  fent  to  draw  two 
pails  of  water  from  the  Blaak ;  he  defeended  the  fteps  of  the 
quay,  and  in  filling  the  firft  pail  his  foot  dipt,  he  fell  in, 
and  went  to  the  bottom.  His  mailer  finding  that  he  tarried 
longer  than  ufual,  began  to  be  uneafy,  and  going  to  the  quay 
he  faw  but  one  pail  upon  the  ground.  He  ran  for  a  hook, 
but  as  it  was  early  in  the  morning  he  was  obliged  to  knock 
at  three  doors  before  he  could  procure  one.  After  fome  in¬ 
effectual  fearches  he  at  laft  drew  the  lad  from  under  a  boat ; 
he  had  been  about  half  an  hour  under  water;  his  eyes  were 
clofed,  his  countenance  pale,  his  mouth  was  covered  with 
foam,  nor  was  their  any  pulfation  in  his  heart  or  arteries. 
Though  they  confidered  him  as  dead,  yet  they  fent  for  a  fur- 
geon  ;  the  furgeon  took  off  his  wet  clothes,  covered  him  with 
a  blanket,  rubbed  him  with  brandy  and  fait,  &c.  for  a  long 
time  his  labour  was  in  vain,  but  at  laft  they  perceived  a 
drawing  in  one  of  his  arms  ;  he  opened  his  eyes,  and  uttered 
an  unintelligible  found.  He  gradually  came  to  himfelf,  and 
complaining  of  an  oppreffion,  he  was  relieved  by  bleeding. 
A  fudorific  medicine  made  him  fweat  profufely  in  the  night  ; 
the  next  day  a  purgative  was  adminiftered,  and  in  a  few  days 
he  returned  to  his  work  without  any  inconvenience.  Though 
this  lad  was  the  youngeft  of  four,  yet  he  did. not  coritribute 
the  leaft  towards  the  fupport  of  his  aged  parents. 
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XXIV. 

The  Hague,  February  27,  1770.  Mary  le  Febvre  fell  into 
a  water  which  terminates  the  garden  of  the  Old  Court;  they 
who  had  taken  her  out  having  made  feveral  fruitlefs  attempts 
to  recover  her,  carried  her  to  a  public  houfe  ;  the  furgeon 
whom  they  fent  for  ordered  them  to  put  on  her  dry  linen,  to 
be  covered  warm,  and  employing  fridfions  and  bleedings,  &c. 
in  the  fpace  of  an  hour  and  half  fhe  revived.  They  put  her 
into  bed,  and  fhe  found  herfelf  tolerably  well  for  four  hours  ; 
file  then  complained  that  fhe  fuffcred  great  pain,  and  expired 
immediately.  The  caufe  was  probably  an  abfcefs,  which 
broke  within  her  ;  her  parents  having  declared  that  for  fome 
time  fhe  had  had  violent  pains  in  the  breaff. 

XXV. 

Gouda ,  March  3, 1770.  Elizabeth  daughter  of  Cornelius  Krap, 
aged  four  years  and  a  half,  was  taken  out  of  the  canal  for 
dead-  There  is  reafon  to  think  fhe  had  been  more  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  under  water.  When  fhe  was  carried 
home  they  rolled  her  up  naked  in  a  woollen  blanket,  and 
laid  her  upon  a  bed,  without  attempting  any  thing  farther. 
Some  perfons  coming  in  afterwards  found  the  child  cold  as 
ice,  her  limbs  were  If  iff,  and  there  was  no  pulfe.  Two  men 
undrefTed  themfelves,  and  lay  on  each  fide  under  the  cover¬ 
ing,  of  whom  one  blew  air  into  her  lungs,  and  the  other 
the  fmoke  of  tobacco  into  her  inteflines.  Thefe  and  the 
other  methods  purfued  for  the  fpace  of  two  hours  and  a  half, 
perfectly  reffored  her. 

XXVI. 

Amjlerdam,  March  13,  1770.  Meyer  Nathan  Cohen ,  a  Jew, 
aged  lixty  years,  taken  out  of  the  water  and  carried  into 
a  beer  cellar,  was  treated  in  nearly  the  fame  manner  and  with 
the  fame  fuccefs. 

XXVII. 

Amjlerdamy  March  19,  1770.  Francis  de  Groot  and  two 
others  recalled  to  life  Catherine  Van  Diepen.  They  had  taken 
her  out  of  the  Damraak  near  the  fifh-market ;  as  fhe  was 
known  to  them  they  immediately  carried  her  home  to  the 
Nes.  They  warmed,  dried,  and  rubbed  her  for  half  an  hour, 
when  they  felt  a  puliation  ;  then  took  feven  ounces  of  blood 
from  the  left  arm,  after  which  fhe  immediiately  revived. 
They  gave  her  a  large  glafs  of  brandy,  and  about  half  an  hour 
paff  eleven  fhe  was  in  a  great  meafure  reffored. 
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XXVIII, 

Near  Bois  le  Due ,  in  the  lordfhip  of  Ltempden ,  February  28, 
i77°*  Balthazar  Adrien  Mulders ,  aged  about  five  years,  fon 
of  the  widow  of  Mulders ,  flipt  into  a  ditch  not 

far  from  his  home.  His  little  brother  acquainting  their  mo¬ 
ther  with  it,  ihe  ran,  jumped  into  the  ditch,  and  placed  the 
child  by  the  fide  of  it.  T  he  neighbours,  alarmed  by  her  cries, 
aflembled,  one  of  them  carried  the  child  into  a  houfe,  an¬ 
other  ran  for  the  furgeon,  who  immediately  applied  the 
means  we  have  recommended.  He.  blew  up  the  intefrines 
with  a  tobacco-pipe,  held  under  his  nofe  the  tirnfhire  of 
camphire  ;  he  ftimulated  the  nottrils,  and  the  infideof  the 
throat,  and  rubbed  the  fpine  of  his  back  with  the  fame  tinc¬ 
ture.  The  child  was  put  into  a  hot  bed  betwixt  two  of  his 
brothers,  and  taking  a  draught,  he  fweated  profufely.  The 
next  day  he  was  well. 

XXIX. 

Amjlerdarn ,  April  ir,  1770.  Ermina  Clerq,  aged  feven 
years,  fell  into  a  ditch,  four  feet  deep,  out  of  the  Raa?n« 
r'oert,  near  the  mill  called  Sampfon.  She  was  entirely  under 
the  water,  but  Marian  Doom ,  who  accidently  palled  that 
way,  perceived  the  end  of  the  ribband  of  her  cap,  near  the 
fide.  Ir  was  in  attempting  to  reach  this  ribband  that  (he 
perceived  fomebody  was  drowned.  Her  fright  rendered  her 
incapable  off  adding  ;  but  her  cries  drew  Gerard  Vuurens  to 
the  place.  He  took  out  the  child,  whofe  head  was  fwoln 
and  livid,  as  if  {he  had  been  ftranglea  :  the  eyes  inflamed, 
and  the  mouth  covered  with  foam.  He  carried  it  to  the  kit¬ 
chen  or  the  mill,  and,  aided  by  two  others,  he  undreffed  the 
child  before  a  fire,  blew  air  and  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  into 
the  intefHnes,  which  fomewhat  revived  her.  They  then  gave 
her  a  lirtle  brandy,  rubbed  her,  put  her  into  a  warm  bed, 
adminiftered  a  clyfter,  and  took  away  feme  blood,  which 
completed  her  cure. 

XXX. 

AmJlerdam ,  May  7,  1770.  At  half  pafi  four  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  the  following  accident  happened  hear  the  Brewers  Grarbt. 
Peter  Nobel,  aged  about  thirty  years,  boatman  to  the  corn- 
lighter  belonging  to  the  Golden  Salmon ;  conduHing  his  boat 
to  the  poll:,  in  order  to  load,  his  pole  flhpt,  which  made  him 
fxumff  e  and  fall  upon  his  back  111  the  wafer.  He  related  to 
us  afterwards,  that  he  immediately  made  an  effort  to  turn 
himfelr,  in  order  to  fwim,  but  either  for  want  of  dexterity, 
or  from  the  confufion  his  danger  created,  he  could  not  f'uc- 
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ceed:  that  perceiving  himfelf  going  to  the  bottom,  he  loft  his 
courage,  principally  becaufe  it  was  fo  early,  and  he  had  feen 
no  body  near  the  place  who  might  aflift  him  ;  however,  he 
held  his  hand  before  his  mouth  to  prevent  the  water  from  en¬ 
tering  ;  that  he  looked  up  towards  the  light,  hoping  that  if 
anything  was  attempted  for  his  relief,  he  Ihould  perceive  it ; 
and  that  in  thefe  terrible  moments  he  had  prayed  to  God  for 
his  deliverance  ;  that  this  was  the  laft  idea  he  could  recoi¬ 
led:  ;  and  that  when  he  came  to  himfelf  he  was  in  doubt 
whether  he  was  a£tually  in  this  world  or  not. 

A  young  lad  who  faw  him  fall  at  a  diftance,  found  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  meet  with  any  body  that  would  aflift  him,  and  it 
was  above  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  they  drew  him  on  board 
a  veflel.  As  foon  as  tney  perceived  life  in  him,  they  made 
him  fwallow  brandy  and  oil  of  olives,  which  vomited  him 
confiderably.  Fearing  to  alarm  his  mother,  hedefired  to  be 
conveyed  to  the  houfe  of  a  friend,  who  gave  him  d^y  linen, 
and  placed  him  in  his  own  warm  bed.  A  phyfician  being 
called  in  upon  account  of  a  pain  in  his  head  and  breaft,  his 
prefcriptions  were  fo  efficacious,  that  the  patient  was  con¬ 
duced  home  in  a  carriage  about  eight  o’clock  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  to  the  inexpreffible  joy  of  an  aged  and  infirm  mother 
of  whom  he  was  the  only  fupport. 

XXXI. 

Rotterdam,  May  21 ,  1770.  Everard ,  aged  about  feven 
years,  the  fon  of  Everard  Viffenburg,  journeyman  cooper, 
was  taken  out  of  the  water  for  dead.  1'hey  firft  carried  him 
to  a  tavern,  where  they  rolled  him  for  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
upon  a  barrel,  and  poured  brandy  down  bis  throat,  but  with¬ 
out  any  fuccefs.  The  furgeon  afterwards  arrived.  He  or¬ 
dered  the  child  to  be  put  to  bed,  vand  by  the  ufual  frictions, 
with  fpirits  of  wine  and  fal  ammoniac,  byclyftersof  tobacco 
water  and  fait,  and  by  blowing  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up  his 
body,  and  by  bleeding  him  in  the  jugular  vein;  by  thefe 
means  employed  about  two  hours  and  a  half,  the  pulfe,  refpi- 
ration,  motion,  and  fpeech  were  reftored  ;  but  his  fenfes  were 
not  perfectly  recovered  till  after  he  had  flept  about  two  hours. 

XXXII. 

Maaflandflys^AdLy  27 ,  1770.  Nicolas ,  the  fon  of  John 
Gyling ,  fell  into  a  ciftern,  where  the  water  w«s  five  feet  deep. 
Several  fruitlefs  attempts  were  made  to  take  him  out,  fo  that 
more  than  twenty  minutes  wTere  elapfed  before  they  accom- 
plifhed  their  purppfe,  And  according  to  all  appearance  he 
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was  dead.  They  employed  the  ufual  methods  for  about  half 
an  hour,  when  a  rumbling  in  his  bowels  was  the  firft  mark 
of  remaining  life.  In  two  hours  and  a  half  he  began  to  fob 
and  cry,  he  flept  for  half  an  hour,  his  natural  warmth  return¬ 
ed,  and  in  a  little  time  he  was  prefeStly  reftored. 

XXXI. 

Amjlerdam ,  May  28,  1771-  Fran  got  s  Capuyn ,  journeyman 
carpenter,  was  taken  out  of  the  Spuy  at  noon.  He  appeared 
abfolutely  dead.  Yet  the  fmoke  of  more  than  three  pipes  of 
tobacco  blown  into  his  inteftines  through  the  fheath  of  a 
knife;  fridfions  along  the  fpine,  with  brandy,  wine,  and 
fait,  and  an  emetic,  reftored  him  fo  far  to  his  fenfes  as  to  be 
able  to  receive  extreme  undfion.  He  groaned  inceflantly, 

and  died  at  half  an  hour  paft  three  o’clock.

XXXIV. 

Haarlem ,  June  3,  1770.  The  wife  of  Adrien  Bezem ,  aged 
forty-fix  years,  fell  into  the  Beek  at  two  o’clock  in  the  after¬ 
noon.  The  caufe  of  her  fall  was  probably  an  epileptic  fit, 
an  evil  to  which  fhe  was  fubje£h  She  was  taken  out  by 
means  of  a  hook,  after  fhe  had  been  in  the  water  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour.  Mr.  ''John  van  Tekelenburg ,  a  furgeon  in 
the  city,  was  called  in,  who  gives  us  the  following  account. 

She  appeared  without  any  figns  of  life  ;  her  eyes  were  half 
clofed,  and  extremely  dim  ;  her  head  fell  in  every  direction, 
following  her  pofition  ;  her  limbs  were  relaxed,  and  her  na¬ 
tural  heat  feemed  entirely  extinguifhed.  The  methods  em¬ 
ployed  were,  fumigation,  fri&ions,  irritation  of  the  noftrils, 
with  fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac,  and  of  the  throat  with  a  feather, 
and  venefection. 

In  the  fpace  of  an  hour  (he  opened  her  mouth  and  fwallow- 
ed  fome  wine,  fhe  feemed  to  underftand  when  I  fpoke  to 
her,  but  could  not  utter  any  found.  After  the  application  of 
another  hour,  fhe  fpoke  diftinclly,  called  her  hufband,  and 
talked  with  him  about  the  accident.  In  the  even¬ 
ing  file  threw  up  fome  phlegm  mixed  with  blood;  the  next 
morning  1  found  her  perfectly  in  her  fenfes,  though  fhe  had 
had  fome  attacks  of  her  fits. 

This  gentleman  afterwards  acquainted  us  with  the  per¬ 
fect  recovery  of  her  health. 

XXXV. 

Leuwarde ,  June  7,  1770.  Ildegonde ,  the  daughter  o $  John 
Abrahams ,  age!  four  years  and  three  months,  was  milled  at 
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the  time  of  her  coming  from  fchool.  Upon  feeking  for  heb 
file  was  found  in  the  Vllci  againft  the  quay  near  her  parent 
habitation.  As  nearly  as  can  he  prefumed  (he  had  been  half 
an  hour  in  the  water,  her  head  downwards.  She  was  taken 
out,  undrefTed,  dried  by  the  fire,  rubbed  with  warm  cloths, 
&c.  till  the  child  groaned,  cried,  evacuated  by  (fool  and  vo- 
tn  ting.  They  continued  the  employment  of  thefe  methods, 
and  (lie  was  recovered. 

XXXVI. 

Jifp,  in  North  Holland ,  June  ii,  1 770.  Cornelius ,  the 
ion  of  Antony  van  der  Spryt ,  turfman,  aged  about  eighteen 
years,  fell  into  the  Zwet ,  the  pole  having  fliped  from  him. 
He  was  taken  out  in  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  He  was 
refiored  by  the  fumes  of  tobacco,  warming  the  body,  and 
giving  warm  red  wine  to  drink.  It  was  in  about  two  hours 
that  they  faw  their  endeavours  crowned  with  fuccefs. 

XXXVII. 

Groningen ,  June  12,  1770.  A  child  nine  years  old  fell 
into  the  Zuyderdiep ,  and  remained  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
under  water.  It  was  taken  out.  Water  ran  cut  of  his 
mouth.  They  fhook  him,  he  gave  up  more  water,  and 
fome  figns  of  life  appeared.  They  carried  him  home,  and  the 
next  day  ptofdlor  Camper  was  witnefs  to  his  perfect  recovery. 

XXXVIII. 

In  the  diffridf  of  Hardegaryp ,  in  Friejlahd ,  June  18,  1770. 
T  he  child  of  William  Sybrens ,  fell  into  the  canal.  His  mo¬ 
ther  firfl  difcovered  it,  perceiving  its  hat  float  upon  the  wa¬ 
ter.  She  acquainted  her  hufband,  who  leaped  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  and  took  the  child  out.  They  rolled  it  upon  a  barrel, 
and  blew  into  its  bowels.  After  they  had  employed  the 
proper  methods  for  an  hour  and  a  half,  the  child  recovered, 
and  the  next  day  was  lively  and  a£Hve. 

XXXIX. 

Amjlerdam ,  July  8,  1770.  Two  children,  the  one  of  ten, 
the  other  of  five  years  old,  wandered-  out  of  the  Raampoorf . 
The  younger  miltaking,  in  all  probability,  the  mofs  which 
covered  a  ditch  for  a  meadow,  fell  in.  The  elder  raifed  art 
alarm.  Some  of  the  neighbours  came  and  took  the  child  out. 
The  fhook  him  upon  the  fpot  :  he  vomhed  up  fome  water, 
cried,  and  gave  other  figns  of  life.  As  they  were  carrying 
him  home  all  thefe  figns  difappeared  ;  his  face  was  of  a  violet 
colour,  his  eyes  open,  but  fixed  and  dull,  his  mouth  fhut. 
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and  bloody  foam  hanging  about  his  teeth*  there  was  no 
puliation  of  heart  or  arteries ;  his  belly  was  diffended,  and 
all  his  limbs  relaxed. 

The  furgeon  being  called,  ordered  him  to  be  dried 
with  warm  clothes :  this,  with  the  application  of  fat  ammo¬ 
niac,  and  bleeding,  produced  the  defired  efFedt  ;  and  although 
he  was  feverijfh,  and  in  other  refpects  indifpofed,  yet  he  was 
perfectly  cured  by  the  care  of  the  furgeon. 

XL. 

Schiedam ,  July  n,  1770.  Frederic  Kleyn  it  11  into  the  wa¬ 
ter,  called  Noordveji .  A  man  on  the  oppofite  fhore  came  in 
a  boat  to  his  affiftance,  but  lofing  his  balance  in  attempting 
to  feize  the  drowned  perfon,  he  fell  overboard.  Another  boat 
was  brought,  and  he  was  taken  out,  but  the  firft  mentioned 
had  funk  to  the  bottom,  the  attendants  relaxing  their  dili¬ 
gence,  from  a  perfuafion  that  he  was  already  dead.  They 
were  perfuaded,  however,  to  attempt  his  relief,  and  in  more 
than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  fpent  in  vain,  they  at  laft  fucceed- 
ed.  He  was  coid,  livid,  fwoln,  without  pulfe,  refpiration, 
fenfation,  or  motion.  Upon  fhakinghim  for  a  quarter  of  ait 
hour,  water  ifiued  from  his  mouth.  They  carried  him  to 
a  diftillerv,  placed  him  near  warm  caldrons,  and  drew 
about  nine  ounces  of  blood  from  him.  They  then  perceived 
fome  convulfive  motions  in  his  neck  and  head.  This  was 
about  three  quarters  of  an  hour  from  his  fall.  They  rubbed 
his  body  with  warm  linen,  fprinkled  with  dry  fait.  The  mo¬ 
tion  encreafed,  he  began  to  figh  and'  groan  mournfully. 
In  about  an  hour  and  half  from  his  fall  he  opened  his  eyes  ; 
in  another  half  hour  his  fenfes  returned,  he  fat  up  and  fmoked 
his  pipe,  complaining  of  an  oppreffion  ;  he  was  blooded  a 
feconcl  time.  At  night  he  was  well  enough  to  return  to  his 
mafler,  and  a  third  bleeding  entirely  recovered  him. 

XLL 

In  the  territory  of  Purmur ,  in  North  Holland ,  July  23* 
1770.  Simon  Janjen  Hajler  and  his  wife,  having  fought 
with  anxiety  their  child,  aged  four  years,  found  him  in  the 
water.  He  was  taken  out  and  recovered  to  life  by  warmth, 
frictions,  fumigations,  bleeding,  &c.  At  fix  o’clock  in  the 
evening  there  were  no  remains  of  the  accident  but  the  fright* 
which  foon  vanifhed. 

XLII. 

In  the  village  of  Gajlmeer ,  in  Frifeland ,  July  27,  1770. 
Gerard  Tjipkes,  aged  fifteen  months,  was  taken  out  of  the 

water

water  and  recovered  by  fhaking,  warmth,  and  the  fmoke  of 
tobacco. 

XLIII. 

Leyden ,  Sept.  17,  1770.  About  nine  o’clock  in  the  even¬ 
ing,  Matthew  Verburg ,  aged  fifty- five  years,  drowned  hinnfelf. 
He  was  taken  out  of  the  water  by  a  perfon  who  heard  the 
fall.  By  blowing  into  his  inteftines,  and  rubbing  him  with 
carminative  fpirit  mixed  with  fait  and  warm  water,  they  per¬ 
ceived  in  a  quarter  of,  an  hour  a  motion  in  his  lower  lip. 
The  lurgeon  took  from  him  about  fix  ounces  of  blood.  Thefe 
means  recalled  him  to  his  fenfes.  The  next  he  was  indif* 
pofed  ;  the  third  he  was  able  to  go  abroad  as  ufual. 

X  LI  V. 

Haarlem ,  Sept.  19,  1770.  Peter  Stegman ,  glazier  and 

painter,  was  informed  that  his  fon  Lewis  was  juft  taken  out 
of  the  water,  where  he  had  lain  about  fourteen  minutes.  He 
ran  to  the  place,  took  the  child  in  his  arms,  the  blood  ran 
from  his  mouth  and  nofe,  as  he  had  cut  his  tongue  in  the 
fall.  But  by  the  aid  of  fumigations,  warmth,  blowing  into 
his  lungs,  & c.  the  child  at  length  began  to  vomit,  and 
afterwards  was  perfe&ly  reftored. 
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XLV. 

Amjlerdam ,  in  the  quarter  called  the  French-pad,  Sept.  24. 
1770.  Peter  Kalis ,  aged  fixty-three,  fell  into  the  water, 
where  he  remained  at  leaft  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  They  re¬ 
called  him  to  life  by  blowing  air  into  his  lungs  by  a  pipe,  and 
the  fmoke  of  tobacco  into  his  inteftines  through  a  (heath,  by 
warming  him  before  a  baker’s  oven,  and  by  frictions. 

xlvi. 

Edam ,  October  2,  1770.  Didier,  the  fon  of  John  Klees, 
bad  been  above  a  quarter  of  an  hour  under  water  before  he 
was  taken  out.  By  placing  him  before  a  baker’s  oven,  and 
employing  the  ufual  methods,  he  recovered  in  about  three 
hours. 

XLVII. 

Amjlerdam ,  Odfober  6,  1770.  At  five  o’clock  in  the 
morning,  the  fame  means  as  in  the  other  cafe,  have  been  in- 
ftrumental  in  faving  the  life  of  Godfrey  Peter  Peget ,  an  old 
man  of  fixty,  who  attempted  to  drown  himfelf  betwixt  the 
Xeedyk  and  the  Scbreyerjboek. 

XLV  III. 

Amjlerdam ,  Q&ober  19,  1770.  At  eight  o’clock  in  the 

evening 
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evening,  Gertrude  Greevingh^  aged  thirty-four  years,  (ripping 
upon  the  bridge  called  Oesje/brug ,  flipt  between  the  rails,  and 
fell  into  the  water.  She  was  carried  by  the  current  twenty 
feet  from  the  bridge.  William  Cuyper ,  who  was  amangft 
thofe  whom  the  nolle  of  her  fail  had  brought  to  the  piace, 
was  told  it  was  impoffible  to  fave  her,  but  he  refolved  upon 
the  attempt.  He  ftrid  over  the  rails,  and  endeavoured  to  jump 
into  a  boat,  but  miffing  his  aim,  he  plunged  up  to  the  knees 
in  mud,  he  waded  to  the  boat,  which  he  found  chained  and 
locked.  He  advanced  to  another  boat,  which  was  only 
fattened  by  a  cord  :  he  would  have  cut  it,  but  none  of  the 
attendants  having  a  knife,  he  was  obliged  to  untie  the  knots. 
They  threw  him  a  candle  and  a  lantern,  but  not  catching  it 
properly,  the  candle  was  extingusttied.  Another  was  con¬ 
veyed  to  him  by  means  of  a  firing.  When  he  had  loofened 
the  boat,  he  wanted  to  make  ufeof  the  oars  and  hook,  but 
thefe  were  fattened  alfo  with  a  chain  and  padlock.  He  was 
forced  to  wait  till  they  could  fetch  from  one  of  the  city  gates, 
a  long  crook  belonging  to  a  batge.  After  feveral  ineffectual 
attempts  they  drew  her  above  the  furface  by  the  hook,  which 
had  catched  the  binding  of  her  petticoats .  This  broke,  and 
fhe  would  again  have  fallen,  had  not  the  attendants  catched 
her  by  the  arm.  Laying  her  tranfverfely  they  blew  the 
frnoke  of  tobacco  into'  her  inteftines  ;  this  made  the  water 
run  out  of  her  mouth.  They  poured  brandy  down  her 
throat,  laid  her  by  a  large  fire,  bled  her,  &c.  In  a  little  time 
fhe  gave  iigns  of  life,  and  afterwards  vomited  an  enormous 
quantity  of  water.  She  recovered  fo  well,  that  at  eleven 
o’clock  they  were  able  to  convey  her  home. 

This  cafe  is  very  remarkable  upon  account  of  the  number 
of  obftacles  to  be  furmounted,  the  greatnefs  of  the  danger,  as 
it  appears  from  circumftances  that  Hie  was  nearly  an  hour 
under  the  water,  and  alfo  for  the  fpeedinefs  of  her  recovery, 
two  hours  being  fufficient  to  enable  her  to  attend  to  her  do- 
meftic  affairs. 

XLIX. 

Amsterdam,  the  14th  of  October,  1770.  Nathan  Water- 
drager ,  a  German  Jew,  fell  into  the  water,  and  after  ftrug- 
gling  for  fome  time,  funk  to  the  bottom.  He  was  taken 
out  by  Benjamin  Manuel ,  an  able  fwimmer,  attifted  by  Ber¬ 
nard  Manuel ,  who  came  with  a  boat.  He  was  conveyed  to  a 
public  houfe,  and  brought  to  life  by  means  of  fumigation, 
warmth,  and  bleeding.  His  fenfes  were  not  perfectly  re- 
ttored  for  the  fpace  of  live  days,  and  it  was  but  very  flowly 
tha  the  recovered. 

Oojlzaandam ,

Oojlzaandam ,  in  North  Holland ,  October  31,  1770.  A 
child  of  fix  years  old,  fon  to  the  late  Gerard Gernts,  a  mafon, 
was  taken  out  of  the  Bloemgraph .  He  was  reftored  by  repeat¬ 
ed  clyfters  of  tobacco  water,  frictions,  with  the  fpirit  of  fal 
ammoniac,  warmth,  &c.  Thefe  means  were  applied  three 
hours  and  a  half;  the  event  was  fuccefsful ;  the  next  day  he 
Was  quite  well. 

li. 

Meppel ,  in  Overyffel ,  November  13,  1770.  A  child  two 
years  old,  fon  of  vfrmand  Bylevelt ,  being  milled  out  of  the 
houfe  which  was  furrounded  by  water,  was  found  fallen  in 
a  ditch.  He  was  neTedled  as  dead  for  more  than  half  an 
hour.  The  furgeon,  however,  attempted  his  recovery,  and 
fucceeded  by  means  of  blowing  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  up  his 
fundament  and  into  his  mouth  and  noftrils,  by  taking  three 
ounces  of  blood  from  his  arm,  (his  body  was  too  much  fwoln 
to  attempt  it  in  the  jugular),  and  by  frictions. 

L1I. 

Amjlerdam ,  December  7,  1770.  Ann  Klopper ,  aged  fixty 
years,  was  taken  out  of  the  Baangraph ,  near  the  Raarnpoort. 
They  fufpended  her,  the  head  downwards,  roiled  her  upon 
a  barrel,  and  employed  other  violent  methods.  After  which 
they  carried  her  to  adiftillery.  A  furgeon  being  fent  for,  he 
applied  feveral  of  the  remedies  we  have  recommended.  She 
recovered  the  ufe  of  her  fenfes.  She  died,  however,  three 
days  afterwards.  It  is  very  probable  (he  was  inwardly  bruif- 
ed  by  the  violent  methods  at  firft  employed,  particularly  roll¬ 
ing  her  upon  a  barrel, 

LIII. 

December  22.  At  half  paft  nine  in  the  morning,  Mr. 
John  Perimony ,  a  furgeon  at  Leyden ,  was  fent  for  to  the  coun¬ 
try  houfe  of  Mrs.  Mufchetier ,  a  widow  lady,  at  a  little 
diftance.  He  there  found  a  man  of  fixty  years  of  age,  nam¬ 
ed  John  Werts ,  who  had  been  taken  out  of  the  water  lor 
dead,  three  quarters  of  an  hour  before  his  arrival,  without 
any  attempts  being  made  to  reftore  him.  After  the  furgeon 
had  employed  fridtion,  bleeding,  &c.  for  an  hour  and  a  half, 
he  perceived  a  feeble  refpiration.  He  continued  his  applica¬ 
tion,  and  in  another  hour  and  a  half  the  man  cried  out,  coldy 
cold.  They  gave  him  a  dram  of  brandy.  He  did  not  entire¬ 
ly  recover  hisfpeech  till  the  evening.  He  faid  he  could  re¬ 
collect 
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collet  nothing,  but  that  he  attempted  to  reach  a  bit  of 
wood  out  of  the  water,  and  had  fallen  in. 

In  the  two  cafes  following  the  medal  was  not  claimed  The 
account  of  them  alfo  came  to  hand  later  than  the  others. 

/  LIV. 

Harlinguen ,  March  16,  1769.  The  child  of  Matthew 
Sckild ,  about  a  year  and  an  half  o!dr  was  taken  out  of  a  pit 
and  reftored  to  life.  Drying  him  before  the  fire  at  a  fugar  re¬ 
finer’s,  rubbing  him  with  warm  linen  fteeped  in  brandy,  and 
applying  fpirits  of  lal  ammoniac  to  the  noftrils,  were  the 
methods  employed.  In  the  fpace  of  half  an  hour  he  reco¬ 
vered,  and  has  been  fince  in  perfedf  health.  The  burgo- 
mafters  thought  proper  to  acquaint  the  public  with  this  in 
an  advertisement  in  the  Leuwarde  Gazette. 

LV. 

September  28,  1769.  Matthew  Frederic  Palm ,  aged 
thirty-two  years,  was  with  another  man  in  the  roof  of  the 
laft  boat  that  goes  from  the  Hague  to  Leyden ,  where  he  fell  a- 
fleep.  When  they  arrived  at  Leidjendam,  a  village  about  half 
way  betwixt  thole  towns,  through  which  paflengers  are 
obliged  to  walk,  they  awoke  him.  Having  put  in  order  his 
baggage,  he  followed  the  others,  who  were  already  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  ftreet,  The  water  was  high  and  covered 
with  a  green  mofs,  and  it  was  a  dark  evening.  Thinking  to 
ftep  upon  land,  he  fell  into  the  water,  and  funk  immediate¬ 
ly,  although  he  knew  how  to  fwim.  He  ftruggled,  and  re- 
afcended,  but  inftead  of  fwimming  towards  the  {bore,  he 
took  the  oppofite  courfe.  The  weight  of  his  clothes,  and 
confirmation  of  mind,  made  him  fink  a  fecond  time,  when 
he  loft  his  fenfes.  How  great  was  his  aftonifhment  when  he 
found  himfelf  the  next  morning  in  bed  at  the  inn,  and  heard 
the  circumftances  of  his  efeape  :  that  a  fervant  hearing  him 
fall,  informed  the  boatmen  :  that  they  were  feveral  minutes 
before  they  could  find  and  take  him  out :  that  the  uiual  me¬ 
thods  were  employed  for  two  hours  with  io  much  fuccefs,  as 
to  give  feme  figns  of  life,  and  that  he  afterwards  fell  into  a 
fleep.  He  was  foon  in  a  condition  to  profecute  his  journey.

Air, 
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Mr.  T.  F.  Stilting ,  a  phyfician  at  Utrecht ,  communicated 
to  the  fociety  the  following  cafe;  which,  as  it  is  particular, 
and  a  demonftration  with  what  fuccefs  the  methods  recom¬ 
mended  may  be  applied  to  fuffbcated  perfons,  we  fhall  infert 
at  large  in  his  own  words. 

Nicolas  Dirkfe  Kluys ,  above  fixty- three  years  old,  intend¬ 
ing  to  return  from  Utretcht  to  Haarlem  by  the  boat  of  mer¬ 
chandize,  November  17,  1770  ;  he  went  to  the  boat  at  half 
paft  nine  in  the  evening,  in  order  to  fpend  the  night  there. 
He  placed  himfelf  in  the  little  cabbin  at  the  ftern,  with  a 
ftove  in  which  were  coals  that  were  yet  fmoking.  The 
hatches  were  (hut.  He  was  fcarcely  lain  down,  but  his  head 
was  confufed,  and  he  fell  into  a  profound  fleep,  as  he  after¬ 
wards  related.  The  next  day  the  boatman  having  twice  called 
him  to  no  purpofe,  entered  the  cabbin,  and  fhook  him  ;  find¬ 
ing  him  motionlefs,  he  conjectured  that  he  was  fuffocated. 
Aftiftance  was  called  for;  he  was  expofed  to  the  air,  and 
conveyed  into  a  neighbouring  cellar,  where  they  extended 
him  upon  chairs.  Mr.  Van  Kooiin ,  the  furgeon  whom  they 
had  fent  for,  applied  fome  brandy  under  his  nofe,  rubbed  his 
temples  with  it,  and  attempted  to  bleed  him  in  the  arm.  It 
was  all  in  vain.  At  his  requeft  I  was  called  in.  I  thought 
at  firfl  I  faw  a  corpfe.  Upon  approaching  the  body?  I  ob- 
ferved  the  hands  and  countenance  of  a  natural  colour,  and 
that  the  laft  was  of  a  deep  red.  There  was  neither  pulfe 
nor  the  leaft  fenfation,  yet  a  feeble  motion  in  the  cheft  in- 
fpired  me  with  courage,  I  employed  the  fpirit  of  fal  am¬ 
moniac,  which  had  no  effed  upon  him.  I  ordered  aftimu- 
lating  clyfter,  which  was  of  fome  fervice.  To  my  great  re¬ 
gret  the  orders  I  had  given  were  omitted  for  fome  hours, 
both  from  negligence,  and  from  the  inconvenience  of  the 
place.  They  again  conveyed  him  to  the  boat,  and  con¬ 
cluded  him  out  of  the  city.  They  thence  conveyed  him  into 
a  chamber  frefli  aired  in  a  public  houfe,  and  put  him  into  a 
warm  bed.  Another  furgeon  who  aflifted  me  here,  applied 
a  blifter  to  each  leg,  blew  the  fmoke  of  tobacco  into  his  in- 
teflines,  and  drew  blood  from  his  arm  with  fuccefs.  The 
life  of  fpirit  of  fal  ammoniac  was  continued,  and  they 
rubbed  his  cheft  with  linen  fteeped  in  warm  brandy.  The 
refpiration  became  ftronger,  and  the  pulfe  more  diftind, 
though  he  {fill  remained  infenfible  and  motionlefs,  as  if  plung¬ 
ed  in  a  profound  fleep. 

November  18.  I  learned  they  had  poured  into  his  mouth 
fome  fpoonfuls  of  Malaga  wine,  which  he  gradually  had 
fwallowed.  Having  tried  the  experiment  myfelf,  1  ordered  a 

1  fpirituous 
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fpirituous  cephalic  mixture,  which  feemed  efficacious,  as 
every  time  that  he  took  of  it  he  made  fome  grimaces,  and 
that  the  difficulty  of  fwallowing  grew  lefs;  fo  that  I  gave 
him  every  now  and  then  either  a  little  tea  or  Malaga.  \et, 
as  he  continued  fenfelefs,  his  eyes  remaining  open,  and  he 
ftarted  frequently,  I  applied  another  blifter  to  the  nape  of  the 
neck. 

19th.  X  found  him  in  nearly  the  fame  Hate,  except¬ 
ing  that  the  pulfe  was  lefs  confined,  and  refpiration  freer.  I 
again  ordered  a  very  ftrong  clyfter,  which  caufed  a  copious 
evacuation  by  ftool,  as  alfo  vomitings.  An  hour  and  a  half 
afterwards  they  drew  eight  or  nine  ounces  of  blood  from  his 
arm,  and  towards  evening  fome  levain  with  horfe-raddifh 
l'crapped,  muftard  and  fait,  was  applied  to  his  feet. 

20th.  The  attendants  informed  me,  that  when  they  fpoke 
Joud  he  anfwered  them.  I  made  the  experiment,  but  he  on¬ 
ly  anfwered,  Jir*  He  breathed  and  fwallowed  more  eafi- 
]y.  He  was  yet  fenfelefs  and  motionlefs,  excepting  that  he 
feebly  Hired  the  fingers  of  his  left  hand,  I  thought  proper 
to  order  him  to  be  rubbed  with  volatile  fpirits  about  the  neck, 
the  vertebrae  of  the  back,  the  {boulders  and  arms.  This  was 
done,  and  the  clyfters  repeated. 

2  iH.  With  joy  and  gratitude  I  found  the  patient  much  bet¬ 
ter.  He  had  flept  well,  his  fenfes  were  reftored,  and  he 
fpoke  diftin&ly.  I  took  care  that  he  fhould  have  fome  weak 
broth,  and  tea,  which  he  defired. 

22d.  He  told  me  that  he  found  himfelf  well. 

23d.  When  I  took  my  leave  of  him,  he  was  perfectly  efta* 

blifhed.  .  ...  .  , 

25th.  He  fet  out  upon  his  return  with  his  wife  and  a  friend, 

who  came  to  attend  him. 
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PART  IV. 


DI  D  we  wifh  to  be  able  always  to  prefent  our  readers 
with  equally  curious  and  agreeable  articles,  they  will 
eaiily  conceive,  that  the  fources  are  in  great  meafure  exhauft- 
ed,  and  that  our  principal  fubjeds  for  the  future  will  be  the 
inftances  of  drowned  perfons  reffored.  Thefe  fubjeds  are 
doubtlefs  the  moft  important,  and  the  moil  affecting  to  every 
friend  to  man.  Our  Memoirs  will  of  confequence  be  ren¬ 
dered  {hotter,  and  without  confining  ourfelves  to  equal  pe¬ 
riods  in  the  publication  of  the  different  parts,  we  (hall  rather 
confult  the  abundance  of  the  materials. 

We  have  had,  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  but  oneedid  in  our 
provinces,  which  was  at  Flujh\ngy  November  12,  1771*  This 
confirmed  the  two  preceding  ones  mentioned  above,  indicates 
the  proper  methods  of  treating  drowned  perfons,  taken  from 
our  advertifement,  and  extends  the  permifiion  of  adminifter- 
ing  relief  to  hanged  and  fuffocated  perfons. 

In  the  month  of  Augutt  lafl,  his  excellence  the  marquis  de 
Noailles ,  ambaffador  from  his  mod  Chriffian  Majefty  to  the 
States  General  of  the  United  Provinces,  honoured  us  with  a 
letter,  acquainting  us,  that  M.  Benin ,  minifler  and  fecretary 
of  {late  at  Pari$y  hearing  and  approving  of  our  inflitution, 
propofes  by  order  of  his  majefiy,  to  colled:  whatever  has  been 
written  upon  the  objed  of  our  attention.  And  he  has  fent 
us  from  that  minifler  aTreatife  of  Mr.  deVilliersy  upon  the 
fame  fubjed.  We  fhould  juftly  reproach  ourfelves  did  we 
jsot  publicly  exprefs  to  thefe  two  noblemen  the  fincerity  of 
our  refpeds  and  gratitude.  We  defire  Mr.  de  Villiers  al fa  to 
accept  of  our  acknowledgments  for  the  honourable  mention 
be  has  made  of  our  fociety  in  his  works. 


This 
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This  gentleman  urges  the  neceflity  of  immediate  affiftance, 
and  then  pafles  to  the  moft  fuitable  methods  of  recalling  the 
drowned  to  life.  Wefhall  not  particularize  thefe,  as  the  prin¬ 
cipal  of  them  have  been  already  enumerated  in  our  Me¬ 
moirs. 

He  objects  to  the  fubje&s  being  placed  upon  the  back,  but 
that  it  be  fometimes  on  one  fide,  fometimes  on  the  other,  and 
fometimes  on  the  belly.  When  the  drowned  are  pretty  well 
recovered,  it  is  neceflary  to  examine  the  pulfe  frequently,  and 
if  itfhould  threaten  any  inwa.  d  inflammation,  bleeding  fhould 
be  repeated. 

It  would  not  be  improper  at  times  to  incline  the  head  of 
the  patients,  that  they  may  evacuate  the  water  ;  but  they  muft 
not  remain  long  in  that  ftate,  nor  fhould  it  be  in  any  degree 
violent. 

The  {baking  of  the  carriage  in  which  it  may  be  neceflary  to 
convey  them,  may  be  ferviceable,  provided  they  lay  upon 
flraw. 

The  author  exclaims  againft  the  barbarous  and  deftru&ive 
cuftoms  of  rolling  the  patient  in  or  upon  a  barrel,  fufpending 
them  by  the  feet,  or  with  a  cord  under  their  arms,  which  was 
the  common  practice  of  bailors. 

Of  emeticks  he  has  not  the  moft  favourable  opinion,  but 
leaves  it  to  phyficians  to  judge  when  they  become  ex¬ 
pedient. 

In  the  remaining  part  of  his  Diflertation  the  queftion  is 
largely  difcuft'ed,  what  are  the  true  caufes  of  death  in  drown¬ 
ed  perfons;  and  he  concludes,  that  they  perifh  under  the  wa¬ 
ter  from  a  ceftation  of  motion  in  the  fluids  occafxoned  by  the 
cold,  and  the  want  of  air,  or  fufFocation,  whether  or  not  there 
be  water  in  the  lungs,  and  not  to  an  oppletion  of  the  brain, 
fuch  as  is  obfervable  in  apoplectic  fubjeds,  or  thofe  that 
are  hanged. 

Mr.  Bicker ,  a  phyftcian  at  Rotterdam ,  has  publifhed  a  trans¬ 
lation  of  TilTot’s  Avis  auPeuple ,  in  the  Dutch  language,  mak¬ 
ing  thofe  neceflary  changes  which  might  render  it  more  ufe- 
ful  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  country.  The  third  edition,  in 
which  there  are  feveral  additions  and  improvements,  contains 
a  chapter  upon  drowned  perfons. 

We  {hall  content  ourfelves  with  citing  a  few  obfervations. 
Although  a  commencement  of  putrefaction  is  the  only  mark  as 
vet  known  for  being  abfolutely  certain  of  the  death  of  a  drown* 
ed  perfon,  yet  there  are  other  flgns  of  it  extremely 
pypbable  j  as  an  inflexibility  of  the  joints^  fiifFnefs  of  the 
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limbs  f,  tbe  eyes  dead  and  flaccid,  the  apples  of  the  eyes  dif~ 
torted.  Mr,  Becker  alio  adds,  a  total  relaxation  of  the  fphinfler 
mufcles  of  the  anus  %.  He  thinks  himfelf  the  Arif  who  has  taken 
notice  of  this  mark.  He  at  firft  difcovered  it  in  a  drowned  per- 
fon,  afterwards  in  one  hanged ,  and  in  many  other  corps. 

He  judges  the  true  caufe  of  death  to  be  a  fufFocation,  pro¬ 
ceeding  from  a  ftoppage  of  breathing,  to  which  a  real  apo¬ 
plexy  is  naturally  conne£ted ;  and  from  thefe  principles  he 
deduces  his  manner  of  treament,  which  is  exactly  fim'^iar  to 
what  has  been  recommended. 

Senfible  of  the  attention  with  which  he  has  honoured  us, 
and  of  the  encomiums  paid  to  our  fociety,  we  could  not  but 
be  touched  by  the  wiihes  he  exprefles  for  its  profperity.  May 
they  be  accompliflied,  fo  that  as  long  as  our  provinces  fubfift 
they  may  reap  the  fruits  of  our  eilablifhment  !  It  is  true,  as 
he  infinuates,  thefe  wifnes  have  exceeded  our  expectations. 
They  have  already  been  furpafied,  not  only  by  the  great  fuc- 
cefs  we  have  had  refpeCting  the  grand  objedt  of  our  enter- 
prize,  and  the  advantageous  efl'edts  produced  abroad,  but 
by  the  proteCIion  we  have  enjoyed  at  home,  by  the  genero- 
fity  with  which  we  have  been  relieved  of  part  of  the  ex¬ 
pence,  and  by  the  good  will  with  which  we  have  been 
affifted  in  carrying  the  burthen  that  ffcill  remains  upon  us. 

We  have  this  year  received  a  frefh  guarantee  of  this.  A 
private  gentleman  of  this  city  has  prefented  us  with  three 
hundred  florins  §,  acquainting  us,  at  the  fame  time,  that  it 
was  to  enable  us  more  effectually  to  promote  this  good  work 
by  larger  gratuities ;  that  he  wifhed  we  would  mention  this 
in  our  Memoirs  as  an  example  to  others,  without  naming 
him  $  that  he  thought  himfelf  acquitted  at  a  cheap  rate,  by 
giving  a  little  money,  whilfl  we  took  all  the  trouble  upon 
ourfelves ;  and  that,  although  the  directors  of  the  fo¬ 
ciety  had  engaged  to  defray  the  extraordinary  expences 


■f  The  limbs  are  extremely  fupple  immediately  after  fudden  death,  whilft  the 
hody  retains  any  internal  heat  j  and  in  thefe  cafes  the  members  do  not  become 
ftiff,  or  the  joints  inflexible  until  the  humours  are  coagulated,  and  the  fibres  rem> 
dered  rigid  by  the  cold  of  death.  If,|therefore,  any  refiftance  is  obfervable  in  the 
limbs  foon.after  a  perfon  has  been  apparently  ftruclc  with  death,  it  is  to  be  pre¬ 
fumed  that  there  are  fome  latent  remains  of  life,  and  that  the  members  are.  in¬ 
flexible  from  a  fpafm  upon  their  mufcles. 

%  This  fign  may  be  more  depended  upon.  I  have  often  obferved  in  blowing 
into  the  mouths  of  infants,  that  the  air  has  palled  without  any  interruption  en¬ 
tirely  through  the  inteftinal  tube,  A  ftrong  indication  that  the  vital  influence  was 
totally  expended. 

§  Near  30  1, 
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it  would  be  ungenerous  not  to  free  them  from  this  en- 
gagement. 

It  would  ill  become  us  to  ufe  fuch  language.  We  are 
more  than  indemnified  for  our  trouble  by  the  good  refulting 
from  it.  But  this  manner  of  thinking  is  too  noble  for  us  not  to 
defire  to  render  it  more  general,  and  the  example  too  excellent; 
for  us  not  to  propofe  it. 

The  following  are  frefh  inftances  of  the  drowned  brought 
to  life,  which  may  render  it  more  efficacious. 

L 

In  the  jurifdi&ion  of  Haaren,  in  the  province  of  Groningen , 
April  1768.  John,  the  fon  of  Henry  Adolphs ,  a  little  more 
than  two  years  of  age,  fell  backwards  into  a  canal,  at  a  little 
diftance  from  his  father’s  houfe.  He  was  taken  out  for 
dead,  and  reftored  to  life  in  the  fpace  of  an  hour.  This 
cafe  was  communicated  to  us  late. 

II. 

Haarlerriy  January  2,  1771.  Mary ,  the  widow  of  Gerard 
Buitendyk ,  aged  fixty-one  years,  fell  into  a  canal  about  fix 
o’clock  in  an  obfcure  evening.  She  was  taken  out  with  great 
difficulty  and  danger  to  the  attendants,  from  the  darknefs 
and  ftorm  of  the  night.  She  was  gradually  reftored  by  the 
ufual  methods,  and  about  half  paft  eight  o’clock  they  con¬ 
veyed  her  home,  and  put  her  into  a  warm  bed.  The 
next  day  (lie  was  perfectly  recovered. 

IIL 

Meppel ,  in  Overyjfel ,  February  6,  1771.  The  child  of 
John  Munflerman ,  aged  three  years  and  a  half,  fell  into  a 
frozen  ditch  behind  his  father’s  houfe.  If  is  probable  he  had 
lam  there  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  Samuel  IVaard 
paffing  by,  faw  confufedly  fomething  rather  higher  than  the 
furface  of  the  ice,  which  he  took  to  be  a  carp,  and  continu¬ 
ed  his  road.  Sufpedting  immediately  after,  that  it  might  be 
fomething  elfe,  he  afked  the  wife  of  Munflerman  whether  any 
of  her  children  were  miffing?  She  anfwered,  one  had  been 
abfent  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  They  ran  and  found  the 
child  under  the  ice,  excepting  one  foot.  They  took  him  out 
and  carried  him  to  the  houfe,  dead  in  the  opinion  of  all  who 
faw  him.  A  furgeon  being  fent  for,  employed  warmth  and 
fridlion  for  a  long  time,  when  he  perceived  in  the  cheft  a 
motion,  which  fomctimes  incre'afed,  and  fomefimes  ceafed 
entirely.  Befides  the  ufual  methods,  he  blew  up  his  nof- 

trils. 
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trifs,  holding  the  mouth  clofed,  which  he  aflerts  to  have  been 
ufed’with  great  fuccefs  to  new  born  children  that  appeared 
lifelefs.  This  cafe  is  a  proof  how  neceflary  it  is  to  try  every 
poffible  method  ;  for  more  than  two  hours  were  elapfed  before 
they  were  encouraged  to  hope  they  had  not  laboured  in  vain. 

IV. 

Lewarden^  February  85  Adelaide  Antony ,  miffing 

his  fon?  a  lad  about  feven  years  old,  aflembled  a  number  of 
pei  foils  by  the  lamentations  he  made  on  acount  of  bis  lofs. 
From  the  informations  they  collected  from  a  child  ftiil 
younger,  they  judged  that  he  had  fallen  through  the  ice. 
After  fearching  for  him  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour, 
they  were  fo  fuccefsful  as  to  draw  him  out  by  a  net  and  pole 
ufed  for  catching  eels.  Though  he  gave  not  the  leaft  fignsof 
life,  he  was  reftored  by  warmth,  fri&ion,  and  fumigation. 

V. 

February  15,  1771.  Near  th e  Rope-walk  by  the  Amjlely 
Peter  Coenraad ,  aged  about  feven  years,  fell  under  the  ice. 
His  brother,  who  was  playing  near  him,  catched  hold  of 
the  fkirts  of  his  frock,  and  cried  for  help,  not  having 
ftrength  enough  to  draw  him  upon  the  ice.  ^  he  child  re¬ 
mained  in  this  fifuation  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  when  a 
girl  about  fifteen  years  of  age  paffing  by,  gave  her  abidance, 
took  the  child  out,  and  placed  him  upon  the  bank.  Being 
carried  home,  he  was  treated  in  the  ufual  manner.  I\iore 
than  half  an  hour  pafted  before  the  firft  fign  of  hie  appeal  eu, 
which  was  a  rattling  in  the  throat.  He  afterwards  .creamed 
out  and  cried.  His  health  was  gradually,  but  perfectly  re- 
cftabiifhed.

Haanwyk ,  near  Bois  le  Due,  March  15,  1771.  John  Fan 
Be ek  threw  himfelf  into  the  river  Dommel .  When  he  was 
taken  out  his  face  was  fwoln  and  black,  fimiiar  to  one  re¬ 
cently  ftrangled  ;  nor  was  there  any  figri  of  life  in  him.  He 
was  reftored  by  the  ufual  methods,  and  the  next  day  was  in 
perfect  health.  *

Meppel,  in  Overyffel,  May  3,  1771-  The  child  of  Ber¬ 
nard  Kr emery  fell  into  the  Keyzerfgragt ,  His  mother  going 
out  to  feek  him,  faw  a  fmall  bafket  which  the  child  had  had 
in  his  hands  floating  upon  the  canal.  Alarmed  at  her  cries, 
a  mafon’s  labourer  went  into  the  water  and  took  the  child 

out.  He  threw  it  acrofs  his  ftioulders  with  the  head  down¬ 
wards, 
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Wards,  and  ran  backwards  and  forwards  in  this  manner  for 
half  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  This  was  without effe&.  The 
wife  of  Armand  Hendringa  arriving,  reco!le£ted  that  fhe  had 
heard  it  was  good  upon  luch  occasions  to  blow  up  the  funda¬ 
ment  through  a  pipe.  She  performed  the  operation  repeated¬ 
ly;  the  child  evacuated  lb  me  water,  began  to  cry,  and  was 
in  a  ;£hort  time  perfectly  eftablifeed. 

VIII. 

Edam,  May  7,  177 1.  Abraham ,  the  fon  of  Rudolph  Harf- 
ma,  aged  four  years  and  a  half,  fell  into  the  water  at  eleven 
o  clock,  and  remained  in  it  till  near  noon.  He  was  taken 
out  dead  to  appea^nce.  Warmth,  fridlions,  with  fpirit  fal 
vol.  oleos.  irritation  of  the  noftrils  with  a  feather  dipped  in 
fpirit  fal  am.  repeated  fumigations  were  employed  ;  and 
during  their  operation,  one  while  the  body  grew  a  little 
Warm,  and  another.changed  as  cold  as  ice.  They  were  con¬ 
tinued  two  /jours,  when  the  child  vomited  a  little  water  and 
tn ud,  and  uttered  a  found  refembiing  the  lowing  of  a  cow. 
Hpon  their  perfovering,  the  child  difcharged  a  corrupt  and 
ofrcnlive  Hook,  opened  his  eyes  which  looked  quit  wild,  beat 
with  its  hands  and  feet,  and  uttered  mournful  cries.  He 
afterwards  went  tofleep,  and  awaking  about  four  o’clock  in 
the  morning,  he  fpoke  for  the  firft  time.  The  next  day  he 
was  a£!ive  and  playful.  His  looks,  however,  were  chang¬ 
ed,  and  appetite  impaired,  but  by  proper  medicines  he  was 
recovered.  It  is  very  remarkable,  that  before  this  accident 
the  child  grew  but  little,  was  pale,  weak,  and  unhealthy  ; 
whereas  he  afterwards  became  chearful,  his  eyes  were  live¬ 
ly,  and  his  cheeks  acquired  a  colour.

IX. 

Amflerdam ,  May  11,  177 1.  John  Koendering,  aged  about 
twenty  years,  fell  into  the  lluice  near  the  Leyden-port.  He 
was  drawn  out  by  means  of  a  hook,  and  by  means  of  heat, 
friction,  the  fumes  of  tobacco  blown  up  the  anus,  and  bleed- 
fng,  he  was  brought  to  his  fenfes,  and  conveyed  home  5 
but  he  died  three  days  afterwards. 

X. 

Ooflzaandamy  May  20,  1771.  Bidier,  the  {<m  of  James 
Buivis ,  aged  eleven  years,  was  taken  out  of  the  water. 
Every  one  who  faw  him  imagined  him  to  be  dead,  as  he  had 
been  in  the  canal  upwards  of  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  and  there 
$?ece  not  the  leaf!  hgns  of  life.  The  lurgeon  employed  every 
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fiKthod  to  re&orehim  to  life.  After  two  hours  of  afluluous 
attention,  they  began  to  experience  their  attempts  were  not 
in  vain.  As  had  a  fever,  he  was  ordered  to  drink  a  larg-s 
quantity  of  tea,  or  brer  with  butter,  and  catapiafms  were 
applied  to  his  feet.  The  next  morning  he  was  perfectly  cur- 


Delffhaven ,  May  22,  1771-  The  child  of  Cornelius  Bre~ 
dhis ,  aged  four  years,  fell  head  foremoft  into  a  muddy  ditch, 
about  fix  o’clock  in  the  evening.  His  filter,  who  was  near 
him,  could  only  make  a  feeble  exclamation.  A  woman  irt 
the  neighbourhood  heard  her,  and  making  enquiry,  fhe 
learned  the  accident  which  had  happened.  She  cried  out  for 
help.  The  infant  was  about  twelve  minutes  in  the  mud, 
when  a  gardener  arriving,  and  perceiving  the  feet,  he  took 
hold  of  them  and  drew  him  out  of  the  ditch.  His  limbs 
were  ftiff,  face  black,  the  mouth  covered  with  a  thick  and 
bloody  mucus ;  in  a  word,  he  lefs  refembled  a  drowned  perfon 
than  one  who  had  been  fit  angled  with  violence.  The  fur- 
geon  warmed,  dried,  and  rubbed  the  body  with  fpirits  offal 
ammoniac,  and  others  of  the  fame  nature,  which  he  alfo 
applied  to  the  nofe,  and  poured  upon  his  head.  Finding  no 
fuccefs  from  thefe,  he  rubbed  the  whole  bodv,  excepting 
the  head,  with  common  fait  powdered.  After  he  had  alter¬ 
nately  employed  thefe  methods  for  the  fpace  of  an-hour ,  fo me 
feeble  iigns  of  life  appeared,  fuch  as  a  flight  gaping  and 
opening  of  the  lips,  and  a  rumbling  of  wind  in  his  bo  wels  ; 
this  was  followed  with  an  evacuation  downwards.  About 
half  paft  feven  the  child  opened  his  eyes,  without  {hewing 
any  marks  of  intelligence  ;  he  tried  tp  fpeak,  but  no  one? 
could  underftand  him.  He  fiept  well  in  the  night,  afid  was 
well  the  next  day.

By  Soetermeer ,  May  31,  1771.  Simon  Bander  Lee ,  be- 
longing  to  a  watermill,  gave  the  charge  of  it  to  his  fon,  who 
was  little  more  than  eight  years  old,  whilfl:  he  went  about 
fome  other  affairs.  Returning  back  to  give  fome  freflr direc¬ 
tion,  he  miffed  the  lad  ;  and  after  much  fruitless  enquiry, 
they  found  one  of  his  fhoes  and  the  fkirt  of  his  coat  in  the 
difcharger.  From  hence  the  lad  was  taken  uplifxdefs  to  ap¬ 
pearance.  About  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour  might  have  elapl- 
cd  from -the  time  of  his  fall.  By  warmth  and  fnftion  he  form 
gave  figns  of  life.  The  joy  this  ocCanoned  Was,  however, 

bones  of  his 
arms 
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&rm  and  left  thigh  were  broken.  But  by  the  care  of  a  fkil - 
ful  furgeon  he  was  perfeblly  cured, 

.  The  following  circtmi  (lances  render  this  accident  pecin 
liarly  remarkable.  There  was  a  feeble  barrier  before  the 
trough  of  the  mill  defined  to  retain  the  filth.  Before  this 
there  was  a  plank  upon'  which  the  boy  flood  to  Watch  the 
mill  and  leaning  againft  the  rails,  which  were  not  ftrong 
enough  to  fupport  him,  he  fell  into  the  water.  The  current 
carried  him  firft  under  the  barrier,  and  then  along  the  bottom 
of  the  trough  and  channel  under  the  wheel  into  the  dif- 
charger.  The  channel  was  twenty  inches  broad,  the  wheel 
eighteen,  and  was  no  more  than  three  or  fourdiftant  from 
the  bottom.  It  was  through  this  fmall  [pace  that  the  body 
of  the  boy,  who  was  large  for  his  age,  had  pafled.  The 
wheel,  however,  was  not  damaged,  excepting  that  the  fore- 
moft  planks  of  the  ladles  were  broken.  It  is  plain,  there¬ 
fore,,  that  the  boy  was  carried  betwixt  thefe  two  ladles  into 
the  difeharger.

In  the  lorclfliip  of  Bleifzvyk,  July  25,  1771*  The  fon  of 
Cornelius  Van  Geld'eren ,  aged  three  years,  fell  into  the  water. 
He  was  near  half  an  hour  in  the  water.  The  furgeon,/ 
neither  diicouraged  by  the  attendants  who  pronounced  his 
attempts  to  be  in  vain,  nor  by  the  fiate  in  which  he  found 
the  child,  without  pulfe,  his  colour  changed,  his  head  and 
belly  greatly  fwoln  ,  attempted  the  methods  which  have  fo 
often  proved  efficacious,  and  he  was  fuccefsful.  Finding 
the  next  day  that  his  belly  was  yet  fvvoln  and  tenfe,  he  pre- 
feribed  fome  medicines,  and  ufed  frictions,  with  fumigations 

of  mafiich  and  incenfe,  which  produced  the  happiefl  effieds.

Rotterdam ,  July  27,  1771*  The  daughter  of  the  widow’ 
Lambert  Van  liojlen ,  fell  at  eight  cfclock  in  the  evening  into 
the  Leuvenbaven.  It  was  more  than  half  an  hour  before  foe 
was  taken  up.  All  the  fpedlators  not  doubting  of  her  being 
dead,  would  have  left  her  without  help,  had  not  Mr.  Kerch - 
hoff perfuaded  them  to  convey  her  to  a  furgeon.  The  fur¬ 
geon ’s  wife  rubbed  her  with  warm  cloths  for  half  an  hour, 
when  foe  perceived  remaining  life.  At  half  pafl  nine  o’clock 
foe  was  able  to  be  condu&ed  to  her  mother. 


XV. 

Aarlanderveen ,  Aug u ft  8,  1771*  The  fon  of  Vander  Wey- 
den ,  aged  four  years*  fell  into  the  water.  He  remained  in 
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ir  about  half  an  hour.  After  he  was  taken  out  there  pasTed 
a  quarter  of  an  hour  before  the  furgeon  arrived  ;  and  in  the 
fpace  of  another  hour  he  was  reftored  by  the  vigorous  ufe  of 
the  ufual  methods. 

XVI. 

Amflerdam ,  Augutt  25,  1771*  The  fori  of  Adrian  de 
Haan ,  aged  two  years  and  an  half*  was  drawn  in  a  little 
chaife.  At  the  defcent  of  the  bridge,  Called  the  Raampoort * 
the  peg  which  fattened  the  pole  broke,  and  the  chaife  rolled 
Into  the  water.  More  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  had  patted 
before  he  could  be  taken  out.  He  was  carried  to  a  public 
houfe  in  the  neighbourhood.  The  fumigation  was  ufed* 
which  in  half  a  quarter  of  an  hour  produced  figns  of  life* 
This  infant  was  alfo  perfe&ly  rettored. 

XVII. 

AmJ}srdimy  Augutt  28,  1771.  M.  Gottlob  Theodore  TV  foe- 
man ,  do&or  of  laws,  fell  into  the  canal*  to  which  there 
were  no  rails,  at  nine  o’clock  m  the  evening.  He  cried  out 
as  he  fell,  and  immediately  lott  his  fenfes.  His  cries  attract¬ 
ed  a  great  many  perfons*  who  made  feveral  attempts  to  hook 
him  up,  but  in  vakn  The  motions  he  made  in  ftruggling 
carried  him  to  the  middle  of  the  bridge,  where  he  funk  to 
the  bottom.  With  much  cMculty  they  took  him  out.  They 
applied  the  ufual  methods,  warmth,  bleeding,  friction,  and 
fumigation,  fn  the  fpace  of  an  hour  they  brought  him  to 
life,-  but  he  remained  fenfelefs,  only  uttering  a  few  uncon¬ 
nected  words.  He  recovered  his  fenfes  entirely  about  five 
o’clock  the  next  morning,  yet  he  only  faw,  as  he  exprefled 
it,  through  a  mitt.  He  could  recoiled!  no  circumftance  but 
his  tumbling  into  the  water,  nor  had  he  the  leaft  idea  either 
of  his  being  taken  out,  or  the  methods  employed  for  his  re¬ 
covery, 

XV  MI. 

The  fon  of  john  van  der  Hewvel,  a  villager  in  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  Utrecht,  aged  feven  years,  fell,  Auguft  30,  17 71* 
at  feven  o’elock  in*  the  evening,  into  a  canal  before  the  ttuiccr 
of  a  mill.  The  water  was  near  ten  feet  deep,  and  he  funk 
immediately  to  the  bottom.  It  was  about  a  quarter  of  an 
hour  before  he  was  taken  out.  Warmth,  and  the  fmoke  of 
tobacco  were  employed  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  but  with-' 
out  any  viiible  effects.  A  futgeort  being  fent  for,  continued 
tthe  fumigation,^  with  frictions  and  bleeding,  but  apparently 
%o  no  purpofe.  At  length*  by  the  third  application  of  fumi¬ 
gation-,  he  heard  a  rumbling  in  the  bowels*  followed  by  a 
2  copious 
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copious  alvine  difcharge,  and  the  child  Teemed  to  turn  his 
eyes.  The  Tyfnptoms  gradually  increafed  till  about  one  o'clock 
in  the  morning  ;  and  confequently,  after  fix  hours  arduous 
attention,  the  furgeon  took  his  leave.  He  had  a  fever,  but 
proper  remedies  entirely  reftored  him. 

XIX. 

The  Maguey  September  6,  177 1.  The  fon  of  Ifaac  de  Gee$ 
merchant  in  fpices,  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  about  one 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  into  a  muddy  pit*  It  is  not  known 
exadfly  how  long  he  remained  there,  but  it  was  probably 
more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  His  father  leaped  into  the 
pit,  and  taking  him  out?  gave  him  to  the  care  of  Cornelius  der 
Spil who  was  going  to  carry  the  body  away  as  dead.  But  a 
neighbour  being  informed  of  the  accident,  took  a  lighted 
pipe  and  blew  the  fmoke  up  the  fundament  of  the  drowned 
perfon.  The  furgeon  arrived,  who  applied  fridtions,  heat, 
and  ftimulants.  Amongft  others,  he  admimftered  nine  drops 
© i  Hoffman  s  mineral  anodyne  in  feme  white  wine,  which  pro¬ 
duced  a  vomiting.  He  then  blew  up  the  noftrils  fome  fternuta- 
tive  powder  through  a  quill,  and  applied  a  clyfter  of  tobacco1 
water,  which  operated  well,  and  alfo  produced  a  vomiting. 
The  child  being  warmly  covered,  fighed  for  the  fpace  of  an 
hour.  This  was  followed  by  a  natural  Heep  during  an  hour 
and  a  half.  When  he  awoke,  he  called  for  his  father.  Three 
days  afterwards  he  was  perfectly  well. 

XX. 

Til  the  jurifdidlion  of  Hillegerjherg ,  a-  village  near  Rotter* 
dam.  Magdelen  de  Clerque ,  aged  four  years,  fell  into  a  canal. 
She  had  been  from  home  about  an  hour.  A  turfman  per¬ 
ceived  one  of  her  feet  and  the  fkirts  of  her  frock  upon  the  wa¬ 
ter.  He  took  the  child  out  dead  to  appearance.  But  the 
ufual  methods  being  employed,  (he  was  Toon  reftored  to  her 
fenfes. 

XXI. 

Delfty  Sept.  21,  1771*  At  half  paft  fix  in  the  evening, 
Peter ,  the  fon  of  Cornelius  Beyery  betwixt  three  and  four  years 
old,  fell  into  the  water.  From  the  time  his  mother  had  been 
employed  in  feeking  him,  it  appears  that  he  had  been  in  the 
water  about  half  an  hour.  After  the  application  of  the  vari¬ 
ous  ftimulants  forthe  fpace  of  an  hour ,  fome  ftgns  of  life  were 
manifeft.  And  thefe  being  continued  till  half  paft  eight,  the 
phyfician  had  the  fatisfadfion  to  return  him  in  good  health  to 
the  arms  of  his  mother.  The  next  day  he  found  the  patient 
feverifh,  and  opprefled  in  the  cheft,  but  by  proper  medicines 
he  effedtuated  acure# 
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XXII. 

Amflerdam ,  Sept.  22,  1771.  •  lldegonde  de  Wit  was  taken! 
£>ut  of  the  Lindengragh  without  any  figns  of  life.  Mr.  Gif- 
hert  Veit,  furgeon,  biew  into  his  mouth,  took  feven  or  eight 
ounces  of  blood  from  the  arms,  undreffed  and  warmed  her/ 
rubbed  the  fpine  of  the  back  with  warm  linen  and  common 
fait.  She  gradually  came  to  herfelf,  and  the  cure  was  com¬ 
plete. 

XXIII. 

Weftzaandam ,  in  North  Holland ,  Sept,  23,  1 77' r .  The1 
daughter  of  Cornelius  Dekker  fell  into  the  water,  where  (he  re¬ 
mained  at  leaft  a  quarter  of  an  hour.  The  furgeon  put  on* 
her  dry  clothes,  applied  veffels  filled  with  hot  water  to  her 
feet,  bled  her*  rubbed  her  with  fal  ammoniac,  and  adminif- 
tered  a  clyfter.  After  an  hour  and  a  half  fhe  recovered  her 
fenfes.  Two  hours  afterwards  finding  fhe  had  a  fever,  her 
recommended  it  to  her  parents  to  prevent  her  from  fleeping/ 
to  give  her  beer  with  butter,  and  weak  tea.  The  next  day  he* 
found  her  well. 

XXIV. 

The  daughter  of  John  Claafjes ,  aged  twenty-one  months, 
fell  into  the  water.  When  file  was  taken  out,  her  head  was 
black  and  fwolen,  and  mouth  firmly  clofed.  They  wrapped 
her  round  in  a  warm  blanket,  blew  air  into  her  bowels  by 
means  of  a  pipe  at  intervals  :  at  the  fecond  effort*  they  per¬ 
ceived  fome  drawings  in  her  face  j  and,  at  the  third,  the 
child  uttered  a  plaintive  found.  They  gave  it  fome  melted 
butter  to  excite  a  vomiting,  but  this  did  not  fucceed.  If 
fwallowed  fome  annifeed  water  which  d  i  f  pel  led  the  wind, 
and  it  was  laid  warmly  covered  in  the  cradle.  The  next  day 
the  child  was  perfedfly  reffored. 

XXV. 

Amfterdanh  Odlober  6,  1771.  Half  an  hour  after  dinner/ 
'John  Serrenbach ,  aged  eight  years,  wbofe  father  was  drown¬ 
ed,  fell  from  the  dam,  which  is  at  the'  new  bridge.  He  had 
remained  in  the  water  half  an  hour  when  he  was  taken  out.-. 
Fumigation,  bleeding,  fritffions,  with  fal  ammoniac  applied 
to  his  nofe*  and  injected  mixed  with  brandy  into  his  mouth 
by  a  fyringe,  were  the  means  which  reffored  him  to  his  mo* 
ther. 

XIII. 

A?nflerdam,  Oclober  10,  1771.  Mariam  Powel,  aged  ten 
years,  fell  into  the  Baangragh.  We  afterwards  learned  from 
her  own  mouth,  that  as  {be  was  playing,  and  turning  her 
cap  over  her  face,  fnc  fell  into  the  canal.  She  was  left  a 

quarter 
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.quarter  of  an  hour  upon  a  boat,  after  they  had  taken  her 
from  the  wafer.  Thence  fhe  was  carried  to  a  houfe  in  the 
neighbourhood.  She  was  brought  to  life  by  fridlion  and  the 
fmoke  of  tobacco  blown  into  her  inteftines.  In  about  an  Hour 
the  heaved  a  figh  ;  (he  was  afterwards  convulfed,  for  which 
they  .drew  blood  from  her,  and  her  health' was  perfectly  reftored. 

XXVII. 

Rotterdam ,  Gdlober  18,  1771.  A  lad  going  accidentally 
upon  a  float  of  timber  that  was  on  the  city  mote,  law  upon  it 
lome  potatoes  and  a  pair  of  wooden  fhpes  in  the  water.  They 
were  inver  ed  and  fixed  as  if  attached  to  fomething,  and  he 
imagined  tome  one  had  fallen  into  the  water.  The  mafter 
of  a  boat  paffing  by  at  the  fame  inftant,  formed  the  fame 
conjectures.  They  procured  a  fifhing  net  and  fifhed  up  a 
young  girl,  whofe  head  was  immerfed  in  the  mud.  They 
afterwards  learned  that  this  girl,  whofe  name  was  Efther 
Rachel ,  was  pealing  of  potatoes  upon  the  float,  and  her 
knife  having  fallen  into  the  water,  (he  had  fallen  alfo  in  en¬ 
deavouring  to  recover  it  The  furgeon  found  her  without 
pill fe  or  motion,  her  head  falling  from  one  fide  to  the  ocher 
as  in  a  cor;  fe;  her  eyes  were  clofed,  her  lips  and  counte¬ 
nance  livid.  By  the  warmth  of  a  fire,  and  by  fri&ion,  with 
fpirits  of  fal  ammoniac,  brandy,  and  fait,  her  body  began  to 
recover  its  natural  warmth.  They  next  perceived  a  feeble  re- 
fpiration,  and  they  were  able  to  make  her  fwallow  fome 
brandy.  The  fro  h  iftued  from  her  mouth  and  noftrils,  and 
fbe  vomited  water  mixed  with  mud.  She  opened  her  eyes, 
looked  wdd,  and  attempted  to  fpeak.  They  put  her  into  a 
warm  bed,  with  veiTels  of  hot  water  at  her  feet.  Her  apo¬ 
thecary  faw  her  two  days  fuccefiively,  and  Hie  was  reco¬ 
vered  to  her  priftine  health. 

XXVIII. 

In  the  iurifdi&ion  of  Steenbergen^  Obtober  27,  177  r»  The 
wife  of  Jofuah  Malfevos ,  being  about  nine  in  the  evening,  in 
the  country  in  a  carriage,  it  overturned  into  a  ditch  extreme¬ 
ly  muddy,  and  five  feet  in  depth.  As  Die  was  under  the 
carriage,  it  was  not  till  after  half  an  hour’s  labour  that  her 
hufband  and  the  driver  were  able  to  draw  her  out.  There 
pafled  another  hour  and  a  half  before  the  furgeon  could  ar¬ 
rive.  He  found  in  her  no  other  figns  of  life,  than  a  little 
warmth  in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen.  She  placed  her 
before  a  good  fire,  and  blew  a  large  quantity  of  the  fmoke  of 
tobacco  into  her  inteftines  &c.  by  thefe  means  fhe  recovered 
her  fenfes  and  fpeech  ;  but  complained  of  a  difficulty  of 
breathing,,  The  furgeon  advifed  her  to  lean  forward  and 
‘  '  provoke 
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provoke  a  vomit,  which  fhe  did  by  putting  her  finger  down 
her  throat,  and  fhe  threw  up  /even  pints  of  mud,  and  filthy 
and  offenflve  fubftances,  This  evacuation  relieved  her,  and 
fhe  went  to  bed  wi.th  h&r  htiifband.  In  the  fpace  of  an  hour 
and  a  half  (he  complained  tha,t  (he  was  miferably  oppreffed,  and 
a  few  moments  afterwards  fhe  fell  down  and  died,  evacuating 
downwards.  Even  when  fhe  was  in  her  coffin  a  muddy  fluid 
iflued  from  hernoftrils. 

XXIX. 

Campeyr ,  October  27,  1771.  Gerard  van  der  Meulen ,  aged 
twelve  years,  feii  into  the  canal  as  he  he  was  hfhing.  A 
carpenter  took  him  out  by  means  of  a  net.  He  was  carried 
to  a  tavern,  but  his  death  was  fo  man i fed  to  the  attendants, 
that  they  advifed  carrying  him  immediately  to  his  parents. 
Others  recolle&ed  the  Edidls  publifhed  upon  this  fubjedf, 
placed  him  before  the  fire,  and  fent  for  Mr.  John  Bruyns , 
jfurgeon ;  who  was  prevented  from  going  immediately,  upon  acr 
count  of  the  unhappy  {late  in  which  this  accident  had  thrown 
his  wife.  Going  afterwards  to  the  boy,  and  employing  the 
fuitable  methods,  he  recalled  him  to  life  ;  and  he  has  con¬ 
tinued  in  good  health  ever  iince.  An  hour  had  elapfed  frorr* 
the  time  of  his  fall  to  the  arrival  of  the  furgeo^. 

xxx. 

Ampler  dam,  October  30,  1771.  "James  Veeneman  fell  from 
his  boat,  his  pole  flipping.  He  was  eight  minutes  in  the  wa¬ 
ter.  They  recovered  him  to  life  by  blowing  air  up  his  body 
through  the  fheath  of  a  knive,  by  bleeding,  and  warming 
fiim  betwixt  two  feather  beds  ;  but  he  died  a  few  days  after. 

XXXI, 

Ampler  dam*  December  1,  1771.  Thomas  ChriJUaanfeny  a 
failor,  aged  forty-fix  years*  fell  about  feven  o’clock  in  the 
evening  into  a  canal,  where  he  remained  a  quarter  of  an 
hour.  Thofe  who  took  him  out  fufpended  him  with  his  head 
downwards,  which  made  him  give  up  a  little  water.  They 
clothed  him  warm,  and  blew  the  fmo^e  of  three  or  four 
pipes  into  his  body,  upon  which  he  began  to  pant.  The 
furgeon  ordered  him  to  be  laid  betwixt  two  feather  beds, 
with  two  men  by  his  fide,  who  rubbed  his  body  in  every  part 
warm  clothes.  Perceiving  feme  motion  in  his  eyes,  he 
attempted  to  pour  fome  warm  milk  into  his  mouth,  but  his 
jaws  were  fo  fixt,  it  was  impoffible.  Afterwards  he  obferv- 
ed  a  rumbling  in  his  bowels,  and  fome  blood  proceeding 
from  bis  mouth  ;  which  engaged  him  to  take  a  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  blood  from  the  arm.  His  motion  encreafed,  he  fwaU 
lowed  fome  milk,  and  at  eight  o’clock  he  knew  his  compa. 
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nions,  and  (poke  to  them.  The  next  day  (having  dept  well 
in  the  night)  he  was  quite  in  his  fenfes,  complaining  only 
i  a.  Sreat  Pa'p  ln  his  ftomach.  He  died  the  Thurfday  fol- 
owing.  This  man  had  ruined  his  conftitution  by  excefs

Haarlem ,  December  23,  1771.  Peter  van  Capelle ,  aged 
hxty-nine  years,  fell  into  a  canal  betwixt  five  and  fix 
o  clock  in  the  evening.  He  was  taken  out  for  dead,  and 
lOon  called  to  life.  The  means  employed  were  drying,  warm- 

ing  and  rubbing  his  body,  pouring  brandy  into  his  mouth, 
and  bleeding  in  the  arm.  3 

XXXIII. 

Rotterdam,  December,  29,  1771.  Mary,  the  wife  of  Fre¬ 
deric  Faantje ,  wafeing  fome  linen  before  her  door  at  ten 
o  clock  in  the  morning,  when  there  was  a  deep  fog,  fell  into 
the  canal,  and  remained  fome  time  under  the  water.  A 
neighbour  paffing  by,  drew  her  out,  and  carried  her  home 
tor  dead,  the  had  no  pulfe,  nor  motion,  her  eyes  were  clof- 
ed,  her  face  livid  and  contradled.  She  was  reflored  by  a  fur- 
geon,  who  ufed  the  common  methods  :  fee  began  vto  fpeak 
after  an  attention  to  thefe  methods  for  an  hour  and  half,  and 
in  a  little  time  fee  feemed  entirely  recovered.  However,  the 
fourth  day  from  the  difafler  file  complained  of  a  pain  in  the 
flomach,  to  which  it  feems  file  had  been  accuftomed,  and 

though  fee  was  attended  by  a  phyfician  fee  died  in  a  few 
days. 

XXIV. 

IVorkum  m  Friejland,  February  16,  1772.  Tide,  the  fon 
or  John  Gerbreus,  being  employed  in  wafeing  a  copper  veffel 
by  the  fide  of  a  canal:  his  abfence  was  longer  than  the  bu- 
iinefs  required.  His  mother  having  called  him  in  vain,  went 
to  the  place,  and  fa w  his  hat  floating  upon  the  water.  Her 
cries  alarmed  a  female  acquaintance,  by  whofe  affiftance  the 
boy  was  taken  out.  Drynefs,  warmth,  friaion  of  every  part 
o  is  body,  with  geneva,  and  fpirit  fal  ammoniac,  irritating 
his  noftrils  with  a  feather,  dipt  in  thefe  fpirits,  fumigation, 
&c.  were  employed  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour,  when 
the  phyfician  obferved  a  motion  in  his  arms.  They  conti¬ 
nued  thefe  operations,  and  in  five  quarters ,  the  fuccefs  was 
as  they  could  wife,  excepting  a  deep  ulcer  formed  in  his  arm 
from  their  having  placed  him  too  near  the  fire 

XXXT. 

Jrnfl'rdam,  February  20,  1772.  John  Schollen,  puffing 
the  Hoogjlraat  Bridge  betwixt  ten  and  eleven  clock  in  the 
evening,  heard  a  fudden  noife  in  the  water.  He  flopped. 
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and  five  or  fix  minutes  after  fomebody  cried  out  for  help. 
He  took  off  his  furtout,  and  threw  it  in  for  the  party  to  take 
hold  of  it.  This,  not  fucceeding,  he  drew  up  by  a  crook  a  wo¬ 
man,  who  appeared  dead.  She  was  foon  recovered  by  warmth* 
and  fri&ion,  with  cloths  dipt  in  warm  brandy.  Her  health 
was  quite  reftored,  but  her  fpirits  were  confiderably  injured. 

XXXVI. 

Amjlerdam ,  March  6,  1772,  Mr ,  Stoltenkatnp,  furgeon, 
was  fent  for  to  a  public  houfe  in  the  Leiden  Straat ,  where 
a  drowned  perfon,  named  Cbrijiiaan  Munnikbyfen ,  was  con¬ 
veyed.  His  apprentice  ran  to  the  place  :  took  oft  the  wet 
clothes,  bled  the  patient,  placed  him  before  a  good  fire,  made 
ufe  of  friction  and  fumigation.  Thefe  were  attended  with 
fuch  fuccefs,  that  he  was  able  to  tell  his  name  and  place  of 
abroad.  He  was  much  opprefied.  His  apothecary  gave  him 
an  emetic,  which  did  not  operate.  lie  was  conveyed  home, 
and  put  to  bed,  where  he  died  foon  after. 

XXXVII.  _ 

Veendam ,  in  the  province  of  Groningen,  March  8,  1772* 
John  Harms ,  aged  twenty-two  years,  a  farmer’s  fervant,  fell 
at  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening  into  a  canal.  He  went  to  the 
bottom,  where  he  remained  half  an  hour ,  when  he  was  taken 
out,  they  rolled  him  upon  a  barrel.  Mr,  TVyndels ,  an  apo¬ 
thecary,  was  fent  for  ;  he  found  him  without  pulfe,  his  eyes 
half  clofed,  and  motionlefs,  his  body  cold,  and  limbs  ft  iff. 
He  was  put  to  bed  before  a  moderate  fire,  having  put  on  him 
the  warm  fhirt  of  one  of  the  affiftants ;  fumigation,  and  rub¬ 
bing  his  body  with  a  penetrating  fpirit,  were  employed.  His 
teeth  were  fo  fixed,  that  they  could  not  introduce  a  few 
drops  of  the  napthe  of  wine,  and  it  was  in  vain  they  attempt¬ 
ed  to  draw  blood.  After  tivo  hours  labour  a  flight  pulfation, 
feme  feeble  motions,  fighs,  and  coughing,  gave  them  hope* 
They  now  gave  him  fome  drops  of  the  napthe  of  wine,  upon 
a  little  fugar,  with  fome  other  medicines,  and  fent  him  to 
bed.  The  next  day  his  fenfes  were  reftored.  They  bled 
him,  which  relieved  his  cheft,  and  procured  him  fome  re¬ 
ft  efh  ins;  deep,  when  he  awoke  he  was  tolerably  well,  and 
without  fever,  and  took  fome  warm  foup.  He  declared  af¬ 
terwards,  that  he  recollected  nothing  that  pafted,  from  the 
moment  of  his  fall  to  the  evening  of  the  next  day.

The  following  letter  was  fent  to  us  by  M.  Stinjlra ,  aphy- 
fician. 

Harllnguen ,  November  16,  1771*  M.B.  aged  fifty  years* 
and  of  a  weak  conftitution,  fell  head  foremoft  into  a  canal, 
8  from 
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from  whence  flie  was  drawing  water.  The  force  of  her  fall 
drove  her  to  the  oppofite  fide,  where  the  boufes  were  built 
in  the  water.  It  was  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  before 
any  effectual  affiftance  could  be  given.  When  file  was  taken 
out  fhe  appeared  dead,  and  was  carried  upon  a  bier  to  a  fu- 
gar  refiner’s  :  this  took  up  about  eight  minutes  more.  Here 
fome  figns  of  life  difeovered  themfelves  ;  and  being  placed 
before  the  fire,  fhe  was  foon  recovered.  They  carried  her 
into  the  flove  room,  where  the  fugar-candy  is  dried,  in  order 
to  change  her  clothes.  At  this  time  I  arrived.  I  found  her 
in  a  good  flate,  her  pulfe  was  vigorous  and  equal.  She  com¬ 
plained  of  extreme  cold,  and  defired  the  door  might  be  (hut. 

I  ftrongly  difuaded  them  from  this  j  forefeeing  that  too  warm 
an  air  would  convey  too  much  blood  through  the  lungs* 
and  occalion  an  oppreffion.  My  predictions  were  verified* 
Her  head  became  difordered,  and  they  had  fcarcely  conduc¬ 
ed  her  home  but  I  was  fent  for.  I  found  her  greatly  opprefT- 
ed,  breathing  with  the  utmofl  difficulty.  Her  pulfe  was 
weak  and  irregular;  her  countenance  pale,  and  her  body 
cold.  She  was  in  fhort  in  a  very  dangerous  ftate,  which 
threatened  a  frefh  fuftocation.  Upon  account  of  the  reluc¬ 
tance  and  weaknefs  of  the  patient,  and  the  littleencouragement 
given  me  by  her  pulfe,  I  contented  myfelf  to  have  a  final! 
quantity  of  blood  taken  away,  which  produced  no  favourable 
change.  I  then  ordered  a  laxative  clyfter,  and  friCions  upon 
the  arms  and  legs,  and  alfo  the  kindly  warmth  of  a  bed:  fhe 
foon  after  vomited  water,  and  went  to  ftool,  which  greatly 
relieved  her  :  and  in  a  few  hours  the  danger  of  death  vanifh- 
ed.  However,  a  violent  diforder  followed,  with  an  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  lungs,  or  a  true  peripneumony,  in  which  fhe 
was  twice  blooded,  and  took  medicines  according  to  the  na¬ 
ture  of  the  diforder.  Fifteen  days  after  the  accident  fhe  was 
intirely  re-eftablifhed,  and  enjoyed  good  health.  TLhis  is  a 
proof  what  circumfpeCion  is  necefl'ary  in  attempting  to  re¬ 
cover  the  drowned,  and  how  pernicious  a  warm  air  is  to 
them  when  they  begin  to  refpire.

Cornelia  van  lVykr  being  plunged  into  a  deep  melancholy, 
refoived  to  drown  herfelf.  There  was  in  the  yard  a  ftone 
well  girt  round  with  a  wooden  frame.  December  20,  1771, 
at  eleven  o’clock  in  the  morning  fhe  took  the  refolution  to 
jump  into  it.  But  in  executing  her  defign,  her  pettitoat 
catched  again#  the  frame,  and  fhe  remained  half  an  hour 
fufpended  in  this  manner:  having  the  water  as  high  as  her 
wafte,  and  the  head  inclined  out  of  the  water.  Two  men. 
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who  were  called  to  releafe  her,  were  obliged  to  take  up  this 
frame  with  her  in  it,  and  they  extended  her  for  dead  upon 
the  cover.  The  furgeon  arriving,  could  perceive  nothing 
that  feemed  to  dillirrguifh  the  body  from  a  corps.  Five 
ounces  of  blood  were  taken  from  her  arm,  and  her  arm  was 
perceived  to  tremble.  They  put  her  into  a  warm  bed,  ufed 
frictions  upon  the  arms,  legs,  neck,  with  warm  cloths;  ap¬ 
plied  fpirit  of  hartfhorn  to  her  nofe,  head,  and  temples,  and 
inftilled  a  few  drops  of  this  fpirit  mixed  with  brandy  into  her 
mouth,  irritating  her  palate  alfo  with  it.  After  more  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  they  obferved  a  favourable  change  as  to  co¬ 
lour  and  refpiration,  and  the  lower  extremities  became  more 
fupple.  Half  paid;  twelve  o’clock  fhe'began  to  fpeak,  and  at 
one  (he  recovered  her  fenfes ;  and  by  the  adminiftration  of 
proper  remedies  fire  was  perfectly  reilored.

April,  18,  1771.  A  Dutch  man  of  war,  the  NaJfauWtib- 
hurgy,  being  arrived  at  Livorn ,  as  they  were  employed  in  tak¬ 
ing  down  the  mails  from  the  fcuttles  and  yards,  a  failor, 
named  Gerard  van  Driebergen ,  aged  forty-one  years,  fell  into 
the  fea,  without  any  one  perceiving  it.  When  they  had' 
finifhed,  they  faw  floting  a-larboard,  a  body  lying  upon  its 
belly,  the  head  under  the  water,  and  without  any  motion, 
as  foon  as  they  perceived  it  to  be  a  failor  belonging  to  the 
Najfau  Weilburg ,  two  other  failors,  having  a  cord  faflened 
round  their  body,  leaped  into  the  fea,  and  drew  him  on 
board.  Twenty  minutes  at  k aft  were  elapfed  from  the  time 
of  his  fail :  nor  were  there  jany  figns  of  life.  They  carried 
him  into  the  cook-room,  and  put  on  him  fome  dry  clothes. 
The  furgeon  opened  a  vain,  but  only  a  few  drops  of  blood 
diftilled  from  the  orifice.  They  employed  friefions,  blowing 
into  the  lungs,  and  fumigations.  In  about  half  an  hour  they 
perceived  a  rumbling  in  his  bowels,  which  gradually  in- 
creafed,  and  was  followed  by  an  evacuation  upwards  and 
downwards.  The  circulation  of  the  blood  being  thus  pro-' 
rooted,  eight  ounces  were  taken  from  him.  He  grew  warm 
by  the  continuance  of  fri£fion$,  but  had  violent  convulfive 
motions  in  his  face  and  arms.  Another  bleeding  of  ten 
ounces  compofed  him.  He  vomited  again,  and  had  a  {tool. 
At  miclnight\he  uttered  fome  words,  but  appeared  dilirious. 
At  four  o’clock  in  the  morning  he  recovereJ  his  fenfes,  and  his 
natural  warmth,  but  was  infeebled,  and  feverifh.  They 
made  him  drink  plentifully  of  lemonade,  and  in  a  few  days 
he  was  able  to  do  his.duty  on  board.  This  relation  is  cer¬ 
tified  by  all  the  officers  on  board  the  vefTel.
